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PREFACE 


This  digest  is  intended  as  a  brief  description  of  bills  and  constitu- 
tional amendments  introduced  at  the  1949  Regular  Session  prior  to  the 
constitutional  recess,  January  29,  1949.  The  digests  are  arranged  in  the 
same  numerical  sequence  as  in  the  Semi-Final  History,  digests  of  Senate 
measures  preceding  those  of  the  Assembly.  The  measures  are  described 
as  they  stood  at  the  time  of  the  recess,  except  that  subsequent  approvals  of 
bills  are  noted. 

These  summaries  do  not  purport  to  analyze  precisely  the  entire  con- 
tents of  the  measures,  but  rather  to  indicate  the  general  nature  of  tlie 
proposals  with  only  such  attention  to  details  as  has  been  possible  in  view 
of  the  time  element  and  other  factors  involved. 

A  table  of  sections  affected  appears  in  this  volume,  which  shows  the 
code  sections,  general  laws,  and  constitutional  provisions  i)roposed  to  be 
amended,  added,  or  repealed.

C,  to  change  compensation 
for  public  services  in  Calaveras  County  to  unspecified  sums. 

S.B.  3— MAYO.  (L.  Gov.)  Amends  Sec.  28146,  Gov.  C,  to  cha  nge  compensation 
for  public  services  in  Tuolumne  County  to  unspecified  sums.

Provides  alternate  method  for  annexation  of  cities  to  mosquito  abatement  dis- 
tricts. After  notice,  hearing  or  continuance  of  hearing,  §  of  city's  governing  body  may 
adopt  re.solution  petitioning  annexation.  On  filing  of  resolution,  district  board  fixes 
hearing  date,  publishes  notice,  and  proceeds  as  in  other  annexation  proceedings. 

S.B.  7— O'GARA  AND  MILLER.     (Fin.)    Appropriates  $55,000  to  State  Redevel- 
opment, Agency  for  its  support  for  1948-1949  Fiscal  Year. 
To  take  effect  immediately,  urgency  measure. 

S.B.  8— WEYBRET.  (Wat.  Res.)  Amends  Act  5064,  the  Monterey  County  Flood 
Control  and  Water  Conservation  District  Act,  making  no  substantive  change. 

S.B.  9— BREED  AND  OTHERS.    (Agr.)     Adds  See.  12024.6,  B.  &  P.  C,  re  sole 
of  ice  cream,  sherbet,  or  frozen  milk. 
Prohibits  sale  or  advertisement  for  sale  of  bulk  ice  cream,  sherbet,  or  frozen  milk 
other  than  by  weight  determine<i  at  time  of  sale.  Not  to  apply  to  ice  cream  in  cones  or 
to  individual  servings  of  all  products  mentioned. 

S.B.  10— O'GARA  AND  MILLER.     (Gov.  Eff.)    Adds  heading  to  Art.  19,  and  con- 
tinues in  force  indefinitely  Sees.  95  and  96,  Act  1500,  the  Community  Rede- 
velopment Act  re  State  Redevelopment  Agency. 
Continues  in  existence  indefinitely  provisions  re  State  Redevelopment  Agency 
which  would  exi)ire  on  91st  day  after  1949  liegular  Session.  Appropriates  S129  5(50 
for  support  for  1949-1950  Fi.scal  Year. 

To  take  effect  immediately,  urgency  measure. 

S.B.  11— DESMOND.     (B.  &  P.)    Amends  Sec.  3041,  ]!.  &  P.  C,  re  definition  of 
practice  of  optometry. 
Provides  that  practice  of  optometry  includes  prescribing  and  directing  any 
methods  for  improvement  of  human  vision  and  includes  prescribing  or  fitting  of  con- 
tact lenses. 

S.B.  12— DILWORTH  AND  OTHERS.     (Ed.)     New  act,  re  zoning  ordinances  and 
restrictive  covenants. 

Provides  that  zoning  ordinances  and  covenants  in  grants  and  leases  shall  not 
restrict  property  within  5  miles  of  any  campus  of  University  of  California  or  State 
college  against  use  as  rooming  or  boarding  houses  for  students. 
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S.B.  13— DILWORTH  AND  OTHERS.    (Ed.)    Adds  Sec.  13225,  Ed.  C,  re 
teacher's  oath. 
Requires  teacher's  oath  to  be  attached  to  contract. 

S.B.  14 — DILWORTH.  (Wat.  Res.)  Adds  Div.  3.5,  Wat.  C,  re  tunnels  through 
water-bearing  strata. 

Defines  tunnel  as  meaning  any  subsurface  excavation  penetrating  water  bearing 
strata  which  may  cause  water  to  drain  from  lands  other  than  those  of  owner  of  tunnel. 

Requires  owner  to  apply  for  and  obtain,  written  approval  from  State  Engineer 
prior  to  constructing  any  new  tunnel,  enlarging  and,  except  in  an  emergency,  altering 
or  repairing  any  existing  tunnel.  Prescribes  information  to  be  included  in  application 
and  fees  therefor. 

Provides  for  investigations  by  State  Engineer  of  proposed  tunnels  upon  receipt  of 
applications.  Authorizes  State  Engineer  to  deny  applications  or  to  approve  them 
conditionally. 

Provides  for  inspection  of  existing  tunnels  by  State  Engineer  and  authorizes  him 
to  order  repairs  or  alterations  necessary  to  protect  property. 

Precludes  owner,  in  construction  or  operation  of  tunnel,  from  acquiring  right  to 
any  water  which  drains  into  tunnel  and  to  which  he  is  not  otherwise  entitled.  Requires 
State  Engineer  to  seek  physical  solution  to  restore  such  water  to  land  to  which  it 
flowed  prior  to  construction.  Provides  that  statute  of  limitations  shall  not  apply  to 
actions  concerning  water  diverted  by  a  tunnel  where  physical  solution  is  not  practical. 

S.B.  15— SWING.    (Gov.  Eff.)    Adds  Sec.  66m,  C.  C.  P.,  and  repeals  Ch.  598,  Stats. 

1927,  to  increase  number  of  superior  court  judges,  San  Bernardino  County, 
from  3  to  4. 

S.B.  16— SWING.  (B.  &  P.)  Amends  Sec.  2191.5,  B.  &  P.  C,  re  physicians'  and 
surgeons'  certificates. 

Permits  drugless  practitioner  to  obtain  physician's  and  surgeon's  certificate, 
rather  than  osteopathic  physician's  and  surgeon's  certificate,  under  spe<?ified  conditions 
which  are  not  changed. 

See  digest,  S.B.  72. 

S.B.  17 — SWING.  (Gov.  Eff.)  Amends  Act  5849a,  the  Judges'  Retirement  Act,  re 
retirement  allowances  of  retired  judges  and  justices. 
Provides  that  each  retired  judge  or  justice,  including  those  heretofore  retired, 
shall  receive  in  addition  to  present  allowance  of  i  of  sjilary  he  last  received  as  incumbent 
of  judicial  office,  i  of  any  increase  in  salary  that  has  been  or  is  hereafter  provided  for 
any  incumbent  of  office  which  he  formerly  occupied. 

S.B.  18— RICH.  (Jud.)  Amends  Sec.  4852.17,  Pen.  C,  re  rights  of  pardoned 
persons. 

Restores  citizenship  rights  to  persons  pardoned  by  governor  upon  basis  of  certifi- 
cate of  rehabilitation,  except  right  to  bear  arms  if  ever  convicted  of  felony  involving 
dangerous  weapon.  In  such  case.  Sec.  2,  Act  1970,  The  Dangerous  Weapons  Control 
Law,  re  possession  of  firearms  by  persons  convicted  of  felony,  will  apply. 

S.B.  19— RICH.  (Jud.)  Amends  Sees.  2051  and  2065,  C.  C.  P.,  re  examination 
and  impeachment  of  witnesses. 
Present  law  provides  witness  may  be  impeached  by  showing  conviction  of  a 
felony  and  that  he  must  answer  as  to  fact  of  previous  conviction  for  felony.  Bill 
prohibits  such  impeachment  and  provides  witness  need  not  answer  when  he  has  pre- 
viously received  a  full  and  unconditional  pardon  based  upon  a  certificate  of  rehabili- 
tation. 

S.B.  20— DORSET.  (Trans.)  Adds  Pt.  2,  Div.  9,  S.  &  H.  C,  re  districts  for  con- 
struction and  maintenance  of  underpass,  overpass  or  tunnel. 
Authorizes,  and  designates  procedure  for,  formation,  financing,  operation,  dissolu- 
tion and  determination  of  legality  of  districts  composed  of  city  and  surrounding  unin- 
corporated territory  formed  for  planning,  construction,  maintenance  and  disposition 
of  separation  of  grade  projects  within  city  by  overpass,  underpass  or  tunnel  connecting 
city  with  unincorporated  area. 
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S.B.  21— PARKMAN.  (Trans.)  Adds  Sec.  531,  S.  &  H.  C,  adding  new  state  high- 
way connecting  route  68  with  route  55  through  Belmont  and  specifying 
intermediate  points. 

S.B.  22— PARKMAN.  (Pbb.  H.  &  S.)  Adds  Art.  4.5,  Ch.  1,  Pt.  1,  Div.  14,  amends 
Sees.  20025  and  20032,  and  adds  20000  and  20071.5,  H.  &  S.  C,  re  police 
protection  districts. 

Authorizes  police  protection  districts  to  secure  protection  otherwise  than  by 
police  department. 

Authorizes  boards  of  supervisors  to  exclude  property  from  district  which  is 
benefited  but  not  substantially  so. 

Defines  precinct  area,  prohibits  inclusion  thereof  in  district  after  majority  of 
residents  and  taxpayers  therein  object  unless  found  substantially  benefited  and  author- 
izes and  designates  procedure  for  exclusion  from  district  of  lands  therein  not  benefited 
at  all  or  not  proportionately  so  with  other  lands  upon  petition  of  majority  of  residents 
and  taxpayers  therein. 

S.B.  23— HATFIELD.    (RIs.)    Adds  Sec.  9105,  Gov.  C,  re  State  Capitol  Building. 

Provides  building  is  under  management  of  Department  of  Finance  for  main- 
tenance and  operation,  but  space,  except  that  occupied  by  Governor  and  Staff,  to  be 
assigned  as  directed  by  Senate  and  Asseml)ly  Capitol  Committees  which  are  created ; 
Senate  committee  consists  of  President  pro  Tempore  and  2  other  members,  and  Assem- 
bly committee  of  Speaker  and  2  other  members. 

To  take  effect  immediately,  urgency  measure. 

S.B.  24— HATFIELD.  (RIs.)  Adds  Sees.  9105  and  9106,  Gov.  C,  re  State  Capitol 
Building. 

Declares  building  shall  be  used  primarily  for  office  space  needed  by  Governor 
and  staff,  and  Legislature ;  permits  other  uses  only  to  extent  they  do  not  interfere 
with  primary  use ;  directs  President  pro  Tempore  of  Senate  and  Speaker  of  Assembly 
to  determine  minimum  space  need  of  Legislature  at  each  session  and  directs  Director 
of  Finance  to  provide  required  space  insofar  as  possible  to  do  so  without  curtaUing 
space  needed  by  Governor  and  staff. 

S.B.  25— HATFIELD.    (RIs.)    Adds  Sec.  1905,  Gov.  C,  re  State  Capitol  Building. 

Limits  use  of  building  to  enumerated  purposes.  Prohibits  use  of  2d  and  higher 
floors  by  agencies  other  than  Legislature,  specified  agencies  directly  serving  it,  and 
accredited  members  of  press. 

S.B.  26— O'GARA.    (B.  &  P.)    Amends  Sec.  6341,  B.  &  P.  C,  re  law  libraries. 

Makes  provisions  re  branch  law  libraries  applicable  to  any  city  and  county,  as 
well  as  to  county. 

S.B.  27— MAYO  AND  RICH.  Amends  Act  7948,  the  Property  Acquisition  Act,  re 
acquisition  of  property  for  postwar  construction  program. 

Exempts  from  requirement  that  all  such  property  be  acquired  by  eminent  domain, 
parcels  acquired  for  less  than  $5,000,  unless  part  of  area  consisting  of  several  parcels 
total  cost  of  which  would  exceed  $5,000. 

Chapter  15,  Statutes  of  1949,  approved  February  7,  1949,  in  effect  immediately. 

S.B.  28— O'GARA.    (B.  &  P.)    Amends  Sec.  6363,  B.  &  P.  C,  re  law  libraries. 

Authorizes  law  libraries  in  existence  by  virtue  of  legislation  other  than  Ch.  5, 
Div.  3,  B.  &  P.  C.  to  increase  appearance  fees  in  civil  cases,  establish  branches,  appoint 
librarians  and  assistants,  and  contract  with  law  library  associations  for  use  of  library 
by  public. 

S.B.  29— DESMOND.  ( Jud.)  Amends  Sees.  767  and  758,  Pol.  C,  to  increase  com- 
pensation of  officers  and  employees  of  Supreme  Court  and  district  courts 
of  appeal. 

Appropriates  $7,215  in  addition  to  Item  of  Budget  Act  of  1949. 

S.B.  30— COOMBS.  (MU.  &  Vet.  Atf.)  Appropriates  $10,800  for  maintenance  of 
band  at  State  Veterans'  Home. 
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S.B.  31— RICH.    (Puh.  H.  &  S.)    Amends  Sec.  1.3554,  H.  &  S.  C,  adds  Sec.  9535, 
B.  &  P.  C,  re  cleaning,  dyeins  and  pressinp;  estaWi.shments. 
Provides  that  State  Fire  Marshal  need  not  inspect,  and  that  provisions  re 
investigations,  inquiries,  and  hearings  by  Board  of  Dry  Cleaners  do  not  apply  to, 
establishments  located  in  city  maintaining  regular  fire  prevention  bureau  service. 

S.B.  32— RICH.    (B.  &  P.)     Amends  Sec.  7211,  B.  &  P.  C,  re  abolition  of  Guide 
Dog  Fund. 

Abolishes  Guide  Dog  Fund  jind  ])rovides  that  balance  in  fund  and  any  future 
fees  collected  by  State  Board  of  Guide  Dogs  shall  be  paid  to  General  Fund. 

S.B.  33— RICH.  (Gov.  Eff.)  Adds  Sec.  11010,  Gov.  C,  re  inclusion  of  charges 
for  rent  and  janitor  service  to  state  agencies. 
Provides  that  state  agency  receiving  free  rent  and  janitorial  service  from  State 
shall  include  in  its  charges  proportionate  share  of  cost  of  such  rent  and  service  when 
it  provides  any  service  for  any  activity  other  than  that  performed  exclusively  for 
state  purposes. 

S.B.  .34— RICH.     (Gov.  Kft.)     Adds  Sec.  13320.5,  Gov.  C,  re  budgets  and  requests 
for  funds  of  state  agencies  supported  by  the  United  States. 
Requires  every  state  agency  which  receives  funds  for  support  from  Federal 
Government  to  submit  its  budget  or  request  for  funds  to  Director  of  Finance  for 
approval  prior  to  its  submission  to  federal  agency. 

S.B.  3.^RICH.    (Ed.)    Repeals  Ch.  3,  Div.  12,  Ed.  C,  re  California  State  His- 
torical Association. 

Provides  for  transfer  of  property,  records,  and  archives  of  California  State  His- 
torical Association  to  Department  of  Education. 

S.B.  36— RICH.    (B.  &  P.)    Adds  Sec.  2137.1,  B.  &  P.  C,  re  exemption  from 
requirement  of  physician's  and  surgeon's  certificate. 
Permits  person  employed  to  practice  medicine  by  State  from  civil  service  eligible 
list  to  practice  medicine  in  state  institution,  pri.son,  or  home  without  physician's  and 
surgeon's  certificate. 

S.B.  37— RICH.    (Gov.  Eff.)    Amends  Sec.  12973.7,  Ins.  C,  re  publications  of 
Insurance  Commissioner. 
Provides  that  i)ul)lications  and  other  printed  matter  which,  under  present  law 
may  be  furnished  by  Insurance  Commissioner  at  fee  fi.xed  by  him,  shall  be  distributed 
and  sold  by  Department  of  Finance. 

S.B.  38— SAVING.    (Gov.  E£E.)    Adds  Sec.  10G2.5,  amends  Sec.  11032,  Gov.  C,  re 
absence  from  State  of  state  officers  and  employees. 
Requires  state  officers  and  employees  to  obtain  prior  api>roval  from  Governor 
and  Director  of  Finance  before  making  trip  to  another  state  on  state  business,  except 
that  if  trip  is  to  adjoining  state  api>roval  of  director  alone  is  suflicient. 

S.B.  39— AVILLIAMS.    (ed.)    Adds  Sec.  18061,  Ed.  C,  re  construction  and  repair 
of  school  property  upon  failure  to  receive  bids. 
Allows  governing  board  which  has  called  for  and  not  received  bids  to  purchase 
materials  and  do  work  by  day  labor. 

S.B.  40— WILLIAMS.    (Jud.)    Adds  Sec.  411,  Pen.  C,  re  threats  to  do  bodily  harm. 
Makes  threat  to  injure  another  and  failure  to  report  threat,  misdemeanor. 
Police  officers  or  sheriffs  are  to  investigate  reports  and  make  arrest  if  they 
believe  threat  would  be  carried  out. 

S.B.  41— WILLIAMS.    (L.  Gov.)    Amends  Sec.  27322,  Gov.  C,  re  recording  of 
instruments. 

Provides  that  recording  book,  if  not  bound,  shall  be  one  that  can  be  locked  rather 
than  one  from  wliich  insertable  leaves  cannot  be  removed. 

S.B.  42— WILLIAMS.    (L.  Gov.)    Amends  Sec.  27288  Gov.  C,  re  recording  of 
documents  which  refer  to  other  documents. 
Adds  lease  to  instruments  requiring  acknowledgment  or  proof  before  recording 
is  permitted.

S.B.  47— WILLIAMS.     (L.  Gov.)    Repeals  Sees.  27206,  27207,  and  27209,  Gov. 
C.,  re  subscribing  to  and  preserving  of  newspapers  by  county  recorder. 
Eliminates  duty  of  recorder  to  subscribe  to  aud  preserve  newspapers  of  his 
county  as  selected  by  board  of  supervisors. 

S.B.  48— WILLIAMS.  (Nat.  Res.)  Amends  Sec.  2316,  I'.  R.  C,  to  increase  fee 
for  recording  affidavits  of  work  on  mining  claims  by  county  recorder  from 
10  cents  per  folio  and  20  cents  for  endorsement  lo  .$1. 

S.B.  49— WILLIAMS.  (Jud.)  Adds  See.  649,  Pen.  C,  re  misrepresentation  of 
deafness. 

jNIakes  it  a  misdemeanor  to  feign  deafness  while  soliciting  alms  or  selling 
merchandise.

Requires  payment  to  injured  employee  for  permanent,  in  addition  to  temporary 
disability,  in  all  cases,  instead  of  temporary  disability  payments  for  maximum  of 
104  weeks  when  percentage  of  permanent  disability  is  70  or  more. 
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S.B.  108 — REGAN.     (L.  Gov.)    New  act,  re  hours  of  emijloyment  of  firemen. 

Establishes  eommencinft  January  1,  1950,  48-hour  work  week  for  fireman 
employed  by  public  agencies  employing  8  or  more  fireman.  Limits  overtime  to  emer- 
agencies  and  requires  time  and  i  pay  for  such  overtime,  or  equivalent  time  off.  Excludes 
chief  of  any  fire  department. 

S.B.  109— REGAN.    (Gov.  Eff.)    Amends  Act  3796,  the  Alcoholic  Beverage  Control 
Act,  re  transfer  of  licenses. 
Makes  $25  transfer  fee  applicable  to  transfer  from  one  spouse  to  another  prior 
to  entry  of  final  decree  of  divorce. 

S.B.  110— REGAN.    (Gov.  Eff.)    Amends  Act  3796,  the  Alcoholic  Beverage  Control 
Act,  re  transfer  of  licenses,  and  retransfer  under  certain  circumstances. 
Establishes  procedure  for  retransfer  in  case  where  license  is  transferred  in 
connection  with  lease  or  other  agreement  relating  to  possession  of  real  property,  sub- 
ject to  retransfer  upon  termination  of  lease  or  upon  specified  date. 

S.B.  Ill— REGAN.  (Wat.  Res.)  Amends  Sees.  10000  and  10001,  AVat.  C,  to 
reinstate  Trinity  River  Diversion  project  as  part  of  State  Water  Plan. 

S.B.  112— REGAN.  (Jud.)  Amends  Sec.  1.500,  Pen.  C,  re  appeals  in  habeas 
corpus  cases. 

Present  law  limits  right  of  people  to  appeal  from  order  discharging  defendant 
to  discharge  after  conviction,  and  to  all  criminal  cases  prosecuted  by  indictment  or 
information  in  court  of  record,  excepting  criminal  cases  where  judgment  of  death 
has  been  rendered.  Bill  removes  these  limitations. 

S.B.  113 — REGAN.    (Jud.)    Amends  Sec.  4532,  Pen.  C.  re  escape  and  punishment. 

Provides  term  of  imprisonment  for  escape,  when  it  is  to  be  served  in  county 
jail,  shall  commence  when  prisoner  otherwise  would  have  been  discharged  from  jail. 

S.B.  114— WATSON.  (L.  Gov.)  Amends  Sec.  4704,  H.  &  S.  C,  re  borrowing 
money  and  issuing  warrants  by  county  sanitation  districts. 
Limits  money  borrowed  in  fiscal  year  to  5  cents  per  $100  assessed  value  of 
property  in  district,  requires  repayment  in  same  or  ensuing  fiscal  year.  Authorizes 
issuance  of  warrants,  bearing  interest  at  not  more  than  5  percent  to  evidence  such 
borrowing. 

S.B.  115 — REGAN.    (Jud.)    Amends  Sec.  672,  Pen.  C,  re  punishment  when  fine 
not  otherwise  prescribed. 
Provides,  besides  imprisonment,  court  may  prescribe  fines  not  exceeding  $500 
for  misdemeanors,  not  exceeding  $5,000  for  felonies.  Fine  as  additional  punishment 
for  either  misdemeanor  or  felony  at  present  cannot  exceed  $2(X). 

S.B.  116 — PARKMAN.    (Gov.  Eff.)    New  act.  Provides  for  extension  of  state 
teletypewriter  facilities  to  San  Mateo  City  Police  Department. 
Appropriates  .$591.60. 

S.B.  117— PARKMAN.    (Gov.  Eff.)    Adds  Ch.  5.6,  Div.  2,  B.  &  P.  C,  amends 
Section  11.501  of  Gov.  C,  re  physical  therapists  and  Board  of  Physical 
Therapy  Examiners. 
Creates  Board  of  Physical  Therapy  Examiners,  appropriates  $15,000  for  estab- 
lishment of  such  board,  and  prescribes  its  duties  and  powers. 

Provides  for  registration  of  physical  therapists  by  board,  for  educational 
requirements,  scope  of  practice,  registration  fees,  and  disciplining. 

Adds  board  to  agencies  to  which  Gov.  C.  chapter  on  administrative  procedure 
is  applicable. 

S.B.  118— TENNEY.  (L.  Gov.)  Amends  Act  5238,  the  Municipal  Court  Act  of 
1925,  re  deputy  clerks  in  Long  Beach,  making  no  substantive  change. 

S.B.  119— TENNEY.  (L.  Gov.)  Amends  Act  52.38,  the  Municipal  Court  Act  of 
1925,  re  judges,  ofiicers,  and  attaches  of  I^ong  Beach  court  and  their  com- 
pensation, making  no  substantial  change. 
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S.B.  120 — TENNFA'.    (Jud.)    Amends  Sec.  822,  Pen.  C,  re  bail  on  misdemeanors. 

Provides  person  charged  with  misdemeanor,  where  warrant  specifies  bail 
amount,  must  be  taken  before  nearest  magistrate  rather  than  magistrate  in  county 
of  arrest. 

Permits  any  magistrate  in  State  to  admit  such  person  to  bail,  and  requires 
admittance  on  appearance. 

S.B.  121— TENNEY.  (L.  Gov.)  Amends  Act  5238,  the  Municipal  Court  Act  of 
1925,  re  Long  Beach  court. 
Authorizes  clerk  and  deputies  to  fix  and  accept  bail  for  misdemeanors  in 
accordance  with  bail  schedule  fixed  and  approved  by  court,  except  that  if  warrant 
issued,  bail  shall  be  in  amount  fixed  in  warrant;  provides  that  bail  shall  be  cash 
or  surety  bond  executed  l)y  admitted  surety  insurer.  Authorizes  clerk  and  deputies 
to  accept  bail  in  cash,  or  surety  liojul,  in  anKiunt  fixed  in  wiirrants  issued  for  mis- 
demeanors by  any  court  in  State.

Provides  that  when  purchase  of  land  for  state  park  purpose  will  result  in  free 
grant  of  ad.)oining  land  by  Federal  Government,  money  appropriated  by  act  may  be 
expended  therefor  without  being  matched  by  like  amount  from  other  sources. 

S.B.  124— DILWORTH.  (Gov.  Eff.)  New  act,  extending  time  for  payment  of 
taxes  on  frost  damaged  citrus  producing  lands. 

Extends  time  for  payment  for  2  years  from  dates  taxes  became  due  in  1948 
and  1949.  Cancels  interest,  penalties,  and  costs  during  such  period. 

To  obtain  benefit  of  act,  land  owner  must  obtain  State  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture certificate  that  frost  damage  during  winter  of  1048-1949  so  substantially  damaged 
citrus  trees  as  to  impair  value  of  future  crops.  Certificate  shall  not  be  issued  if  only 
present  crop  damaged.

C,  re  licensing  practical 
nurses. 

Sets  up  regulations  to  provide  elementary  nursing  care  for  sick  and  afBicted 
by  licensed,  practical  nurses,  comparable  in  its  sphere  to  regulations  providing  care 
for  sick  or  afBicted  by  registered  nurses. 

Creates  Board  of  Practical  Nurse  Examiners.  Provides  for  examining,  licensing, 
disciplining,  practical  nurses.  Provides  for  licensing  without  examination  for  12 
months  certain  persons  who  have  experience  or  training  in  caring  for  sick  or 
afflicted. 

Exempts  from  control  certain  gratuitous  and  other  nursing. 

Authorizes  board  to  prepare  and  maintain  list  of  accredited  schools  for  training 
in  practical  nursing. 

Authorizes  use  by  licensed  practical  nurse,  L.  P.  N.  after  name. 

Adds  board  to  agencies  comprising  Department  of  Professional  and  Vocational 
Standards  and  to  agencies  to  which  Gov.  C.  chapter  on  administrative  procedure  is 
applicable. 

S.B.  126— PARKMAN.     (Agr.)    Adds  Sec.  639,  Ag.  C,  re  dessert  topping. 

Prescribes  composition,  and  provides  for  pasteurization,  packaging,  and  labeling 
of  dessert  topping. 

S.B.  127— McBRIDE.  (Soc.  Wei.)  Amends  Act  8780d,  the  Unemployment  Insur- 
ance Act,  re  proof  of  disability. 

Permits  first  claim  for  disability  benefits  to  be  supported  by  certificate  of 
optometrist. 
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S.B.  128 — DESMOND.  (Gov.  Eff.)  Amends  Sec.  7.37hh,  Pol.  C,  to  increase  annual 
salaries  of  superior  court  judges  in  Sacramento  County  from  $12,000  to 
$13,000. 

S.B.  129— TENNEY  AND  OTHERS.  (Jud.)  New  act,  re  definition  of  "cojn- 
munism"  and  "communist"  when  used  in  any  state  law,  rule,  regulation 
or  form. 

Defines  "communism,"  as  political  theory  that  present  form  of  government 
should  be  changed  by  unconstitutional  means  to  totalitarian  dictatorships  (a)  based 
on  principles  expounded  by  Marx,  Lenin,  and  Stalin  ;  or  (b)  in  which  the  government 
holds  title  to  all  or  substantially  all  raw  materials  and  production  and  distribution 
facilities. 

Defines  "communist"  as  person  who  (a)  practices  or  advocates  communism  by 
word  of  mouth  or  writing;  or  (b)  who  prints,  publishes,  edits,  issues,  or  knowingly 
circulates,  sells,  distributes  or  publicly  displays  any  written  or  printed  matter  in 
any  form  containing  or  advocating  or  advising  communism;  or  (c)  who  organizes, 
assists  in  organizing  or  linowingly  becomes  or  remains  a  member  of  a  group  of  persons 
advocating  or  practising  communism  ;  or  (d)  who  knowingly  and  voluntarily  assembles 
with  a  group  of  persons  at  which  meeting  communism  is  advocated. 

S.B.  130— TENNEY.  (Ed.)  Adds  Sec.  8275,  Ed.  C,  re  teaching  un-American 
systems  of  government  on  state  school  property. 

Makes  it  misdemeanor  to  teach  any  system  or  plan  of  government  except  Ameri- 
can system  or  plan,  upon  any  state  school  property  or  to  inculcate  preference  in  mind  of 
any  pupil  for  any  such  system  or  plan. 

Provides  for  dismissal  of  teacher  who  violates  section  whether  or  not  teacher  is 
criminally  prosecuted  for  violation. 

S.B.  131— TENNEY.  (B.  &  P.)  Amends  Sec.  6060.5,  B.  &  P.  C,  re  bar  examina- 
tions of  veterans. 

Extends  exemption  from  bar  examination  to  veterans  who  took  bar  examination 
before  serving  in  armed  forces,  in  lieu  of  present  provision  which  limits  such  exemption 
to  veterans  who  did  not  take  bar  examination  before  commencing  military  service.  Al.so 
extends  duration  of  section  until  91st  day  after  adjournment  of  1951  Regular  Session. 

S.B.  132— TENNEY  AND  OTHERS.    (Elec.)    Amends  Sees.  2601  and  2619,  Elec. 

C,  re  declarations  of  candidates  for  direct  primary  that  they  are  not  com- 
munists. 

Requires  candidates  for  direct  primary  to  swear  or  affirm  that  they  will  support 
Constitutions  of  United  States  and  State  of  California  and  that  they  have  not  within 
preceding  5  years  advocated,  promulgated,  taught,  or  practiced  the  communism  of 
Marx,  Lenin,  and  Stalin. 

S.B.  133— JESPERSEN.    (Gov.  Eff.)    Amends  Sec.  19141  of  Gov.  C,  re  reinstate- 
ment of  permanent  civil  service  employees. 
Grants  right  of  reinstatement  to  former  position  to  employee  who  vacates  position 
to  accept  Governor's  appointment  to  office  for  fixed  term,  upon  termination  of  term  or 
extension  thereof. 

Extends  right  of  reinstatement  to  former  position,  to  employee  who  vacates 
position  to  accept  appointment  to  exempt  position  or  limited  term  position  in  same 
department,  board,  commission  or  agency  to  reinstatement  at  termination  of  any 
extension  of  appointment. 

Provides  that  tenure  in  position  or  office  filled  on  Governor's  appointment  is 
deemed  time  served  in  civil  service  position  for  seniority  and  eligibility  for  merit 
increases,  upon  return  of  employee  to  his  civil  service  position. 

S.B.  134r-JESPERSEN.  (Ed.)  Amends  Sec.  16484,  Ed.  C,  re  school  health 
reports. 

Prohibits  recommendation  in  report  of  health  defects  that  pupil  be  treated  by 
designated  individual  or  class  of  practitioner. 
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S.B.  135— DONNELLY.     (Wat.  Res.)    Amends  Sec.  22500,  adds  Sec.  22505,  Wat. 
C,  re  disposition  of  irrigation  district  property. 
Authorizes  board  of  directors  to  sell  or  lease  property  no  longer  necessary  for 
district  purposes,  to  State,  cities,  counties,  districts  and  other  political  subdivisions  of 
State. 

Authorizes  district  to  lease  property  to  State  or  agency  thereof,  when  such  lease 
is  to  benefit  of  district,  without  notice  or  bids,  upon  resolution  determining  that  lease 
is  for  best  interest  of  district  and  will  not  interfere  with  use  of  property  for  district 
purposes. 

S.B.  13G— McBRIDE.  (Wat.  Res.)  Amends  Act  8955,  the  Ventura  County  Flood 
Control  Act,  re  creation  of  boards  of  flood  control  zone  commissioners  and 
prescribing  their  powers  and  duties. 

Deletes  $50  per  month  salary  for  members  of  Ventura  County  board  of  super- 
visors for  acting  ex  oiHcio  as  district  board  of  supervisors  and  adds  provision  for  reim- 
bursement to  them  for  actual  necessary  expenses. 

Provides  for  creation  of  board  of  flood  control  zone  commissioners  for  each  zone 
and  prescril)es  manner  of  selection,  salaries  of  members  and  organization,  administra- 
tion, powers  and  duties  of  board. 

Conditions  acts  of  board  of  supervisors  in  levying  property  tax  in  any  zone, 
expenditure  of  tax  funds  collected  in  or  credited  to,  any  zone,  and  institution  of  joint 
projects  by  contiguous  zones,  upon  approval  of  commissioners  affected. 

Transfers  all  powers  and  duties  of  board  of  supervisors,  relating  to,  or  for  the 
benefit  of,  any  zone,  to  board  of  that  zone  except  with  respect  to  (a)  levy  of  taxes  or 
assessments,  (b)  institution  of  joint  projects,  (c)  creation  of  boards  of  zones  and 
manner  of  selecting  commissioners  and  (d)  approval  of  budgets. 

Authorizes  payment  of  added  compensation  to  county  surveyor  when  he  is  a 
registered  civil  engineer  and  is  employed  by  commissioners  to  supervise  engineering 
work  for  a  zone. 

S.B.  137— REGAN.  (Jud.)  Amends  Sec.  969(b),  Pen.  C,  re  jail  records  as  evi- 
dence. 

Makes  certified  copies  of  records  of  jails,  as  well  as  prison  records,  prima  facie 
evidence  that  defendant  has  served  term. 

S.B.  138— DROBISII.  (Gov.  Eff.)  Adds  Sec.  66q,  C.  C.  P.,  to  increase  number  of 
superior  court  judges  in  Butte  County  from  1  to  2. 

S.B.  139— O'GARA  AND   MILLER.    (Lab.)    Amends   Sec.  3856,   Lab.   C,  re 
attorney's  fees  of  injured  employee  in  action  against  3d  party  tort  feasor. 
Provides  that  employer's  lien  for  compensation  paid  iujured  employee  on  judg- 
ment for  latter  against  3d  party  causing  injury  shall  not  attach  to  so  much  thereof  as 
court  fixes  as  reasonable  fee  for  employee's  attorney. 

S.B.  140— O'GARA  AND  MILLER.  (Lab.)  Amends  Sec.  3854,  Lab.  C,  deleting 
provision  that  employer  may  retain  from  sum  recovered  from  3d  party 
tort-feasor  for  injury  to  his  employee,  reasonable  attorney's  fee  fixed  by 
court. 

S.B.  141— O'GARA  AND  MILLER.  (Lab.)  Amends  Sec.  5801,  Lab.  C,  providing 
that  emi)loyee  or  dependent  prevailing  in  proceeding  before  Industrial 
Accident  Commission  or  on  appeal  is  entitled  to  reasonable  attorney's  fee 
to  be  paid  by  employer. 

S.B.  142 — REGAN.  (Nat.  Res.)  Amends  heading  of  Art.  4,  Ch.  1,  Div.  4,  and 
Sec.  4126,  P.  R.  C,  re  closing  parks  and  forests. 
Broadens  power  of  Director  of  Natural  Resources  to  close  state  parks  and  state 
forests  to  include  power  to  order  closed  to  hunting,  trapping,  or  use  of  firearms,  as 
well  as  to  camping.  Redefines  forestry  area  as  state  forest,  and  requires  director  to 
post  closing  order. 

S.B.  143— REGAN  AND  JUD  AH.  (Nat.  Res.)  Adds  Sec.  4006.5,  P.R.C.,  re 
reforestation. 

Provides  State  Forester  may,  with  approval  of  Director  of  Finance,  enter  into 
cooperative  agreements  with  agencies  of  State  or  Federal  Governments,  or  persons,  to 
renew  protective  vegetative  covering,  and  prescribes  method  for  payment  of  cost.

Makes  provisions  of  subsection  relating  to  malicious  destruction  of  highway  and 
other  signs  on  public  property  applicable  to  signs  placed  ou  private  property. 

S.B.  147— HATFIELD  and  OTHERS.    (Agr.)    Amends  Sec.  470,  Ag.  C,  re  grade 

A  pasteurized  milk. 

Provides  that  milk  be  cooled  to  oo,  rather  than  50,  degrees  Fahrenheit  or  less 
immediately  after  being  drawn  from  cow  unless  it  is  delivered  to  milk  products  plant 
within  4  hours  and  cooled  to  .55,  rather  than  50,  degrees  Fahrenheit  or  less,  or 
immediately  separated  or  pasteurized. 

S.B.  148— HATFIELD  AND  OTHERS.    (Agr.)    Amends  Sec.  750.2,  Ag.  C,  re 
California  Dairy  Industry  Advisory  Board. 
Extends  effective  period  of  chapter  of  code  re  board  until  91st  day  after  1957 
Regular  Session. 

S.B.  149— MILLER.    (Elee.)    Repeals  Sec.  3720,  Elec.  C,  re  ballots. 

Repeals  section  not  included  in  repeal  of  war  voters  law  by  Ch.  266,  Stats.  1947. 

S.B.  150— DILLINGER.    (Trans.)    Amends  Sec.  332,  Veh.  C,  re  drivers'  licenses. 

Alters  punishment  for  driving  when  license  has  been  retuse<l,  suspended,  or 
revoked  from  maximum  of  1  year  in  jail  or  $1,000  fine  or  both  to  mandatory  10  days  in 
jail  for  1st  and  30  days  for  each  subsequent  offense.  If  violator  owns  vehicle,  requires 
that  it  be  impounded  for  6  months  for  1st  and  12  months  for  each  subsequent  oOEense 
and  creates  a  lieu  ou  vehicle  for  cost. 

S.B.  151— McBRIDE.    (Jud.)    Amends  Sec.  1989,  C.  C.  P..  re  obligation  of  witness 
to  attend  out  of  county  in  which  he  resides. 
Present  law  provides  witness  is  not  obliged  to  attend  as  witness  out  of  county 
of  residence  unless  distance  from  residence  to  place  of  trial  is  less  than  100  miles. 
Bill  excepts  state  ofBcers  or  employees  acquiring  knowledge  in  course  of  employment. 

S.B.  152— HATFIELD.  (Agr.)  Repeals  Sec.  1881.3,  Civ.  C,  which  limits  to 
December  31,  1949,  effective  period  of  provisions  re  private  bulk  storage 
of  grain. 

S.B.  153— TENNEY.    (Gov.  Eff.)    Adds  Ch.  G,  the  County  Peace  Officer  and  Fire 
Service  Retirement  Plan  Law,  to  Pt.  3,  Div.  4,  Title  3,  Gov.  C,  re  county 
retirement  systems  for  peace  officers,  foresters,  fire  wardens,  and  firemen. 
Authorizes  any  county,  by  4/5  vote  of  board  of  supervisors  or  majority  vote  of 
electors,  to  establish  such  retirement  system,  and  to  establish  peace  officers  and  fire 
service  retirement  fund.  When  established,  such  plan  is  to  supersede  any  existing 
county  peace  officers'  retirement  system  and  county  fire  service  retirement  system, 
and  succeed  to  all  assets  and  obligations  thereof.

Members  shall  be  required  to  attend  weekly  drills  while  attending  school  and 
shall  receive  regular  pay  for  grade  or  rank  while  attending  school. 

S.B.  15.">— JOHNSON.    (Gov.  E£f.)    New  act,  re  State  teletype  system. 

Require.s  Attorney  General  to  lease  facilities  and  equipment  for  connecting  tele- 
type system  of  Department  of  Justice  with  office  of  Sheriff,  Nevada  County,  and 
appropriates  $3,000. 

S.B.  l."ifi— JESPERSEN.  (Pub.  II.  &  S.)  Amends  Sees.  264.51  and  264.W, 
H.  &  S.  C,  re  food  packaging. 

Provides  "package"  requiring  statement  of  contents  does  not  include  wrapping  or 
enclosure  by  retailer  in  connection  with  sale:  (a)  after  purchaser's  order  to  aid 
carrying;  (b)  to  provide  covering  if  food  not  concealed  by  covering. 

E.xcludes  such  wrapping  or  enclosure  from  "outside  container"  requiring  state- 
ment of  contents. 

S.B.  1.57— SALSMAN,  JESPERSEN,  AND  DILLINGER.  (Gov.  E£f.)  New  act, 
the  "California  Prepaid  Health  Service  Act." 

Creates  system  of  prepaid  health  insurance  to  provide  limited  medical,  dental, 
hospital,  and  laboratory  services  to  employees  covered  by  unemployment  insurance  and 
non-federal  Governmental  employees,  who  have  earnings  of  at  least  $150  in  previous 
calendar  quarter,  or  ,$7.50  in  preceding  calendar  year,  and  their  dependents. 

Requires  pay  roll  tax  of  1  percent  of  first  $.3,000  of  wages  on  both  employer  and 
employee,  to  be  collected  by  Department  of  Employment. 

Provides  for  voluntary  insurance  of  individuals  not  covered  by  act,  and  for 
coverage  through  voluntary  plans  which  conform  to  prescribed  standards  in  lieu  of 
compulsory  ta.x  and  benefit  rights. 

Creates  Health  Service  Authority  to  administer  act ;  Me<lical  Advisory  Board  ; 
and  Hospital  Service  Advisory  Board. 

S.B.  158— JESPERSEN.  (B.  &  P.)  Amends  Sees.  12023  and  12024,  B.  &  P.  C, 
re  weights  and  measures. 
Present  sections  make  criminal  penalties  applicable  in  all  cases  where  com- 
modities are  sold  at  weights,  measures,  or  counts  differing  from  true  or  standard 
weights,  measures,  or  counts.  Bill  makes  such  penalties  applicable  only  where  com- 
modities are  knowingly  so  sold. 

S.B.  3.59— JESPERSEN.  (Agr.)  Adds  Sec.  387,  Ag.  C,  re  milking  of  dairy  cows 
offered  for  sale. 

Makes  it  unlawful  to  offer  any  milking  cow  for  sale  at  auction  iinless  cow  has 
been  milked  within  12  hours  of  time  of  offer  to  sell. 

S.B.  160— MAYO.  (Ed.)  Amends  Sec.  4051  and  adds  Sees.  4941.1  and  4941.2, 
Ed.  C,  re  governing  boards  of  unified  school  districts  coterminous  with 
county  boundaries. 

Provides  for  number,  qualifications  and  election  of  trustees  for  unified  school 
district  which  is  coterminous  with  county  boundaries.  Provides  for  appointment  of 
first  board  with  staggered  terms. 

Provides  that  county  school  superintendent  is  superintendent  for  such  district. 

S.B.  161— PARKMAN.  (Ed.)  '  Adds  Sec.  369,  Ed.  C,  re  retirement  of  county 
school  superintendents. 

Bases  retirement  contributions  and  benefits  of  county  school  superintendent  upon 
whole  annual  salary  regardless  of  fund  from  which  paid.  Provides  for  proportionate 
contribution  from  each  fund. 

To  take  effect  immediately,  urgency  measure. 

S.B.  162— DILWORTH.    (Elec.)    Amends  Sec.  2540,  Elec.  C,  re  political  parties 
qualified  to  participate  in  primary  elections. 
Provides  that  political  party  may  qualify  to  participate  in  primary  if  one  of  its 
candidates  for  any  office  voted  on  throughout  the  State  polled  at  least  2,  rather  than  3, 
percent  of  vote  when  such  candidate  was  candidate  of  that  party  only. 
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Deletes  provision  that  party  may  qualify  if  one  of  its  candidates  for  any  oflSce 
voted  on  throughout  the  State  polled  at  least  6  percent  of  vote  when  candidate  was 
aflBliated  with  that  party  and  was  the  joint  candidate  of  that  party  and  another  party. 

S.B.  163— DILWORTH.  (Gov.  Eff.)  Adds  Sec.  6Gk,  C.  C.  P.,  to  increase  number 
of  superior  court  judges  in  Riverside  County  from  2  to  3. 

S.B.  164— WATSON.  (L.  Gov.)  Amends  Sec.  4730,  H.  &  S.  C,  re  county  sanita- 
tion districts. 

Revises  method  of  representation  on  boards  of  directors  of  sanitation  districts,  by 
making  provision  for  representation  of  sanitary  districts  within  sanitation  districts, 
as  well  as  for  representation  of  incorporated  and  unincorporated  areas. 

S.B.  165 — WATSOy.  (Wat.  Res.)  Amends  Act  5682,  the  Orange  County  Flood 
Control  District  Act,  re  powers  of  district. 

Authorizes  district  to  increase,  prevent  waste  or  diminution  of  water  supply  in, 
or  unlawful  exportation  of,  water  from  district. 

Authorizes  district  to  obtain,  retain,  conserve  and  reclaim  drainage,  storm,  flood 
and  other  water  within  or  outside  the  district  for  beneficial  use  in  district. 

Permits  district  to  appropriate  and  acquire  water  and  water  rights  and  import 
water  into  district. 

S.B.  166— AVATSON.  (Ed.)  Adds  Sees.  16439  and  16440,  Ed.  C,  to  permit  school 
districts  to  employ  guards  for  pupils  crossing  streets  and  provide  penalty 
for  disregarding  guard's  directions. 

S.B.  167 — RICH.     (Fin.)    New  act,  re  Vocational  Rehabilitation  Fund. 

Provides  for  transfer  to  General  Fund  of  unexpended  balance  of  money  appro- 
priated to  Vocational  Rehabilitation  Fund  prior  to  July  1,  1947. 

S  B.  168— MAYO.    (Gov.  Eff.)    Amends  Act  3796,  the  Alcoholic  Beverage  Control 
Act,  re  employment  of  minors  and  sale  to  minors. 
Substitutes  term  "person  under  the  age  of  twenty-one  years"  for  "minor." 

S.B.  169 — O'GARA.    (L.  Gov.)    Amends  Act  5619,  re  liability  of  counties,  cities 
and  school  districts  for  dangerous  or  defective  conditions  of  streets,  high- 
ways, buildings,  grounds  and  property. 
Excludes  sidewalk  areas  from  property  for  dangerous  condition  of  which  county, 

city,  or  school  district  is  liable. 

S.B.  170— TEXNEY.  (L.  Gov.)  Amends  Act  5238,  the  Municipal  Court  Act  of 
1925,  to  increase  salary  of  secretary  and  jury  commissioner  for  I>os  Angeles 
municipal  court  from  .$075  per  month  to  unspecified  sum. 

S.B.  171— TENNEY.  (L.  Gov.)  Amends  Act  .5238,  to  correct  obsolete  cross-refer- 
ences, re  duties  of  marshals  of  municipal  courts. 

S.B.  172— TENNEY.  (L.  Gov.)  Amends  Act  .5238,  the  Municipal  Court  Act  of 
1925,  to  increase  salary  of  conimi.ssioners  in  municipal  court  of  Los  Angeles 
from  $(500  to  unspecified  sum. 

S.B.  17.3— TENNEY.  (L.  Gov.)  Amends  Act  52.38.  the  Municipal  Court  Act  of 
1925,  re  deputies  and  attaches  of  Los  Angeles  municipal  court. 

Changes  salary  of  assistant  marshal,  and  number  and  salaries  of  various  deputy 
marshals.  Adds  1  deputy  cashier  at  $300. 

Provides  for  travel  expenses  and  use  of  automobiles  in  performance  of  duties. 

S.B.  174— TENNEY.  (L.  Gov.)  Amends  Act  .52.38,  the  Municipal  Court  Act  of 
1925,  to  change  number  and  salary  of  municipal  court  judges  for  Los 
Angeles. 

S.B.  175— TENNEY.    (L.  Gov.)    Amends  Act  5238,  the  Municipal  Court  Act  of 
1925,  re  deputies  and  attaches  of  Los  Angeles  municipal  court. 
Changes  number  and  salaries  of  deputy  clerks.  Adds  2  legal  secretaries  at  unspeci- 
fied salary. 
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S.B.  176— TENNEY.    (L.  Gov.)    Amends  Act  5238,  the  Municipal  Court  Act  of 

1925,  re  emergency  employees  in  municipal  courts. 
Provides  for  aijpointment  of  additional  employees  in  lowest  salary  bracket  where 
those  employed  within  this  bracket  because  of  increased  business  or  emergency  are 
not  able  to  perform  all  duties. 

S.B.  177— TENNEY.    (L.  Gov.)    Amends  Act  52.38,  the  Municipal  Court  Act  of 
1925,  re  residential  qualification  of  attaches  of  municipal  courts. 
Requires  clerks  and  other  attaches  to  be  electors  of  county,  rather  than  city,  in 
which  appointed. 

S.B.  178— TENNEY.  (Trans.)  Adds  Ch.  1.5  to  Div.  2A,  and  amends  Sees.  139.04 
and  139.11,  Veh.  C.,  re  establishment  of  Highway  Patrol  Board. 
Creates  Highway  Patrol  Board,  composed  of  .5  directors  appointed  by  Governor 
with  advice  and  consent  of  Senate.  Functions  are  :  To  formulate  long  range  oper- 
ational and  fiscal  policies  for  California  Highway  Patrol ;  to  consult  with  and 
advise  commissioner  of  highway  patrol  ;  and  to  conduct  investigations  to  secure  neces- 
sary information.  Defines  "Board"  and  "Director"  as  meaning  Highway  Patrol  Board 
and  directors  of  that  board  when  used  in  Div.  2A  and  qualifies  powers  and  duties  of 
commissioner  of  highway  patrol  accordingly. 

S.B.  179 — TENNEY.    (L.  Gov.)    New  act,  re  county  government. 

Provides  counties  shall  not  perform  any  governmental  or  proprietary  function 
or  levy  any  tax  on  property  within  incorporated  cities.  Any  such  permitted  or  required 
function  shall  be  exercised  l)y  city  through  its  appropriate  officers.  City  may  contract 
with  county  for  performance  of  such  functions  by  county. 

S.B.  180— TENNEY.  (Ed.)  Amends  Sec.  14472,  Ed.  C,  re  retirement  of  substi- 
tute and  part  time  school  employees. 
Requires  substitute  or  part  time  members  of  State  Teachers'  Retirement  System 
to  contribute  proportionately  for  part  of  each  mouth  served  and  provides  for  credit 
for  such  service,  in  lieu  of  discretion  in  retirement  board  to  act  by  rule  not  requiring 
contributions. 

S.B.  181— TENNEY.    (Ed.)    Amends  Sec.  14452,  Ed.  C,  re  credit  for  service  in 
the  California  State  Teachers'  Retirement  System. 
E.xtends  credit  for  service  outside  State  prior  to  July  1,  1944,  to  all  members 
and  retired  members  of  system,  rather  tlian  those  who  were  such  members  on  June 
30,  1944. 

S.B.  182— TENNEY.    (Mil.  and  Vet.  Aff.)    Adds  Sec.  1292,  M.  &  V.  C,  re  Spanish 
war  veterans'  organizations. 
Directs  Department  of  Veterans'  Affairs  to  provide  financial  and  other  assistance 
for  establishment,  maintenance,  and  operation  of  quarters  for  United  Spanish  War 
Veterans.  Appropriates  $12,000. 

S.B.  183— TENNEY.     (Jud.)    Adds  Sec.  0062.5  and  amends  Sec.  6063,  B.  &  P.  C, 
re  bar  examinations. 
Requires  semiannual  examinations  and  authorizes  applicants  who  fail  exami- 
nation to  take  any  subsequent  examination  upon  proof  of  further  study  and  good  moral 
character.  Prohibits  fee  in  excess  of  $40  for  first,  and  $20  for  subsequent,  examination. 

S.B.  184— TENNEY.    (Jud.)    Amends  Sees.  460  and  464,  Pen.  C,  re  burglary. 

Makes  opening,  or  attempting  to  open,  or  remove,  vault  or  safe  during  burglary, 
first  degree  burglary. 

Makes  removal,  or  attempted  removal  from  building,  of  any  vault,  safe  or  object 
for  purpose  of  opening  or  attempting  to  open  by  use  of  acetylene  torch,  electric  arc, 
or  explosive,  burglary  with  explosives. 

S.B.  185— TENNEY.    (Mil.  &  Vet.  Aff.)    Adds  Ch.  3  (California  Security  and 
Defense  Act)  and  Ch.  4,  to  Pt.  2,  Div.  2,  M.  &  V.  C,  re  creation  and 
organization  of  security  force  and  reserve  force. 
Provides  that  when  National  Guard  is  in  federal  service  or  when  Congress  con- 
sents, Governor  may  organize  Defense  and  Security  Corps  and  adopt  regulations  for 
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enlistment,  organization,  administration,  equipment,  maintenance,  training  and  disci- 
pline of  corps.  Officers  and  enlisted  personnel  to  receive  same  compensation  as  allowed 
to  United  States  Army. 

Authorizes  Governor  to  submit  requisitions  to  Secretary  of  Defense  for  arms 
and  equipment.  Use  of  corps  restricted  to  State,  except  upon  request  of  Governor  of 
another  state  or  when  in  active  pursuit  of  insurrectionists,  saboteurs  or  enemy  forces. 
Authorizes  forces  of  other  state  to  pursue  within  this  State. 

Requires  members  to  be  citizens  and  prohibits  membership  of  person  dishonorably 
discharged  from  naval  or  military  service. 

Provides  for  military  government  of  members,  unemployment  insurance,  medical, 
dental,  and  hospital  care.  Exempts  members  from  civil  service  and  protects  rights 
re  discrimination  and  reemployment  in  public  office  or  employment. 

Authorizes  Governor  to  organize  reserve  when  National  Guard  is  not  in  federal 
service,  and  make  necessary  regulations  for  organization  and  government.  Members 
to  receive  no  compensation.  Authorizes  requisitions  for  arms  and  equipment,  and 
permits  use  of  armories.  Authorizes  use  of  reserve  when  National  Guard  is  insufficient 
to  accomplish  its  purposes.  Provides  for  membership  qualifications  and  permits  Adju- 
tant General  to  discharge  officers  or  enlisted  men. 

S.B.  186— DILLINGER.  (Lab.)  Adds  Ch.  8.5,  The  California  Mediation  Act,  to 
Pt.  3,  Div.  2,  Lab.  C,  re  voluntary  mediation  and  publication  of  facts  in 
labor  disputes. 

Provides  that  when  parlies  to  labor  dispute  cannot  agree  Governor  shall,  on 
request  of  either  party  or  on  his  own  motion,  appoint  ^'-niiin  board  to  hear  facts  in 
<lispute  and  make  recommendations.  Hoard  to  be  ai)pointed  from  California  Mediation 
Panel,  which  is  created  by  bill  and  consists  of  not  more  than  20  persons  appointed  by 
Governor.  Members  of  panel  to  receive  no  salary,  except  that  when  acting  on  a  board 
they  receive  $7i)  per  day  plus  actual  and  neces.sary  expenses. 

Requires  board,  after  investigation,  to  prepare  and  cause  to  be  published  in 
newspaper  of  general  circulation,  its  findings  and  recommendations. 

Provides  that  if  parties  to  dispute,  within  time  set  by  board,  fail  to  accept  its 
recommendations  in  prescribed  manner,  the  board  shall  publish  that  fact  together 
with  statement  as  to  validity  of  reasons  given  to  justify  such  failure. 

Appropriates  $25,000  for  costs  of  administration  of  act. 

S.B.  187— DILLINGER.     (Ed.)     Amends  Sec.  13424,  Ed.  C,  re  salary  and  expenses 
of  teachers  attending  teachers'  institutes. 
Clarifies  allowable  traveling  expenses  for  teachers  as  those  incurred  in  attending 
teachers'  institutes  and  mileage  from  place  of  em])loyment  to  place  of  institute. 

S.B.  188 — DILLINGER.  (Elec.)  Amends  and  adds  various  Sees.,  Elec.  C,  re 
marking  of  ballots. 

Provides  that  voters  may  mark  all  ballots  with  pen  and  ink  or  pencil  as  well  as 
with  stamp  as  now  provided. 

S.B.  189 — DILLINGER.    (Elec.)    Amends  and  repeals  various  Sees.,  and  amends 
heading  of  Art.  4,  Ch.  2,  Div.  5,  of  Elec.  C,  re  sponsor  certificates  and 
verification  deputies. 
Eliminates  spon.sors,  sponsor  certificates  and  declaration  of  acceptance,  and 
requires  only  declaration  of  candidacy  by  candidate  personally. 

Provides  that  candidates  for  election  to  county  central  committees  to  be  elected 
shall  receive  at  least  10  votes  rather  than  votes  equal  to  minimum  number  of  signa- 
tures on  nomination  paper. 

S.B.  190— DILLINGER.    (Elec. )    Adds  Sees.  132.5  and  5931.5,  Elec.  C,  re  absentee 
registration  and  voting  of  members  of  armed  forces  of  United  States  or 
auxiliary  branch  thereof. 
Provides  that  such  person  may  appear  before  any  commissioned  officer  to  mak^ 

his  affidavit  of  residence  or  to  mark  his  absent  voters  ballot. 

S.B.  191— DILLINGER.    (Elec.)    Amends,  adds,  and  repeals  various  Sees.  Elec. 

C,  re  vacancies  on  general  election  ballot,  marking  of  ballots,  and  absentee 

ballots  and  voting  procedure. 
Provides  that  name  of  person  named  to  fill  vacancy  shall  be  certified  to  officer 
charged  with  printing  ballots  at  least  45,  rather  than  40,  days,  in  case  of  death,  or 
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45,  rather  than  30,  days,  in  case  of  disqualification,  prior  to  election.  Provides  that 
name  of  candidate  shall  be  printed  on  ballot  unless  officer  charged  with  duty  of 
printing  ballot  has  ascertained  fact  of  candidate's  death  at  least  45,  rather  than  30, 
days  prior  to  election. 

Provides  that  all  ballots  may  be  marked  with  pen  or  pencil  as  well  as  with 
stamp  as  is  now  provided. 

Provides  that  absent  voter  make  his  applicatiton  not  more  than  30,  rather  than 
not  more  than  20  nor  less  than  5,  days  before  the  election. 

Requires  that  absent  voter  shall  cause  his  ballot  to  be  presented  at  his  voting 
place  on  election  day,  rather  than  sending  it  within  6  days  after  election  to  county 
clerk.  Sets  up  new  procedure  for  counting  absentee  ballots  immediately  after  closing 
of  polls,  rather  than  not  later  than  7  days  thereafter,  and  for  handling  absentee  ballots 
and  identification  envelopes.  Makes  al)sent  voting  procedure  for  municipal  elections 
in  5th  and  6th  class  cities  same  as  for  other  elections. 

S.B.  192— TENNEY,  HUGH  M.  BURNS,  AND  JESPERSEN.    (Trans.)  Repeals 
Pt.  4,  Div.  2,  R.  &  T.  C,  whicli  imposes  3%  tax  on  gross  receipts  of  motor 
vehicle  carriers  of  persons  or  property  for  hire. 
To  take  effect  immediately,  tax  levy. 

S.B.  193— DILLINGER.  (Fin.)  Appropriates  $60,000  to  California  Centennials 
Commission  for  expenditure  at  Gold  Discovery  State  Park,  EI  Dorado 
County,  $50,000  for  historical  museum  and  .$10,000  for  amphitheater. 

S.B.  194— O'GARA  AND  OTHERS.  (L.  Gov.)  New  act,  re  formation  and  func- 
tioning of  districts  to  construct  or  acquire  and  to  operate  and  maintain 
rail,  monorail  or  subway  transportation  systems  in  metropolitan  areas. 
Authorizes  and  designates  procedure  for  formation,  operation,  maintenance  and 

financing  of  metropolitan  rapid  transit  districts  to  provide  and  operate  rail,  monorail 

and  subway  transportation  systems  in  one  or  more  counties  or  parts  thereof  which 

include  at  least  2  cities. 

S.B.  195— DROBISH.     (L.  Gov.)    Amends  Sec.  28127,  Gov.  C,  re  compensation  of 
officers  in  Butte  County. 
Fixes  annual  compensation  of  auditor  at  $4,000,  district  attorney  at  $6,000, 
and  each  supervisor  at  $2,400  and  mileage  at  6  cents,  not  to  exceed  $25  in  any  month. 
Allows  supervisors  actual  expenses  when  traveling  outside  county. 

S.B.  196 — DORSET.     (Wat.  Res.)    New  act,  re  control  and  utilization  of  flood 
waters  of  Caliente,  Sycamore,  Little  Sycamore,  Comanche,  and  Tejon 
Creeks  in  Kern  County. 
Adopts  plan  prepared  by  State  Engineer.  Appropriates  unspecified  sum  to 
Kern  County  for  cost  of  cooperation  with  United  States  to  be  made  available  upon 
application  to  Director  of  Finance.  Application  shall  show  necessity,  purpose  and 
use  to  be  made  or  that  county  has  made  advances  or  incurred  obligations  to  expedite 
project.  County  shall  report  expenditures  to  director  and  director  shall  report  to 
Legislature. 

S.B.  197— DORSET.    (Jud.)    Amends  Sec.  694,  C.  C.  P.,  re  sales  of  real  and  per- 
sonal property  under  execution. 
Provides  that  officer  or  trustee  shall  postpone  sale  to  time  and  place  fixed  in 
joint  request  signed  by  debtor  and  creditor,  and  that  notice  thereof  must  be  given 
by  public  declaration  at  time  and  place  first  appointed. 

S.B.  198— REGAN  AND  HULSE.  (L.  Gov.)  Adds  Ch.  3,  Pt.  8,  Div.  1,  R.  &  T.  C, 
I)roviding  alternative  method  of  distribution  of  tax  levies  and  collections 
and  of  tax  sale  proceeds. 

Authorized  procedure  may  be  adopted  for  any  county  by  resolution  of  board  of 
supervisors  ;  to  continue  until  rescinded  by  board  or  upon  petition  of  governing  boards 
of  two-thirds  of  political  subdivisions  for  which  county  serves  as  taxing  agency. 

Provides  for  maintaining  of  "tax  resources  accounts''  for  uncollected  current 
and  delinquent  tax  and  assessment  revenues.  Provides  for  tax  losses  reserve  fund  of  not 
more  than  specified  percentage  and  for  credit  to  fund  of  penalties  and  gains  over 
original  levies  resulting  from  tax  sales. 
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Provides  for  credit  of  full  amount  of  tax  to  each  fund  for  which  tax  levy  is 
included  as  soon  as  exact  amount  is  determined,  amounts  credited  to  be  charged 
against  current  tax  resource  account ;  assessments  to  be  credited  to  proper  funds  as 
collections  are  made. 

Prescribes  procedure  for  crediting  and  debiting  appropriate  accounts  as  revenues 
are  received,  penalties  accrue,  etc. 

S.B.  199— DORSET.    (Fin.  Inst.)    Amends  Act  3814,  the  Corporate  Securities 
Act,  and  Sec.  26100,  Corp.  C,  re  securities  sold  or  issued  without  permit 
or  in  nonconformity  with  the  provisions  of  permit. 
IMakes  such  securities,  rather  than  void,  as  at  present,  voidable  at  election  of 
holder,  unless  within  60  days  after  notice  of  irregularity  in  issue  or  sale  to  Commis- 
sioner of  Corporations  by  issuing  company  or  holder  of  security,  commissioner  issues 
permit  validating  sale  and  issuance  of  all  securities  of  same  issue  then  issued,  as 
issued.  Empowers  commissioner,  in  his  discretion,  to  issue  such  validating  permit. 
Provides  that  where  validating  permit  is  issued  within  60-day  period,  none  of  the 
securities  shall  be  voidable  by  reason  of  original  irregularity  in  issue  or  sale.

Requires  report  on  survey  not  later  than  5th  legislative  day  of  1950  session. 
Authorizes  board  to  contract  with  any  individual,  agency  or  organization  neces- 
sary to  complete  survey. 

S.B.  201— WARD.  (Jud.)  Amends  Sec.  607,  C.  C.  P.,  re  order  of  trial  in  civil 
actions. 

Provides  that  before  commencement  of  argument  the  court  shall  inform  counsel 
of  its  proposed  action  upon  requests  for  jury  instructions. 

S.B.  202 — WARD.  (Jud.)  Amends  Sec.  1530a,  Prob.  C,  re  guardian's  power  to 
compromise,  compound  or  settle  claims  and  to  renew  obligations. 
Present  law  provides  guardian  may,  with  court  approval,  compromise  claims 
against  estate  or  suits  again.st  guardian.  Bill  provides  guardian  may  also  compound 
or  settle  claims  or  demands,  and  that  court  may  authorize  guardian  to  extend,  renew, 
or  modify  terms  of  obligations,  and  that  to  obtain  approval  or  authorization,  guardian 
shall  file  petition  showing  advantages. 

S.B.  203— TENNEY.  (Pub.  H.  &  S.)  New  act,  re  regulating  the  use  of  X-ray 
equipment. 

Provides  for  regulation  and  control  by  State  Board  of  Health  of  use  of  X-ray 
equipment. 

Provides  for  licensing  of  persons  who  own,  possess,  maintain  or  operate  any 
X-ray  device  for  use  on  human  body  in  treatment  of  disease  or  who  uses  such  X-rays 
to  treat  human  ailments. 

Makes  such  action  without  license  unlawful,  and  possession  of  such  equipment 
a  public  nuisance. 

Declares  that  treatment  of  human  ailments  by  means  of  X-ray  constitutes  prac- 
tice of  medicine  and  that  no  one  shall  use  X-ray  to  diagnose  or  treat  human  ailments 
without  a  medical  certificate  issued  under  the  State  Medical  or  Dental  Practice  Acts. 

Provides  for  exceptions  to  duly  licensed  physicians,  osteopaths,  drugless  prac- 
titioners and  denti.sts  who  use  X-ray  in  their  treatment,  and  for  hospitals  and  dealers 
in  X-ray  equipment. 

Provides  for  the  enforcement  and  sets  up  a  Roentgenology  Act  Enforcement  Fund 
composed  of  fees  as  prescribed  in  act  and  out  of  which  the  exi)enses  are  to  be  paid. 

Provides  for  procedure  in  proceedings  to  revoke  or  suspend  a  permit  including 
the  right  of  the  accused  to  have  benefit  of  counsel. 

Provides  for  the  issuance  of  subpenas  and  court  review. 

S.B.  204— MoB RIDE.  (L.  Gov.)  Adds  Sees.  31553.5  and  31648.5,  Gov.  C,  re 
membership  of  elective  officers  in  county  retirement  associations. 

Extends  from  present  limit  of  90  days  after  first  taking  office  or  after  effective 
date  of  county  retirement  system,  whichever  is  later,  until  March  1,  1950,  time  within 
which  elective  officer  may  file  declaration  electing  to  become  member  of  system. 

Permits  elective  officer  who  (1)  has  elected  membership,  (2)  rendered  county 
service  after  effective  date  of  system  and  prior  to  effective  date  of  his  membership,  and 
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(3)  would  not  otherwise  be  entitled  to  credit  for  such  service,  to  receive  credit  for  it 
as  current  service  if  he  makes  contributions  he  would  have  made  if  he  had  been  member 
at  time  the  service  was  rendered. 

S.B.  205 — DESMOND.  Amends  Act  0393,  the  Municipal  Utility  Di-strict  Act,  re 
municipal  utility  districts  having  a  population  of  not  more  than  500,000. 

Authorizes  districts  to  accept,  without  limitation  of  other  provisions  of  act  requir- 
ing approval  of  indebtedness,  loans  from  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  to  finance 
construction  of  ofiice  building  for  district  and  acquisition  of  site  therefor. 

Provides  that  evidence  of  district's  indebtedness  constitutes  a  negotiable 
instrument. 

Chapter  16,  Statutes  of  1949,  approved  February  7,  1949,  in  effect  immediately. 

S.B.  206— DESMOND.    (Agr.)    Amends  Sec.  464,  Ag.  C,  re  serving  of  market  milk. 

Specifies  that  provisions  re  serving  milk  in  individual  container  in  restaurants, 
etc.,  do  not  apply  to  market  cream. 

S.B.  207— DESMOND.  (Gov.  Eff.)  Adds  Sec.  66n,  C.  C.  P.,  to  increase  number 
of  superior  court  judges  in  Sacramento  County  from  4  to  5.  Repeals  Ch. 
398,  Stats.  1923. 

S.B.  208— DESMOND.  (Jud.)  Amends  Sees.  1305  and  1306,  Pen.  C,  re  forfeiture 
of  undertaking  of  bail  or  of  deposit  of  money. 

Provides  that  if,  within  90  days  after  court  has  entered  in  minutes  defendant's 
failure  to  appear  or  surrender  as  required  after  being  admitted  to  bail,  defendant 
appears  and  satisfactorily  excuses  his  neglect  or  his  bail  shows  to  satisfaction  of  court 
that  absence  was  not  with  connivance  of  bail,  court  may  direct  forfeiture  of  under- 
taking or  deposit  discharged  upon  such  terms  as  may  be  just. 

Provides  that  court  shall  make  such  dirction  within  .such  time  if  it  is  made  to 
appear  that  defendant  is  dead  or  physically  unable  by  reason  of  illness  or  insanity, 
or  by  reason  of  detention  by  other  authorities,  to  appear  during  the  90  days  and  that 
absence  was  without  connivance  of  bail. 

Provides  that  if,  within  year  after  entry  of  judgment  on  bond  or  after  forfeiture 
of  money  deposited  in  lieu  of  bail,  defendant  is  returned  to  custody  amount  of  judg- 
ment or  of  money  deposited  less  charges  for  pursuit,  capture,  and  return  of  defendant 
may  be  repaid  in  discretion  of  court  in  same  manner  as  are  all  other  payments  to  such 
surety. 

Provides  that  payment  is  charge  against  bail  bond  trust  fund  account  in  treasury 
of  any  city,  city  and  county,  or  county  in  case  of  judgment  on  bond  or  against  general 
fund  if  money  deposited  in  lieu  of  bail  was  deposited  in  general  fund. 

S.B.  209— DESMOND.  (Jud.)  Amends  Sees.  020  and  059,  C.  C.  P.,  re  motion 
for  judgment  notwithstanding  verdict  and  motion  for  new  trial. 

Provides  that  right  to  apply  for  new  trial  is  waived  where  party  moves  for  judg- 
ment notwithstanding  verdict  unless  reservation  of  right  to  apply  for  new  trial  is  made 
contemporaneously  with  motion. 

Requires  party  who  intends  to  move  for  new  trial  to  file  with  clerk  and  serve 
notice  of  such  intention,  where  motion  for  judgment  notwithstanding  verdict  is  pending, 
within  5  days  after  making  said  motion  and  before  entry  of  judgment. 

S.B.  210— DESMOND.  (Jud.)  Amends  Sec.  423,  Prob.  C,  re  appointment  of 
administrators. 

Gives  to  specified  nonresident  relatives  same  right  to  nominate  administrators 
possessed  by  resident  relatives. 

S.B.  211— MILLER  AND  O'GARA.     (Soc.  Wei.)    Amends  Act  8780d,  the  Unem- 
ployment Insurance  Act,  re  excluded  employments. 
Deletes  existing  exemption  of  agricultural  labor,  thus  including  such  services  in 
coverage  of  act. 

S.B.  212— MILLER  AND  O'GARA.  (Soc.  Wei.)  Amends  Act  8780d,  the  Unem- 
ployment Insurance  Act,  re  weekly  benefit  amount. 
Increases  weekly  benefit  payments  based  on  high  quarter  earnings  of  $400  to 
$500.  Increases  maximum  weekly  benefit  payments  from  present  maximum  of  $25, 
in  $1  steps,  to  maximum  of  $40  on  high  quarter  earnings  ranging  from  $500  to  $650 
and  over. 
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S.B.  213— MILLER  AND  O'GARA.    (Soc.  Wei.)    Amends  Act  8780d,  the  Unem 
ployment  Insurance  Act,  re  disability  benefits. 
Reduces  from  7  to  4  consecutive  days,  the  nonconipensible  waiting  period  required 
to  establish  eligibility  for  receipt  of  disability  benefits. 

S.B.  214— MILLER  AND  O'GARA.    (Soc.  Wei.)    Amends  Act  8780d,  the  Unem- 
ployment Insurance  Act,  re  eligibility  for  benefits. 
Deletes  existing  provision  that  if  75%  of  claimant's  base  period  wages  are  paid 
during  single  calendar  quarter  he  is  not  eligible  unless  his  total  base  period  wages 
equal  30  times  his  weekly  benefit  amount. 

S.B.  215— JOHNSON.  (Elec.)  Amends  Sec.  1512,  Elec.  C,  re  ballot  pamphlets, 
by  requiring  that  arguments  for  and  against  measures  be  printed  in  7-point 
instead  of  8-point  type. 

S.B.  216— JOHNSON.  (Elec.)  Adds  Sec.  1500.5.  Elec.  C,  re  ballot  pamphlet 
arguments,  prohibiting  printing  in  pamphlet  of  more  than  3  signatures  of 
persons  supporting  or  opposing  measure. 

S  B.  217— MICHAEL  J.  BURNS.    (L.  Gov.)    Adds  Sec.  3720.1,  Pol.  C,  re  creation 
or  change  of  boundaries  of  school  districts. 
Requires  filing  with  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  of  copy  of  statement 
and  map  or  plat  required  to  be  filed  with  Board  of  Equalization. 

S  B.  218— BROWN.  (B.  &P.)  Amends,  adds  and  repeals  various  Sees.,  B.  &  P.  C, 
re  yacht  and  ship  brokers. 
Revises  the  Yacht  and  Ship  Brokers  Act,  including  sections  relating  to  powers 
of  commissioner,  exempted  transactions,  licensing  and  fees ;  repeals  sections  setting 
forth  grounds  upon  which  commissioner  may  suspend  or  revoke  licenses  and  relating 
to  reclassification  and  reissuance  of  licenses  ;  and  adds  sections  relating  to  surety  bonds, 
criminal  penalties,  and  permissible  grounds  for  denial,  suspension  and  revocation  of 
licenses.  Increases  maximum  salary  of  commissioner  from  $3,600  to  $6,000. 

S.B.  210— PARKMAN.    (Gov.  Eff.)    Amends  Sec.  13600,  Gov.  C,  re  public  docu- 
ments and  state  publications. 
Authorizes  Department  of  Finance  to  fix  price  and  dispose  of  or  sell  documents 
and  publications  under  its  custody  or  printed  for  state  agencies. 

S.B.  220— PARKMAN.  (Gov.  EfF.)  Amends  Sees.  11090  and  11091,  Gov.  C, 
re  state  agency  reports. 
I'rovides  that  head  of  each  state  agency  shall  make  a  written  report  of  its 
activities  to  Governor  at  least  biennially  instead  of  on  order  of  Governor  as  now 
provided.  Changes  provision  reciuiring  approval  of  Board  of  Control  for  printing 
reports  to  except  annual,  rather  than  biennial,  reijort  of  Controller. 

S.B.  221— CRITTENDEN.    (Agr.)    Adds  Sec.  1066.7,  Ag.  C,  re  herbicide  2-4D. 

Prohibits  use  except  in  areas  and  under  conditions  prescribed  by  Director  of 
Agriculture.  Provides  that  use  resulting  in  damage  to  plants  of  another  is  unlawful 
despite  compliance  with  regulations. 

S.B.  222— CRITTENDEN.  (L.  Gov.)  Adds  Sec.  3456ai  to  Pol.  C,  re  alternate 
method  of  raising  funds  by  reclamation  districts. 

Authorizes  district  to  furnish  county  board  of  supervisors  estimate  of  money 
needed  by  district  for  all  purposes  during  fiscal  year. 

Requires  board  of  supervisors,  upon  receipt  of  estimate,  to  levy  special  tax  on 
all  taxable  land  (exclusive  of  improvements)  in  count.v  and  within  district,  not  to 
exceed  10  cents  on  each  .$100  valuation,  exclusive  of  taxes  for  amounts  necessary  to 
meet  Iwnd  interest  and  redemption,  to  be  computed,  entered  on  tax  rolls,  and  collected 
in  same  manner  as  county  taxes.

Provides  that  15,  rather  than  5,  percent,  by  count,  of  stalks  of  celery  in  any 
container  or  bulk  lot  may  be  damaged  by  pithy  condition  caused  by  freezing  or  other 
cause  before  such  celery  shall  be  considered  seriously  damaged. 

S.B.  224— COLLIER.     (Trans.)    Adds  Sees.  1128-1133,  incl.  S.  &  H.  C,  repeals 
Sec.  2692,  Pol.  C,  re  private  or  by-roads. 
Codifies  Sec.  2692,  Pol.  C,  to  correct  ostensible  but  ineffective  repeal  by  Wat.  C, 
Ch.  368,  Stats.  1943,  making  no  change  in  substance. 

S.B.  225— COLLIER.    (Trans.)    Adds  Sees.  1128-1133,  incl.,  S.  &  H.  C,  repeals 
Sec.  2692,  Pol.  C,  re  private  or  by-roads. 
Same  as  S.B.  224,  except  that  it  requires  petitioner  to  be  benefited  by  proposed 
road  or  alteration,  that  procedure  for  viewing  and  hearing  shall  be  that  prescribed  for 
proposed  county  roads,  and  that  no  private  or  by-road  shall  be  less  than  20  feet  wide. 

S.B.  226— JUDAH.  (Gov.  Eff.)  Adds  Sec.  20025.3,  Gov.  C,  re  contributions  to 
State  Employees'  Retirement  System  for  members'  military  service. 
Where  member  has  affirmatively  exercised  option  to  make  contributions  in 
respect  to  compensation  in  excess  of  $416.66  a  month,  requires  employer,  rather  than 
member,  to  make  such  optional  member's  contribution  as  to  period  of  member's  military 
service,  and  also  to  make  employer's  contribution  in  respect  to  such  excess  compensa- 
tion. Provides  for  refund  of  such  contributions  heretofore  made  by  members. 

S.B.  227— JUDAH.  (Agr.)  Amends  heading  of  Ch.  3,  Div.  3,  and  of  Art.  1,  Ch.  3, 
Div.  3,  and  adds  Sec.  379.8,  Ag.  C,  re  sale  of  poultry  and  rabbits. 
Makes  it  unlawful  to  sell  or  advertise  for  sale  poultry  or  rabbits  except  by  live 
weight,  table-dressed  weight,  or  dressed  weight  as  therein  defined  unless  wrapped  in 
original  wrapper  which  has  been  marked  or  stamped  with  net  weight  of  contents  and 
name  of  processor,  packer,  wholesaler,  or  jobber. 

S.B.  228— DILWORTH.  (Ed.)  Amends  Sec.  12130,  Ed.  C,  limiting  service  under 
general  elementary  credential  as  junior  high  school  principal  to  credentials 
issued  prior  to  October  1,  1949.

Increases  rate  for  all  vessels  from  $2  to  $4  per  draft  foot.  Reduces  extra  rate  for 
vessels  over  500  tons  from  1|  cents  to  1  cent  per  net  registered  ton. 

S.B.  232 — O'GARA.    (Jud.)    Amends  Act  1970,  The  Dangerous  Weapons  Control 
Law,  re  dealer's  registers. 
Provides  that  State  Printer  shall  furnish  registers  to  dealers  at  cost  to  be  deter- 
mined by  Department  of  Finance,  rather  than  $3  per  100  leaves. 

S.B.  233— O'GARA.  (Rev.  &  Tax.)  Adds  Sec.  6368,  R.  &  T.  C,  exempting  from 
sales  and  use  taxes  gross  receipts  from  sales  of  property  sold  in  vending 
stands  by  blind  persons. 

S.B.  234— DONNELLY.    (Ed.)    Appropriates  $69,518  to  Vocational  Education 
Fund  to  be  expended  for  fire  training. 
To  take  effect  immediately,  urgency  measure. 

S.B.  235 — DONNELLY.    (Ed.)    Appropriates  $21,785   to  Vocational  Education 
Fund  for  fire  training  institutes  during  1949-1950  Fiscal  Year. 
To  take  effect  immediately,  urgency  measure. 

S.B.  236— MICHAEL  J.  BURNS.    (Elec.)    Adds  Sec.  12171,  Gov.  C,  re  meeting  of 
county  clerks  or  registrars  of  voters  with  Secretary  of  State. 
Directs  Secretary  of  State  to  call  annual  meeting  for  discussion  of  election  law 
problems.  Makes  expenses  of  attendance  a  county  charge.

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S.B.  247 — REGAN.  (Nat.  Res.)  Amends  Sec.  4011,  V.  R.  C,  re  powers  of  State 
Forester  and  fire  wardens. 

Provides  that  State  Forester  and  his  voluntary  fire  wardens  shall  have  powers 
of  peace  officers  to  enforce  state,  as  well  as  connt.v,  fire  laws.

Provides  that  no  i)ermit  is  required  when  camp  sites  and  special  area.s  have  been 
established  by  property  owner  and  posted  as  areas  for  camping. 

Amends  Sec.  4165,  P.  R.  C,  re  fire  protection  and 
disposal  of  waste  material. 

Provides  that  any  person  operating  s.awmill  or  plant  engaged  in  processing  or 
converting  forest  ])roducts  shall  dispose  of  inflammable  waste  materials  by  burning  in 
enclosed  device  on  ground  cleared  of  forest  cover  and  litter. 

If  waste  is  to  be  used  commercially  it  may  be  kept  in  closed  container  or  in  an 
area  as  al)ove  described. 

Provides  that  violation  constitutes  i)ublic  nui.sance  and  after  due  notice  person 
permitting  such  nuisance  is  guilty  of  misdemeanor. 

S.B.  2.50— REGAN.  (Nat.  Res.)  Amends  Sec.  41G7,  P.  R.  C,  re  fire  hazards  in 
the  vicinity  of  forest  or  covered  land. 

Provides  tliat  no  person  shall  operate  any  machine  within  i  mile  of  any  forest 
or  brush,  grass,  or  grain-covered  land  during  such  times  of  year  when  unusual  fire 
hazanl  conditions  are  declared  to  exist  by  Director  of  Natural  Resources  in  addition 
to  period  between  April  15th  and  December  l.st. 

Provides  that  exhaust  pipes  for  exempt  machines  shall  be  approved  by  the  Under- 
writers Laboratories,  Inc.,  instead  of  (he  National  Board  of  Underwriters. 

S.B.  251— COLI>IER.  (Gov.  Eff.)  Amends  Sees.  16505  and  16581,  and  repeals 
Sec.  10524,  Gov.  C,  re  deposits  of  state  money  in  banks. 
Substitutes  provision  that  deposits  in  bank  shall  not  exceed  its  capital  and  surplus 
for  present  provision  which  prohibits  original  deposits  in  excess  of  capital,  exclusive 
of  surplus,  but  i)ermits  subsequent  deposits  in  amounts  not  exceeding  surplus.  Repeals 
Sec.  1C524,  which  requires  Treasurer  to  furnish  depository  banks  annually  a  list  of 
securities  deposited  with  him  by  such  banks. 

S.B.  252— COLLIER.     (Trans.)    Amends  Sees.  7351  and  8651,  R.  &  T.  C.,  re  rate 
of  motor  vehicle  fuel  license  tax  and  use  fuel  tax. 
Deletes  surplus  provisions.  Makes  no  substantive  change. 

S.B.  2.53— COLLIER.     (Gov.  EflE.)     Adds  Ch.  6a,  Pt.  2,  Div.  2,  Ins.  C,  re  health 
care  expense  contractors. 
Defines  "health  care  expense  business"  as  executing  of  contracts  for  payment 
of,  or  reimbursement  for,  health  care  expenses  for  another  upon  happening  of  sickness 
or  accident. 

Requires  any  association,  society  or  corporation  engaged  in  such  business  to  have 
stated  capital ;  makes  provisions  of  Ins.  C.  governing  incorporated  insurers,  their 
business  and  contracts,  except  requirement  of  standard  provisions  in  contracts, 
applicable. 

Regulates  form  and  contents  of  contracts ;  authorizes  Insurance  Commissioner 
to  adopt  rules,  re  substance,  form,  and  issuance  of  contracts.  Requires  approval  of  con- 
tracts by  Insurance  Commissioner. 

S.B.  254 — REGAN.    (Trans.)    Amends  Sec.  44,  Veh.  C,  re  emergency  vehicles. 

Expands  enumeration  of  authorized  emergency  vehicles  to  include  publicly 
owned  vehicle  operated  by  employee  of  California  Division  of  Forestry  in  perform- 
ance of  his  duty  in  responding  to  emergency  calls.  Broadens  category  to  cover  any 
state  or  county  forestry  employee,  instead  of  forest  rangers  only,  operating  publicly 
or  privately  owned  vehicle  when  official  duty  is  to  respond  to  emergency  fire  calls. 


S.B.  255— WEYBRET.    (F.  &  G.)    Repeals  Sec.  1063,  F.  &  G.  C,  re  grading  of  fish. 
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S.B.  256 — WETBRET.  (F.  &  G.)  Repeals  Sec.  741,  F.  &  G.  C,  re  taking  sardines 
for  bait,  sale,  or  consumption  as  fresh  fish. 

S.B.  2.">7 — WEYBRET.  (Agr.)  Amends  Sec.  812.4,  Ag.  C,  re  standard  containers 
for  bunched  carrots. 

Deletes  provision  providing  that  carrots  may  be  packed  in  standard  containers 
45A  or  45B  until  September  30,  1049.  Provides  that  carrots  shall  be  packed  in  such 
standard  containers  as  well  as  in  .standard  containers  45C  and  45. 

S.B.  2.58— WEYBRET.    (F.  &  G.)    Adds  Sec.  1065.5,  F.  &  G.  C,  re  sardines. 

Specifies  times  and  places  for  taking  sardines  for  reduction  plants  or  packers 
and  for  salting,  curing,  smoking,  drying,  or  packing  in  quarter-pound  cans  and  square 
cans  less  than  10  ounces  in  weight,  regulating  use  of  latter  cans.  Suspends  conflicting 
provisions  until  July  31,  19.51.  Excepts  District  20.

Provides  that  existing  allowance  of  mileage  to  supervisors  for  official  road  duties 
shall  be  payable  in  addition  to  any  other  allowances  provided  by  law  but  not  for  same 
mileage. 

S.B.  260 — DORSET.    (L.  Gov.)    Adds  Sec.  459.6,  Veh.  C,  re  local  regulation  of 
traffic  regarding  school  busses. 
Permits  local  legislative  action  to  require,  in  business  and  residential  districts, 
observance  of  same  rules  concerning  trafiic  conduct  toward  school  busses  which  State 
enforces  under  Sec.  533,  Veh.  C,  with  regard  to  other  areas. 

S.B.  261— POWERS  AND  HATFIELD.  (Agr.)  Amends,  repeals,  and  adds  var- 
ious Sees.,  Ag.  C,  re  hide  and  brand  inspection  of  cattle. 

Deletes  provision  requiring  inspection  of  cattle  prior  to  release  from  public 
stockyard,  public  sale  yard,  or  cattle  sales  market. 

Provides  inspection  fee  of  10  cents  per  head  where  cattle  are  moved  within 
county  for  purposes  other  than  marketing  or  slaughtering  and  where  no  sale  is  made. 
Fee  for  other  inspections  to  be  2.5  cents  except  Director  of  Agriculture  can  adopt  a 
schedule  fixing  fees  between  minimum  of  10  cents  and  maximum  of  25  cents. 

S.B.  262 — HATFIELD.  (Agr.)  Amends  Act  8780d,  the  Unemployment  Insurance 
Act,  re  recruitment  and  placement  of  farm  labor. 

Adds  recruitment  of  farm  labor  to  functions  of  public  employment  offices  main- 
tained by  California  Employment  Stabilization  Commission. 

Creates  Farm  Labor  Council,  which  is  to  l)e  exclusive  advisory  agency  to  com- 
mission with  respect  to  problems  involving  agricultural  labor.  Council  is  to  consist 
of  11  members  with  enumerated  experience,  appointed  by  Governor  subject  to  Senate 
approval,  and  is  to  formulate  policies  and  di-iicuss  problems  relating  to  recruitment, 
placement  and  clearance  of  agricultural  labor.  Members  of  council  to  receive  no 
salary,  but  to  be  reimbursed  for  necessary  expenses. 

Appropriates  unspecified  sum  to  defray  expenses  of  council. 

S.B.  263— JESPERSEN.  (Ed.)  Amends  Sec.  8051,  Ed.  C,  re  contracts  for  school 
district  services. 

Adds  any  state  institution  as  party  with  whom  governing  board  or  county  school 
superintendent  may  contract  to  render  school  district  service,  and  authorizes  Director 
of  Finance  to  contract  on  part  of  state  institution. 

S.B.  264— JESPERSEN.  (Ed.)  Amends  Sec.  3155,  Ed.  C,  changing  title  of  board 
of  county  high  school  district  to  governing  board  instead  of  high  school 
board. 

S.B.  265 — O'GARA.  (Lab.)  Amends  various  Sees.,  Lab.  C,  re  regulation  of  tanks 
and  boilers. 

Defines  "boiler"  as  any  vessel  in  which  steam  or  vapor  pressure  is  generated  by 
application  of  heat,  instead  of  "any  steam  boiler." 

Defines  "tank"  as  any  air  pressure  vessel  or  unfired  pressure  vessel  used  to 
hold  gases,  liquids,  or  vapors  at  pressure  exceeding  15  pounds  per  square  inch,  instead 
of  "any  air  pressure  tank." 
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Provides  that  safety  engineers,  rather  than  inspectors,  employed  by  Division 
of  Industrial  Safety  may  inspect  tanlss  and  boilers. 

Provides  that  where  serious  conditions  are  found  by  inspection  that  would 
jeopardize  life  and  limb  of  employees,  reports  shall  be  made  immediately  in  addition 
to  routine  reports. 

S.B.  2G6— O'GARA.  (Lab.)  Amends  Sec.  7721,  repeals  Sec.  7722,  Lab.  C,  re 
inspection  fees  for  tanks  and  boilers. 

Provides  that  Division  of  Industrial  Safety  by  general  safety  order  may  fix 
and  collect  fees  for  inspection  of  tanks  and  boilers,  proportionate  to  size  of  vessel,  or 
time  required.  Establishes  maximum  fees. 

Becomes  operative  on  1st  of  month  after  effective  date. 

To  take  effect  immediately,  tax  levy. 

S.B.  267 — O'GARA.  (Lab.)  Amends  See.  7314,  Lab.  C,  re  fees  for  elevator 
inspection. 

Provides  that  fees  for  inspections  made  by  Division  of  Industrial  Safety  shall 
not  exceed  $5,  rather  than  $3.50. 

S.B.  268 — MILLER.  (Ed.)  Amends  Sec.  4629,  Ed.  C,  providing  that  a  unified 
school  district  including  a  chartered,  or  Sth  class,  city  or  having  an  average 
daily  attendance  of  1,.500  or  more  is  a  city  school  district. 

S.B.  269 — MAYO.  (Assembly  G.  E.  &  E.)  Amends  Sec.  1  of,  and  adds  Sec.  1.5  to, 
Ch.  1447,  Stats.  1947,  re  Pacific  Marine  Fisheries  Compact. 

Deletes  reference  to  date  and  method  of  termination  of  participation  in  Pacific 
Marine  Fisheries  Compact  by  this  State.  Provides  for  continuing  participation  until 
Legislature  provides  otherwise,  at  which  time  notification  of  intention  to  withdraw 
is  to  be  given  by  Governor. 

To  take  effect  immediately,  urgency  measure. 

S.B.  270— HUGH  M.  BURNS.  (B.  &  P.)  Amends  Sec.  4905,  B.  &  P.  C,  re  fees 
for  annual  renewal  of  veterinarian's  licenses. 

Substitutes  fee  of  from  $7.50  to  $15,  exact  amount  to  be  fixed  by  Boai'd  of 
Examiners,  for  present  fee  of  $7.50. 

To  take  effect  immediately,  urgency  measure. 

S.B.  271— HATFIELD.  (Agr.)  Amends  Sees.  735.3,  736.1-1,  and  736.3,  Ag.  C, 
re  stabilization  and  marketing  plans  for  fluid  milk  and  fluid  cream. 
Provides  for  2,  rather  than  4,  classes  of  fluid  milk.  Class  1  is  to  include  fluid 
milk,  fluid  derivatives  thereof,  and  products  required  to  be  made  from  market  milk  ; 
and  if  skim  milk  or  cream  or  combination  of  either  is  used  in  such  products  all  of 
milk  from  which  it  is  derived  is  to  be  class  1.  All  milk  otherwise  sold  or  disposed  of  by 
distributor  is  to  be  class  2.  Defines  fluid  cream  as  cream  meeting  market  cream 
standards  and  sold  as  such. 

S.B.  272— DILWORTH.    (Ed.)    Amends  Sees.  12130.1,  12400.1,  and  12402.1,  adds 
Sec.  12130.2,  Ed.  C,  re  standards  for,  renewal  and  expiration  of,  pro- 
visional elementary  and  kindergarten-primary  credentials. 
Adds  valid  emergency  kindergarten-primary  credential  and  2  years  experience 
thereunder  as  alternative  qualification  for  provisional  general  elementary  credential. 

Sets  standards  for  provisional  kindergarten-primary  credential  and  renewal 
thereof ;  sets  expiration  date  at  2  years  after  issuance. 
To  take  effect  immediately,  urgency  measure. 

S.B.  273— DILWORTH.     (Gov.  Eff.)    Amends  See.  28114,  Gov.  C,  re  compensa- 
tion of  public  officers  in  Riverside  County. 
Increases  salary  of  auditor  from  $6,000  to  $7,200,  and  of  district  attorney  from 
$7,200  to  $8,400. 

S.B.  274— SALSMAN.  (Ed.)  Amends  Sec.  3122,  Ed.  C,  re  Public  School  System, 
making  no  substantive  change. 
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S.B.  275— WILLIAMS.  (Rev.  &  Tax.)  Amends  Sec.  3702,  R.  &  T.  C,  re  publica- 
tion of  notice  on  sale  of  tax-deeded  property. 
Requires  publication  in  newspaper  of  general  circulation  published  in  super- 
visorial district  in  which  property  is  situated  instead  of  in  such  newspaper  published 
in  county.  If  no  such  newspaper  is  published  in  district  or  if  districts  are  not  estab- 
lished, publication  shall  be  in  newspaper  of  general  circulation  i)ublished  in  county. 

S.B.  27G— SALSMAN.  (Ed.)  Amends  Sec.  3181,  Ed.  C,  changing  tiUe  of  board 
of  high  school  district  to  governing  board,  instead  of  high  school  board. 

S.B.  277— BREED.  (B.  &  P.)  Adds  Ch.  5.6,  Div.  2,  B.  &  P.  C.  re  practice  of 
physical  therapy. 

Provides  for  registration  of  physical  therapists  with  Board  of  Medical  Exam- 
iners, prohibits  registration  of  applicants  not  conforming  to  certain  conditions,  fixes 
fees  for  registration  and  renewals  thereof,  sets  forth  powers  and  duties  of  board  in 
connection  with  physical  therapists,  including  power  to  refuse,  revoke  and  suspend 
registration,  and  to  adopt  regulations,  and  otherwise  provides  for  regulation  of  prac- 
tice of  physical  therapy. 

S.B.  278— PARKMAN  and  O'GARA.    (Gov.  EfE.)    Amends  Sec.  19622,  B.  &  P.  C, 
re  disposition  of  horse  racing  revenue. 
Increases  from  .$100,000  to  $2.50,000  the  amount  appropriated  out  of  Fair  and 
Exposition  Fund  for  support  of  lA  District  Agricultural  Association. 

S.B.  279 — BREED.     (Jud.)     Amends  Sec.  189,  C.  C.  P.,  re  destruction  of  court 
records,  papers  and  exhibits. 
Present  law  provides  for  destruction,  in  justice's  court,  of  all  records,  papers, 
and  exhibits  in  civil  cases  and  all  records  and  papers  in  criminal  cases  after  lapse  of 
specified  time.  Bill  extends  provisions  to  apply  also  to  police  courts. 

S.B.  280— TENNEY  AND  OTHERS.  (Gov.  Eff.)  Adds  Art.  5,  Ch.  2,  Div.  4,  TiUe 
I,  Gov.  C,  re  public  employees  loyalty  oaths. 

Defines  "communism"  and  "communist"  (as  defined  in  S.B.  129). 

Provides  that  no  compensation  shall  be  paid  to  any  employee  of  State,  county, 
school  district  or  other  political  subdivision  for  services  who  fails  to  file,  annually, 
an  affidavit  that  he  is  not  a  communist  or  member  of,  or  aHiliated  with,  a  communist 
organization  or  a  member  of  a  secret,  underground,  illegal  branch  of  a  communist 
organization. 

Makes  it  a  felony  to  file  a  false  oath. 

Exempts  Legislators,  state  officers,  and  employees  of  University  of  California 
from  its  provisions. 

S.B.  281— McBRIDE.  (Fin.  Inst.)  Amends  Act  986,  Building  and  Loan  Associa- 
tion Act. 

Makes  restrictions  on  corporate  name,  and  requirement  that  Articles  be  approved 
by  Building  and  Loan  Commissioner  prior  to  filing  with  Secretary  of  State,  applicable 
to  domestic  associations  only. 

Requires  commissioner  to  charge  and  collect  $100  fee  for  filing  application  for 
approval  of  articles. 

Requires,  as  prerequisite  to  opening  branch  on  or  after  October  1,  1949,  invest- 
ment certificate  reserve  of  $.50,000  plus  amount  required  by  Sec.  5.03,  for  each  branch 
opened  after  that  date,  in  lieu  of  present  $25,000  excess,  which  is  maintained  as  to 
branches  opened  prior  to  October  1 , 19-19. 

Defines  "net  worth"  and  prohibits  payment  of  dividends  by  as.sociations  whose 
net  worth  is  below  stated  amount,  or  whose  net  worth  would  be  reduced  below  such 
amount  by  such  payment. 

Provides  that  on  and  after  October  1, 1951,  with  stated  exceptions,  no  association 
shall  issue  investment  certificates,  receive  additional  funds  thereon,  issue  withdraw- 
able shares  or  receive  additional  funds  thereon  if  its  net  worth  is  lower  than  prescribed 
amount. 

Allows  associations  to  issue  shares  to  minors  of  any  age  and  to  pay  dividends 
to  minors  of  the  age  of  14  years  or  over. 

Provides  certificates  shall  be  signed  manually  by  1  or  more  officers  or  employees 
authorized  by  by-laws  or  board  of  directors  to  do  so. 
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Raises  fee  for  salesman's  and  agent's  licenses  from  $1  to  $5  and  for  renewals 
from  $1  to  $2. 

Makes  provisions  regulating  foreign  corporations  applicable  only  to  sales  and 
other  transactions  rather  than  to  entering  State  for  selling  or  transacting  business. 

Changes  requirement  that  foreign  corporations  deposit  stated  sum  to  require- 
ment that  they  maintain  on  deposit  such  sum,  as  prerequisite  to  doing  business  in 
the  State. 

Deletes  requirement  that  commissioner's  notice  that  advertising  is  false  or 
unauthorized  be  in  writing. 

Deletes  provision  exempting  commissioner's  attorney  and  3  deputies  from  state 
civil  service  and  provides  for  1  exempt  provision,  confidential  to  the  Commissioner. 

Provides  additional  30-day  period,  on  request  of  applicant,  in  which  commis- 
sioner must  grant  or  deny  license. 

Changes  maximum  chai-ge  for  extraordinary  appraisement  by  the  Commissioner. 

Deletes  reference  to  foreign  corporations  in  provisions  relating  to  pro-rated 
assessments  for  administration  costs  of  act;  provides  such  assessments  to  be  based 
on  latest  financial  report  of  associations,  rather  than  "annual"  report,  and  provides 
manner  of  computing  such  assessments  as  to  associations  formed  to  acquire  assets  of 
federal  savings  and  loan  associations. 

S.B.  282— McBRIDE.  (Fin.  Inst.)  Amends  Act  988,  re  federal  savings  and  loan 
associations  incorporated  under  Home  Owners  Loan  Act  of  1933. 
Changes  present  provision  that  payment  by  such  association  to  person  holding 
share  or  share  account  as  joint  tenant  shall  release  association  for  such  payment,  to 
provide  that  where  such  payment  is  made  after  receipt  of  notice  in  writing  not  to  make 
payment,  such  payment  does  not  effect  release  of  association. 

S.B.  28.3— McBRIDE.  (Pin.  Inst.)  Amends  Act  986,  the  Building  and  Loan  Asso- 
ciation Act,  to  authorize  modification  by  associations  of  loans  previously 
made. 

S.B.  284— CRITTENDEN.  (Ed.)  Adds  8409  and  8410,  Ed.  C,  allowing  child  of 
kindergarten  age  residing  in  rural  school  district  not  maintaining  kinder- 
garten to  attend  nearest  urban  kindergarten  ;  rural  district  to  pay  tuition. 

S.B.  285— McBRIDE.  (Fin.  Inst.)  Amends  Act  986,  the  Building  and  Loan  Asso- 
ciation Act,  to  permit  associations  to  make  certain  classes  of  loans,  not 
enumerated,  upon  approval  of  Building  and  Loan  Commissioner. 

S.B.  286— McBRIDE.    (Wat.  Res.)    Amends  Act  8955,  the  "Ventura  County  Flood 
Control  District  Act,  re  district  claims. 
Corrects  reference  to  refer  to  claim  procedure  in  Gov.  C,  rather  than  Pol.  C. 

S.B.  287— DESMOND.     (Rev.  &  Tax.)    Amends  Sec.  14813,  R.  &  T.  C,  re  confi- 
dential nature  of  inheritance  tax  records. 
Provides  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  may  subpena  such  records  and  permit 
their  introduction  into  evidence. 

S.B.  288— DESMOND.     (Rev.  &  Tax.)    Amends  Act  8488,  the  Bank  and  Corpora- 
tion Franchise  Tax  Act,  re  overpayment  of  taxes. 
Provides  for  payment  by  State  of  6%  interest  on  any  overpayment  of  tax  instead 
of  only  when  made  because  of  error  or  mistake  on  part  of  Franchise  Tax  Commissioner. 

S.B.  289— DESMOND.     (Gov.  Eff.)    Amends  Act  3T96,  the  Alcoholic  Beverage 
Control  Act,  re  sale  to  minors. 
Subjects  minor  who  consumes  alcoholic  beverages  anywhere  to  prosecution  for 
misdemeanor,  whereas  present  section  applies  only  to  consumption  on  licensed  on-sale 
premises. 

S.B.  290— DESMOND  AND  HATFIELD.  (Agr.)  Adds  Ch.  la,  Div.  2,  and  repeals 
Sec.  150,  Ag.  C,  re  persons  engaged  in  business  of  agricultural  pest 
control. 

Provides  that  persons  engaged  in  the  business  of  agricultural  pest  control  must 
secure  a  license,  rather  than  operator's  permit,  from  Director  of  Agriculture,  and  that 
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they  register,  in  each  county  where  they  do  business,  with  the  County  Agricultural 
Commissioner  or  the  director,  if  there  is  no  commissioner. 
Appropriates  unspecified  sum. 

S.B.  291— DESMOND.  (Agr.)  Repeals  See.  509,  Ag.  C,  re  market  milk  inspection 
fees. 

Abolishes  inspection  fees  for  persons  engaged  in  production,  sale,  or  distribution 
of  market  milk. 

Appropriates  $75,000  to  Department  of  Agriculture  for  inspection  of,  and  enforc- 
ing provisions  relating  to,  market  milk. 

S.B.  292— SALSMAN.  (Rev.  &  Tax.)  Adds  Sees.  6051.5  and  6201.5,  R.  &  T.  C, 
re  sales  and  use  taxes. 

Imposes  additional  1  percent  retail  sales  and  use  tax  for  expenditure  solely  as 
provided  in  Sec.  10,  Art.  XXV  of  Constitution,  re  needy  aged  and  blind  aid. 

To  take  effect  immediately,  tax  levy. 

S.B.  293— TENNEY.    (Gov.  E£E.)    Amends  Sees.  11005  and  16302  and  adds  Sec. 
11005.1,  Gov.  C,  re  gifts  to  State. 
Requires  approval  of  Director  of  Finance  of  acceptance  of  gifts  of  personal  prop- 
erty or  money,  as  well  as  real  property.  Authorizes  director  to  accept  gifts  of  real  or 
personal  property  if  acceptance  is  to  best  interests  of  State. 

S.B.  294— CRITTENDEN.  (Ed.)  Adds  Sees.  1503.4  and  6357.1,  Ed.  C,  re  con- 
tracts for  admission  of  pupils  in  kindergartens. 
Authorizes  contract  between  elementary  or  unified  school  district  with  a  kinder- 
garten and  one  without,  for  admission  of  eligible  cliildren  residing  in  latter  district; 
sets  maximum  tax  rate  for  district  not  maintaining  a  kindergarten  which  enters 
contract. 

S.B.  295— CRITTENDEN.  (Ed.)  Amends  Sees.  18051  and  18057,  Ed.  C,  re  school 
district  contracts. 

Increases  minimum  for  contracts  required  to  be  let  to  lowest  bidder  from  $500 
to  $1,500. 

Increases  maximum  cost  of  labor  which  school  district  may  expend  in  building 
or  repairing  without  calling  for  bids  from  $1,000  to  $2,(XK). 

S.B.  296— CRITTENDEN.    (Ed.)    Adds  Sec.  1503.5,  Ed.  C,  re  payments  for  educa- 
tion of  pupils  residing  in  one  district  and  attending  in  another. 
Requires  county  school  superintendent  to  pay  cost  of  education  to  school  district 
in  which  pupil  is  attending  school  by  drawing  requisition  against  funds  of  school 
district  in  which  pupil  resides  if  said  district  fails  or  refuses  to  pay. 

S.B.  297— TENNEY  AND  OTHERS.  (Jud.)  Adds  Sec.  411,  Pen.  C,  re  attendance 
records  of  closed  meetings  at  which  unlawful  acts  are  advocated  or  advised. 

Defines  "communism"  (as  defined  in  S.B.  129). 

Defines  "closed  meeting"  as  meeting  not  open  to  public  or  press. 

Requires  every  organization  to  keep  and  to  publicly  designate  an  officer  to 
maintain  for  public  inspection  for  four  years,  written  record  of  every  person  participat- 
ing or  attending  closed  meeting  at  which  communism  or  accomplishment  of  any  act  by 
illegal  means  is  advocated  or  advised.  Makes  it  misdemeanor  for  any  person  to  partici- 
pate in,  or  attend,  any  such  meeting  unless  record  of  attendance  is  made  and  for  any 
designated  officer  to  fail  to  maintain  records  as  required. 

S.B.  298— TENNEY  AND  OTHERS.  (Jud.)  Adds  Art.  10,  Ch.  4,  Div.  3,  B.  & 
P.  C,  re  loyalty  of  attorneys. 

Requires  each  member  of  State  Bar  and  every  applicant  for  membership  to  file 
prescribed  oath  that  he  does  not  believe  in,  that  he  has  not  approved  or  adopted, 
unconstitutional  means  to  alter  presently  existing  form  of  government  of  United  States 
or  State  of  California  ;  and  that  he  is  not  affiliated  with,  or  member  of  any  organiza- 
tion, association,  movement,  group  or  combination  of  persons  which  has  adopted  policy 
of  advocating  or  approving  acts  of  force  or  violence  to  deny  other  persons  rights  under 
Constitutions  of  the  United  States  and  State  or  altering  presently  existing  forms  of 
governments  of  United  States  or  State  by  unconstitutional  means. 

Requires  suspension  of  members  who  fail  to  file  prescribed  oath. 
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Makes  filing  of  untrue  oath  a  felony. 

Defines  loyalty  as  adherence  to  the  principles  of  the  Constitutions  of  the  United 
States  and  the  State  providing  for  presently  existing  form  of  government,  for  its 
security  and  for  protection  of  individual  rights. 

Requires  board  of  governors  of  State  Bar  or  committee  appointed  by  it  to  investi- 
gate loyalty  of  all  active  members  and  to  present  to  Supreme  Court,  facts  concerning 
any  member  of  whose  loyalty  there  is  reasonable  doubt  and  recommend  disbarment  of 
such  member.  Requires  Supreme  Court  to  strike  from  roll  of  attorneys  any  member 
recommended  for  disbarment  concerning  whom  it  finds  evidence  of  disloyalty. 

Prescribes  sources  of  information  to  which  reference  shall  be  made  in  investi- 
gations. 

Provides  for  notice  of  charges  and  right  of  hearing  to  members  of  State  Bar  or 
applicant  for  membership  thereto  whose  loyalty  is  questioned,  with  right  to  counsel. 

Requires  board  of  governors  of  State  Bar  to  adopt  and  publish  rules  and  regula- 
tions necessary  to  carry  out  provisions  of  article. 

S.B.  299— BREED  AND  HATFIELD.    (Gov.  Eff.)    Amends  Ch.  1573,  Stats.  1947, 
re  expenses  of  officers  and  employees  attending  Institute  of  Transportation 
and  Traffic  Engineering. 
Permits  Director  of  Public  Works  and  governing  boards  of  county,  city  and 
county,  city,  or  district  to  authoriiie  officers  and  employees  to  attend  institute  and  pay 
their  expenses. 

S.B.  300— TENNEY  AND  OTHERS.  (Jud.)  New  act,  re  abatement  of  building 
or  place  wherein  or  upon  which  subversive  meetings  are  held. 

Defines  subversive  organization  as  group  advocating,  advising,  j)launing  or 
attempting  to  alter  existing  form  of  government  of  United  States  or  of  any  state  by 
unconstitutional  means.  Defines  meeting  of  subversive  group  as  assembly  of  2  or  more 
persons  at  which  such  alteration  is  advocated,  advised  or  planned. 

Declares  every  building  or  place  used  for  conducting  a  meeting  of  a  subversive 
organization  is  a  nuisance. 

Requires  district  attorneys  and  permits  private  citizens  to  initiate  proceeding  to 
abate  such  nuisances  and  perpetually  enjoin  any  person  from  directly  or  indirectly 
maintaining  or  permitting  such  nuisance. 

Prescribes  procedure  in  action  to  abate  and  enjoin  such  nuisances  and  permits 
issuance  of  temporary  injunctions. 

Makes  violation  of  any  injunction  provided  for  in  act  punishable  as  contempt 
by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  .$200  nor  more  than  $1,000  and  imprisonment  for  not  less 
than  1  month  nor  more  than  0  months. 

Requires  removal  and  sale  of  all  personal  property  used  in  conjunction  with 
conducting,  maintaining,  or  aiding  or  abetting  such  nuisance  where  existence  of 
nuisance  is  established  in  court  action  and  provides  fees  for  sale  and  removal  of  such 
property  and  for  distribution  of  proceeds  of  sale.  Provides  for  sale  of  building  or  i)lace 
and  application  of  proceeds  therefrom  to  payment  of  costs,  where  proceeds  from  sale 
of  personal  property  is  insufficient  to  discharge  prescribed  costs.

Provides  that  contempt  fine  made  under  act  constitutes  lien  ou  building  or  place 
to  extent  of  interest  therein  of  person  fined. 

S.B.  301— CRITTENDEN.  (Gov.  Eff.)  Amends  Act  6477,  the  Construction  and 
Employment  Act,  adding  jails  to  types  of  projects  for  which  allocations  to 
counties  may  be  made. 

S.B.  302— O'GARA  AND  MILLER.     (Agr.)    Adds  Sees.  730.1,  73G.5,  and  736.6, 
Ag.  C,  re  sale  of  milk  to  schools  and  students. 
Provides  that  milk  may  be  sold  at  special  prices  to  schools,  school  districts,  and 
students  when  such  sales  are  made  to  schools  or  school  districts  under  contract  and  by 
competitive  bidding  and  to  students  for  consumption  on  school  premises. 
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S.B.  303 — DESMOND.    (Fin.)    Amends  Ch.  1422,  Stats.  1945,  re  acquisition  of 
parks  and  parkways  along  Sacramento  River  near  Sacramento. 
Sets  aside  $200,000  of  money  appropriated  under  Ch.  1422,  Stats.  1945,  subject 
to  matching  requirements  of  act. 

S.B.  304 — BL  SCH.    ( Jud.)    Amends  Sec.  1382,  Pen.  C,  re  dismissal  of  prosecution. 

Present  law  provides  prosecution  must  be  dismissed  if  defendant  in  misdemeanor 
case  in  justice  court  is  not  tried  within  'M)  days  after  arrest,  when  trial  has  not  been 
postponed  upon  his  application.  Under  bill,  prosecution  is  not  to  be  dismissed  when 
trial  postponed  because  of  dependent's  neglect  or  failure  to  appear  when  his  presence 
is  lawfully  required. 

S.B.  305 — BUSCH.  (Jud.)  Amends  Sec.  1601,  Prob.  C.  re  notices  and  procedure 
in  guardianship. 

Present  law  provides  notice  shall  be  given,  within  2  days  after  filing,  to  relative 
or  attorney  who  filed  request  for  notice  of  filing  of  certain  petitions  or  accounts  and 
commencement  of  certain  proceedings.  Amendment  changes  time  of  notice  to  at  least 
10  days  before  time  set  for  hearing. 

S.B.  306 — BUSCH.    (Jud.)    Amends  Sec.  1461,  Prob.  C,  re  appointment  of  guard- 
ian for  insane  or  incompetent  persons. 
Rearranges  provisions  in  logical  order. 

S.B.  307 — O'GARA.  (Trans.)  Amends  Sec.  619,  Veh.  C,  re  headlamps  on  motor 
vehicles. 

Makes  motor-driven  cycle  an  additional  exception  to  requirement  of  2  headlamps. 
Decreases  allowable  minimum  distance  from  headlamp  to  road  from  28  to  24  inches. 

S.B.  308 — O'GARA.  (Trans.)  Adds  Sec.  1908.1,  H.  &  N.  C,  re  police  protection 
for  state  property  on  San  Francisco  waterfront. 

Authorizes  Board  of  Stale  Harbor  Commissioners  for  San  Francisco  Harbor  to 
contract  with  City  of  San  Francisco  for  furnishing  of  police  protection  for  property 
under  control  and  jurisdiction  of  board  at  total  cost  of  not  over  .$.50,000  per  year. 

To  take  effect  immediately,  urgency  measure. 

S.B.  309— O'GARA.  (Gov.  Eff.)  Appropriates  .$100,000  to  Board  of  State  Harbor 
Commissioners  for  San  Francisco  Harbor  for  purpose  of  reimbursing  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco  for  contributions  made  to  retirement  fund  on 
account  of  employment  of  firemen  for  protection  of  state  property  on  San 
Francisco  waterfront. 

S.B.  310— O'GARA.  (Gov.  Eff.)  Amends  Sec.  1908,  H.  &  N.  C,  re  fire  protection 
for  state  property  on  San  Francisco  waterfront. 
Increases  authorized  limits  on  payments  by  Board  of  State  Harbor  Commis- 
sioners to  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  under  contracts  for  furnishing  of  fireboat 
service  from  $110,000  to  $400,000  per  year,  and  for  services  of  city  firemen  engaged  in 
fire  prevention  work  on  state  property  from  $25,000  to  $50,000  per  year. 

S.B.  311— O'GARA.  (Gov.  Eff.)  Amends  Sec.  1908,  H.  &  N.  C,  rc  fire  protection 
for  state  properly  on  San  Francisco  waterfront. 
Increases  authorized  limit  on  payments  by  Board  of  State  Harbor  Commissioners 
to  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  under  contracts  for  furnishing  of  fireboat  service 
for  protection  of  state  property  on  San  Francisco  waterfront  from  $110,000  to  $200,000 
per  year. 

S.B.  312 — O'GARA.    (Gov.  Eff.)    Appropriates  $25,000  to  State  Board  of  Harbor 
Commissioners  from  San  Francisco  Harbor  Improvement  Fund  for  main 
tenance  of  fireboats,  in  augmentation  of  item  385  of  Budget  Act  of  1948. 
To  take  effect  immediately,  usual  current  expenses. 

S.B.  313— DESMOND.  (Soc.  Wei.)  Amends  Act  8780d,  the  Unemployment  Insur- 
ance Act,  re  rate  of  employer  contributions. 
Establishes  3  new  schedules  of  reduced  contribution  rates  for  employers,  all 
effective  January  1,  1950,  each  establishing  contribution  rates  from  2.7  percent  to  zero, 
based  on  slightly  different  net  balance  of  reserve  percentages.  One  schedule  is  to  be 
effective  only  when  Disability  Fund  balance  equals  6  percent  but  is  less  than  71  per- 
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cent  of  wages  in  employment  during  stated  12  months  period  ;  one  only  when  such 
balance  equals  7i  percent  but  is  less  than  9  percent  of  such  wages  during  such  period ; 
other  when  such  balance  equals  9  percent  of  such  wages  during  such  period. 

S.B.  314 — DESMOND.    (Jud.)    New  Act,  the  Validating  Act  of  1949.  Validates 
organization,  boundaries,  governing  officers  or  boards,  acts,  proceedings, 
elections  and  bonds  of  public  bodies  as  therein  defined. 
To  take  effect  immediately,  urgency  measure. 

S.B.  315 — DESMOND.    (Jud.)    New  Act,  the  Second  Validating  Act  of  1949. 

Validates  organization  boundaries,  governing  officers  or  boards,  acts,  pro- 
ceedings, elections,  and  bonds  of  public  bodies  as  therein  defined. 

S.B.  316 — CRITTENDEN.  (Agr.)  Appropriates  $14,000  to  Department  of  Agri- 
culture for  extending  livestock  market  news  service  to  Stockton  during 
1949-1950  Fiscal  Year. 

S.B.  317 — SALSMAN.  (Jud.)  New  act,  re  abatement  of  buildings  and  places  used 
for  purposes  of  public  gambling. 

Defines  "person"  to  include  individuals,  corporations,  associations,  partnerships, 
trustees,  lessees,  agents  and  assignees.  Defines  "building"  to  include  so  much  of  any 
building  or  structure  of  any  kind  as  is  or  may  be  entered  through  same  outside  entrance. 

Declares  every  building  or  place  (other  than  bona  fide  private  dwelling,  apart- 
ment or  room)  used  or  resorted  to  by  persons  for  purposes  of  participating  in  or  other- 
wise connected  with,  operation  of  lottery  or  gambling,  betting,  bookmaking,  or  any 
form  of  unlawful  gaming  a  nuisance. 

Provides  for  en.ioining,  abatement  and  prevention  of  nuisance,  for  sale  of  prop- 
erty and  disposal  of  proceeds. 

S.B.  318 — SUTTON.  (Ed.)  Amends  and  adds  various  sees.,  Ed.  C,  re  education 
of  mentally  retarded  minors. 

Permits  high  school  districts  to  provide  special  training  schools  or  classes  for 
mentally  retarded  minors.  Permits  governing  board  of  elementary  and  unified  school 
districts  to  provide  for  education  of  such  minors  in,  and  transportation  to,  schools  or 
classes  maintained  by  high  school  districts  or  county  superintendent  of  schools.  Permits 
county  superintendent  of  schools  to  provide  for  such  education  in,  and  transportation 
to,  school  or  class  maintained  by  high  school  districts. 

Provides  that  State  Board  of  Education  shall  prescribe  minimum  standard  for 
credential  for  education  of  such  children. 

S.B.  319— SUTTON.    (Ed.)    Amends  Sees.  7102.1  and  7104,  Ed.  C,  re  excess  cost 
of  educating  mentally  retarded  minors. 
Increases  maximum  apportionment  for  excess  cost  of  educating  such  minors  from 
$75  to  $150  per  unit  of  average  daily  attendance. 

S.B.  320— SALSMAN.  (Ed.)  Repeals  and  amends  various  Sees.,  Ed.  C,  re  school 
district  budgets. 

Provides  for  preparation  of  additional  copy  of  school  district  budget,  to  be  filed 
with  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction. 

Existing  law  provides  that  additional  money  provided  by  United  States  or  State 
shall  be  placed  in  county  treasury  and  be  used  by  district  for  purposes  designated  and 
prohibits  any  apportionment  to  district  in  excess  of  budget. 

Bill  requires  additional  amounts  received  to  be  placed  in  general  reserve  of  dis- 
trict, subject  to  resolution  of  governing  board  appropriating  needed  amounts  to 
designated  major  classification  of  school  expenditure  with  approval  of  county  superin- 
tendent of  schools.  Provides  that  general  reserve,  unexpended  balances  of  appropriation, 
and  excess  income  be  credited  in  balance  shown  on  budget  for  ensuing  fiscal  year. 

S.B.  321— BROWN.    (L.  Gov.)    Amends  Sec.  28157,  Gov.  C,  re  compensation  of 
public  oflBcers  in  Mono  County. 
Increases  salary  of  auditor  from  $1,200  to  $2,400,  and  of  district  attorney  from 
$2,000  to  $3,600. 
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S.B.  322— SALSMAN.  (Ed.)  Adds  Sec.  20454.1,  Ed.  C,  re  giving  of  bonds  in 
connection  with  reserve  officer  training  corps  at  state  colleges. 

Authorizes  Director  of  Education  to  give  bond  in  name  of  State  to  Federal 
Government  for  care,  safekeeping  and  return  of  property  of  United  States  issued  to 
R.O.T.C.  at  state  college. 

To  take  effect  immediately,  ungency  measure. 

S.B.  323— WATSOX  AND  OTHERS.  (F.  &  G.)  Amends  Sec.  1065,  F.  &.  G.  C, 
re  sardines. 

Shortens  open  season  for  taking  sardines  for  reduction  plants  and  packers  by  1 
month,  deletes  permission  to  take  sardines  for  salting,  curing,  smoking,  drying  or 
packing  in  quarter-pound  and  10-ounce  cans,  and  gives  Fish  and  Game  Commission 
power  to  extend  or  create  additional  open  seasons  after  public  hearing  in  which  it  finds 
such  opening  not  detrimental.  Requires  that  no  more  than  25  percent,  by  weight,  of 
sardines  in  fish  loads  delivered  for  canning  or  use  in  reduction  plants  may  be  less  than 
8^  inches  long. 

To  take  effect  immediately,  urgency  measure. 

S.B.  324— DORSET.    (L.  Gov.)    Adds  Sec.  31510,  Gov.  C,  re  amendments  to 
County  Employees  Retirement  Law  of  1937. 
Renders  ineffective  in  any  county  any  amendment  necessarily  increasing  amount 
of  county  appropriation  to  system  in  respect  to  existing  membership  until  amendment 
is  approved  by  vote  of  board  of  supervisors. 

S.B.  325— DORSET.    (Pub.  H.  &  S.)    Amends  Sec.  8961.3,  H.  &  S.  C,  re  powers 
of  public  cemetery  districts. 
Allows  district  to  contruct,  enlarge,  maintain  and  operate  mausoleum,  rather 
than  to  acquire  and  maintain  one  if  constructed  prior  to  Alay  1,  1937. 

S.B.  326— DORSET.    (Pub.  H.  &  S.)    Amends  Sec.  4731,  H.  &  S.  C,  re  time  of 
change  of  members  of  boards  of  directors  of  and  limitation  on  change  of 
such  members  of  county  sanitation  districts. 
Provides  that  when  changed  conditions  require  change  of  membership  in  board 
of  directors,  change  takes  place  on  1st  day  of  July  following  1st  day  of  February  follow- 
ing change  of  conditions,  instead  of  immediately.  Where  such  changed  conditions  did 
not  occur  before  July  1,  1947,  change  of  membership  is  not  to  be  made  unless  change 
of  conditions  otherwise  requiring  change  of  membership  involves  territory  whose 
population  equals  '  of  that  of  district  or  unless  change  makes  all  territory  in  district 
either  incorporated  or  unincorporated. 

S.B.  327— O'GARA.    (Gov.  Eff.)    New  act,  re  fire  boats. 

Directs  Board  of  Harbor  Commissioners  to  purchase  fire  boats  from  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  to  protect  its  property  on  San  Francisco  waterfront  and 
appropriates  unspecified  sum  for  the  purpose. 

S.B.  328— REGAN.  (Nat.  Res.)  Amends  Sec.  4004,  P.  R.  C,  re  duties  of  State 
Forester. 

Present  law  imposes  fire  protection  duties  upon  State  Board  of  Forestry.  Bill 
places  duty  upon  State  Forester,  in  accordance  with  plan  approved  by  board  ;  author- 
izes organization  of  fire  crews  and  patrols,  establishment  of  necessary  structures,  and 
employment  of  men  to  effect  such  plan  ;  authorizes  State  Forester,  with  approval  of 
Department  of  Finance,  to  make  contracts  containing  indemnity  clauses  with  owners 
of  communication  lines  and  to  purchase  insurance. 

S.B.  329— McBRIDE.  (B.  &  P.)  Adds  Ch.  12,  Div.  2,  B.  &  P.  C,  re  practice  of 
naturopathy. 

Creates  board  of  naturopathic  e.vaminers,  provides  for  licensing  and  regulation 
of  naturopaths. 

Authorizes  board  to  issue  certificates  which  entitle  holder  to  use  terras  Dr., 
Doctor,  naturopathic  physician. 

Provides  for  disciplining  and  fees. 
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S.B.  330 — JUDAH.  (Gov.  Eif.)  Amends,  repeals,  adds  various  Sees.,  Gov.  C,  re 
State  Employees'  Retirement  System. 
Permits  entire  compensation  of  part-time  employee  (which  for  purposes  of  calcu- 
lation of  benefits  is  compensation  earnable  if  employee  had  worked  full  time)  to  be 
considered  in  computations,  without  payment  of  any  optional  contributions,  where 
such  employee's  part-time  earnings  never  exceeded  $416.66  per  month  (former  maxi- 
mum inchuled),  and  employee  would  owe  nothing  under  election  to  make  optional 
contributions. 

Imposes  on  governing  bodies  of  school  districts  whose  employees  are  included  as 
compulsory  public  agency  members  same  duty  to  levy  tax  for  employer  contributions 
to  system  as  is  now  imposed  on  governing  bodies  of  contracting  agencies.  Excepts  from 
inclusion  as  compulsory  public  agency  members  employees  of  school  districts  maintain- 
ing local  retirement  systems,  rather  than  only  those  members  who  are  members  of 
such  local  systems. 

Limits  reinstatements  from  service  retirement  at  age  less  than  compulsory  to 
instances  where  person  has  been  retired  for  at  least  2  years,  person  applies  for  rein- 
statement, prospective  employer  recommends  reinstatement,  board  determines  by 
medical  examination  that  person  is  not  incapacitated  for  proposed  duties,  and  person 
is  at  least  6  montlis  below  age  of  compulsory  retirement.  Prohibits  employment  by 
State  or  contracting  agency  of  retired  person  not  so  reinstated  and  makes  person  and 
public  officer  knowingly  employing  him  jointly  and  severally  liable  to  repay  any  com- 
pensation paid  to  him. 

Increases  contribution  rate  of  person  reinstated  from  service  or  disability  retire- 
ment and  of  any  person  reentering  state  service  by  requiring  future  rate  based  on  age 
upon  which  rate  was  formerly  based  plus  years  not  member,  ratlier  than  former  rate. 

Reduces  benefits  payable  to  persons  subsequently  retired  after  reinstatement  from 
retirement  for  service  or  disability  by  providing  that  on  subsequent  retirement  such 
persons  are  to  receive  same  current  and  prior  service  pensions  as  on  former  retirement 
(which  are  determined  by  age  at  that  time),  plus  additional  current  service  pension 
calculated  on  basis  of  service  rendered  after  reinstatement. 

Where  person  employed  by  State  or  one  or  more  contr.icting  agencies,  break  of 
one  year  or  less  between  employments  does  not  affect  employee's  right  to  credit  for 
service  or  employers'  liabilities  for  service  rendered  in  their  respective  employments. 
Excludes  time  per.son  was  under  retirement  in  calculating  length  of  breaks  in  employ- 
ment. 

Extends  to  all  members  reentering  system  privilege  of  making  redeposit  of  with- 
drawn contributions  in  30  monthly  or  72  semimonthly  installments  now  extended  to 
members  returning  to  state  service  from  military  servi<'e,  rather  than  in  12  monthly  or 
24  semimonthly  installments,  as  now  provided  for  all  members  except  those  returning 
from  military  sei-vice. 

Makes  numerous  other  technical,  clarifying,  and  minor  substantive  changes. 

S.B.  331 — JUDAH.  (Gov.  EfE.)  Amends,  repeals,  and  adds  various  Sees.,  Gov.  0., 
re  state  contributions  to  State  Employees'  Retirement  System  for  various 
classes  of  state  members,  making  no  substantive  change. 

S.B.  332— JUDAH.  (Gov.  Eff.)  Amends  Sec.  20981,  Gov.  C,  re  compulsory  retire- 
ment age  of  state  miscellaneous  members  of  State  Employees'  Retirement 
System,  making  no  substantive  change. 

S.B.  333— JUDAII.  (Gov.  Eff.)  Amends  Sec.  21361,  Gov.  C,  re  basic  death 
benefit  payable  by  State  Employees'  Retirement  System. 
Raises  maximum  limit  on  portion  of  basic  death  benefit  provided  by  employer 
contributions,  and  equal  to  1/12  of  annual  compensation  earnable  during  12  months 
preceding  death  multiplied  by  number  of  comi>leted  years  of  service,  from  1  of  such 
compensation  to  full  amount  thereof. 

S.B.  334— JUDAII.  (Gov.  Eff.)  Amends  Sec.  21362,  Gov.  C.,  re  manner  of  pay- 
ment of  basic  death  benefit  by  State  Employees'  Retirement  System. 

Gives  member  option  to  have  basic  death  benefit  paid  in  equal  monthly  install- 
ments for  life  of  beneficiary,  with  120  installments  certain,  in  addition  to  present 
option,  exercisable  by  meml)er  or  his  beneficiary,  to  have  benefit  paid  in  monthly 
installments,  fixe<l  in  numlier  or  amount,  in  lieu  of  lump  sum  payment. 

Clarifies  provisions  for  installment  payments,  specifying  that  they  shall  be 
actuarial  equivalent  of  basic  death  benefit  on  date  otherwise  payable,  shall  begin  on 
first  day  of  month  following  date  benefit  otherwise  payable,  and  thereafter  be  paid 
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on  first  day  of  month.  Prohibits  commutation  of  installments  and  payment  in  lump 
sum  unless  beneficiary  dies  within  period  certain,  in  which  case  payments  due  during 
remainder  of  period  certain  are  to  be  commuted  and  paid  to  his  estate. 

Permits  board  to  void  election  by  member  or  beneficiary  if  amount  of  monthly 
installment  is  less  than  minimum  fixed  by  board. 

S.B.  3.35— JUDAH.  (Gov.  Eff.)  Adds  Sec.  21251.3,  Gov.  C.,  re  pensions  payable 
by  State  Employees'  Retirement  System  to  persons  retired  prior  to  its  effec- 
tive date. 

Increases  current  service  pensions,  prior  service  pensions,  and  disability  retire- 
ment pensions  so  as  to  give  pensioners  benefit  of  all  amendments  to  State  Employees' 
Retirement  Law  made  after  date  of  actual  retirement,  including  1949  amendments, 
without  retroactive  effect. 

Inapplicable  to  retired  employees  of  contracting  agencies  unless  contracting 
agency  by  which  formerly  employed  elects  to  make  it  applicable,  by  amendment  to 
its  contract  with  board. 

S.B.  336— JUDAH.  (Gov.  Eff.)  Adds  Sec.  20334.1,  Gov.  C,  re  exclusion  of  part- 
time  employees  from  State  Employees'  Retirement  System. 
Every  part-time  employee  is  excluded  from  system  unless  he  became  member 
prior  to  September  15,  1945,  or  was  member  at  commencement  of  part-time  service,  or 
his  employment  is  regular  and  continuous,  in  opinion  of  board  will  extend  for  more 
than  1  year,  and  requires  service  for  at  least  i  time  required  of  full-time  employees 
of  same  class.  Bill  excepts  from  this  exclusion  elective  or  appointive  officers  who  have 
right  to  elect  to  become  members  and  who  render  service  for  which  rate  of  compensa- 
tion is  equivalent  to  at  least  .$75  per  month,  but  no  such  person  is  to  receive  service 
credit  for  state  service  for  which  rate  of  compensation  was  less  than  equivalent  of 
$75  per  month. 

The  exception  from  the  exchision  is  applicable  to  local  members  only  if  con- 
tracting agency  elects  to  make  it  applicable,  by  amendment  to  its  contract  with 
the  board. 

S.B.  337— JUDAH.  (Gov.  Eff.)  Amends  Sees.  2(X)23,  20024,  adds  Sec.  20024.2, 
Gov.  C.,  re  benefits  payable  by  State  Employees'  Retirement  System. 

Redefines  "final  compensation"  (on  which  allowances  are  based)  to  be  highest 
average  annual  compensation  earnable  l)y  member  during  any  period  of  '>  consecutive 
years  during  bis  membership,  rather  than  average  compensation  earnable  during 
5  years  immediately  preceding  retirement.  For  i)urposes  of  determining  final  com- 
pensation, permits  brol<en  periods  of  service  to  be  aggregated  if  otherwise  consecutive, 
and  time  included  and  compensation  earnable  during  1st  6  months  of  break  to  be 
included  in  computation  of  final  compensation. 

Clarifies  definition  of  "compensation  earnable"  in  respect  to  absences. 

Increases  current  service  pensions,  prior  .service  pensions,  and  disability  retire- 
ment pensions  payable  to  persons  retired  prior  to  its  effective  date  so  as  to  give  such 
persons  benefit  of  changes  in  definitions,  without  retroactive  effect.  Increase  is  inappli- 
cable to  retired  employees  of  contracting  agencies  until  contracting  agency  by  which 
formerly  employed  elects  to  make  it  applicable,  by  amendment  to  its  contract  with 
the  board. 

S.B.  338— JUDAH.  (Gov.  Eff.)  Amends  Sec.  21253,  adds  Sec.  21253.01,  repeals 
Sec.  21255,  Gov.  C,  re  prior  service  pensions  payable  by  State  Employees' 
Retirement  System. 

Redefines  prior  service  pension  for  state  miscellaneous  members  to  make  the 
portion  attributable  to  prior  service  in  miscellaneous  category  equal  to  1/(50  of  final 
compensation  for  each  year  of  prior  service  in  miscellaneous  category  upon  retirement 
at  age  60,  with  specified  increases  and  decreases  actuarially  computed  upon  retirement 
at  lesser  or  greater  ages,  rather  than  1/60  of  compensation  earnable  during  3  years 
ending  December  31,  1931,  for  each  year  of  prior  service  in  miscellaneous  category 
at  age  CO,  with  proportionate  reduction  upon  retirement  at  earlier  age.  Makes  other 
technical  clarifying  changes  in  definition  of  prior  service  pension. 

Provides  same  prior  service  pension  for  local  miscellaneous  employees,  appli- 
cable when  and  if  employer  contracting  agency  elects  to  make  it  applicable,  by 
amendment  to  its  contract  with  the  board. 
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Increases  prior  service  pensions  payable  to  persons  retired  prior  to  effective 
date  with  credit  for  prior  service  as  state  miscellaneous  member  or  as  local  miscel- 
laneous member,  so  as  to  give  such  persons  benefit  of  changes  in  definition,  without 
retroactive  effect.  Increase  is  inapplicable  to  retired  employees  of  contracting  agencies 
until  contracting  agency  by  which  person  was  formerly  employed  elects  to  make  it 
applicable,  by  amendment  to  contract  with  the  board  or,  in  case  of  contract  made 
after  effective  date,  by  express  provisions  therein. 

S.B.  339— JUDAH.    (Gov.  Eff.)    Amends  Sees.  20920,  20921,  and  20922,  Gov.  C, 

re  crediting  members  of  State  Employees'  Retirement  System  with  state 

service  for  time  in  federal  service. 
Extends  to  all  members  laid  off  from  state  employment  l)ecause  of  transfer  of 
functions  to  Federal  Government,  subsequently  employed  liy  Federal  Government  in 
agency  performing  functions  similar  to  those  of  state  agency  from  which  laid  off, 
and  employed  by  State  in  any  agency  within  ,30  days  after  separation  from  federal 
service,  privilege  of  receiving  credit  as  state  service  for  time  spent  in  federal  service 
now  available  only  to  persons  employed  in  state  and  federal  agencies  performing 
employment  service  functions,  and  reemployed  by  same  state  agency  from  which 
laid  off. 

Excludes  from  federal  service  which  may  be  so  credited,  service  with  respect 
to  which  employee  became  member  of  any  other  retirement  or  pension  system  wholly 
or  partially  supported  from  public  funds  and  with  respect  to  which  he  continues  to 
receive  credit  in  other  system  after  his  return  to  state  service. 

Extends  from  .January  1,  1948,  to  .luly  1,  1950,  time  within  which  member 
eligible  to  receive  credit  for  federal  service  as  state  service  may  elect  to  make  con- 
tributions entitling  him  thereto.  Requires  such  contributions  to  include  not  only 
contributions  which  member  would  have  made  if  in  state  service  while  actually  in 
federal  service,  but  also  interest  which  would  have  been  credited  thereto,  and  if  not 
paid  in  lump  sum,  interest  on  unpaid  balances  of  amount  payable.

Permits  any  person  who  (1)  is  member  on  effective  date,  (2)  has  previously 
withdrawn  his  accumulated  normal  contributions,  and  (3)  on  return  to  state  service 
has  not  elected  to  redeposit  such  contributions,  to  elect,  by  written  notice  filed  with 
the  board  within  90  days  after  notice  of  the  right  is  mailed  to  him,  to  redeposit  by  lump 
sum  payment  or  payroll  deduction  such  withdrawn  contributions,  jjlus  interest  which 
would  have  been  credited  to  them  if  not  withdrawn,  plus  interest  on  unpaid  balance 
of  redeposit.

Clarifies  provisions  concerning  compensation  in  excess  of  .$416.66  per  month 
by  providing  that  there  shall  be  excluded  from  the  compensation  used  to  determine 
the  portion  of  any  benefit  based  on  current  service  rendered  prior  to  October  1,  1947, 
any  compensation  in  excess  of  $416.66  per  month  unless  member  elects  to  contribute 
additional  amount  he  would  have  contributed  as  part  of  normal  contributions  if  entire 
compensation  had  been  siibject  to  such  contributions  during  entire  period  of  his  mem- 
bership.

Adds  Sec.  03.56.5,  R.  &  T.  C,  exempting  from 
sales  and  use  taxes  tangible  personalty  purchased  for  use  or  consumption 
on  vessels  in  interstate  or  foreign  commerce  as  common  carriers. 

S.B.  .347— HATFIELD.  (Pub.  H.  &  S.)  Amends  Sec.  13143.  H.  &  S.  C,  re  State 
fire  safety  regulations. 

Specifies  institutions  and  structures  for  which  the  State  Fire  Marshal  shall 
establish  minimum  standards  for  life  and  propert.v  protection  from  fire. 

Describes  objects  for  which  minimum  standards  shall  be  set. 

S.B.  348 — JOHXSOX.  (Fin.)  Appropriates  unspecified  sum  to  Division  of 
Beaches  and  Parks  for  establishment  of  old  Overland  Emigrant  Trail  as 
part  of  California  Riding  and  Hiking  Trails  Pro.iect. 

S.B.  349— REGAX.  (L.  Gov.)  Amends  Sec.  25306,  Gov.  C,  re  county  owned  auto- 
mobiles. 

Authorizes  board  of  supervisors  to  purchase  automobiles  for  use  of  members  of 
board,  in  addition  to  other  county  oflicers  and  employees.  Provides  that  such  use  is  in 
lieu  of  other  mileage.  Permits  allowance  of  necessary  expenses  to  county  officers  and 
employees  in  addition  to  use  of  automobile  when  traveling  on  county  business. 
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S.B.  350— HATFIELD.  (B.  &  P.)  Adds  Ch.  13,  Div.  3,  B.  &  P.  C,  re  water  well 
drillers. 

Creates  State  Board  for  Water  Well  Drillers  in  Department  of  Professional  and 
Vocational  Standards. 

Defines  "water  well  driller"  as  any  person  licensed  by  board  to  drill  or  dig  water 
wells  who  does  so  for  hire  as  a  business.

To  take  effect  immediately,  urgency  measure.

Provides  that  appointments  by  Fish  and  Game  Commission  of  deputies  whose 
salaries  are  less  than  $25  a  month  are  invalid  until  bonds  are  executed  and  approved. 

S.B.  354— CRITTENDEN.     (Trans.)    Adds  Sec.  407,  Veh.  C,  re  traffic  control 
signals  at  rural  schools. 
Provides  for  official  traffic  control  signals  at  intersections  and  crosswalks  cross- 
ing state  highways  at  or  near  rural  schools,  to  be  operated  during  school  hours.

Increases  racing  days  from  60  to  70,  additional  days  to  be  divided  between  north 
and  south  same  as  days  now  allowed. 

S.B.  358— HATFIELD.     (Agr.)    Amends  Sec.  1300.13,  Ag.  C,  re  marketing  of  agri- 
cultural products. 
Corrects  reference  to  Sec.  353,  Pol.  C.  to  refer  to  Gov.  C. 

S.B.  359— HATFIELD.  (Agr.)  Amends  Sec.  34,  Ag.  C,  re  powers  of  Director  of 
Agriculture. 

Expands  provisions  re  cooperative  agreements  for  pest  control  to  permit  agree- 
ments with  public  districts  as  well  as  agencies  and  persons  now  specified.  Permits 
cooperative  agreements  with  boards  of  supervisors  to  carry  out  any  provisions  of  law 
administered  by  director  as  well  as  Ag.

Adds  requirement  that  Doiiartment  of  Employment  shall  furnish  any  base  period 
employer,  on  written  request,  name  and  address  of  claimant's  last  employer  and  address 
of  claimant. 

S.B.  380 — WARD.    (.Tud.)     Amends  Sec.  754,  Prob.  C,  re  sale  of  decedents'  prop- 
erty to  pay  debts,  legacies,  family  allowances  or  expenses. 
Provides  executor  or  administrator  may  sell  entire  or  any  lesser  interest  or  estate 
in  property,  and  that  this  is  only  declaratory  of  pre-existing  law. 

S.B.  381— JUDAH.  (Pub.  H.  &  S.)  Amends  Sec.  7406,  10375,  and  10453  and 
repeals  Sec.  10377,  II.  &  S.  C,  re  death  certificates. 

Eliminates  as  items  of  death  certificate  length  of  residence  of  decedent  and 
birthplaces  of  father  and  mother. 

From  item  as  to  age,  eliminates  specification  of  age  of  decedent  in  years,  months 
and  days,  retaining  age  as  item. 

Eliminates  from  certificate,  signature  and  address  of  funeral  director. 

S.B.  382— DORSEY.  (Gov.  Eff.)  New  act,  authorizing  Director  of  Finance  to 
convey  described  real  property  to  County  of  Kern  on  such  terms  as  are 
for  best  interests  of  State. 

S.B.  .383— O'GARA.  (B.  &  P.)  New  act,  the  Unfair  Cigarette  Sales  Act,  re  unfair 
competition  in  cigarette  sales. 

Prohibits  retailer  or  wholesaler  from  giving  cigarettes  away,  or  selling  at  less 
than  cost,  as  defined,  with  intent  to  injure  competitors  or  substantially  lessen  or 
destroy  competition.  Provides  such  conduct  is  misdemeanor  and  prescribes  penalty. 

Requires  that  in  advertisements  offering  cigarettes  and  other  item  at  combined 
price,  such  price  shall  not  be  below  cost  to  retailer,  or  cost  to  wholesaler,  as  defined.

C,  adds  air  siren  and  air 
whistle  to  permissible  means  of  sounding  railroad  crossing  warnings. 

S.B.  385— DESMOND.    (Gov.  Eff.)    Amends  Act  3796,  the  Alcoholic  Beverage 
Control  Act,  re  employment  of  minors. 
Makes  criminal  penalties  applicable  to  employment  of  minors  in  off-sale  as  well 
as  on-sale  premises. 

S.B.  3Se— DESMOND.    (Soc.  Wei.)    Amends  Act  8780d,  the  Unemployment  Insur- 
ance Act,  re  disability  benefits. 
Designates  employer  having  voluntary  plan  without  an  admitted  insurer  as  self- 
insurer. 

Requires  notice  of  termination  of  voluntary  plan  to  be  given  by  plan  insurer 
rather  than  employer  if  employer  is  not  self-insured. 

Provides  for  assessment  of  proportionate  share  of  benefits  paid  to  employee  under 
voluntary  plan  from  disability  fund,  and  of  administrative  costs  of  voluntary  plans  to 
insurer  or  self-insurer  rather  than  to  the  employer.

S.B.  388— DESMOND.     (.Tud.)    Amends  See.  483,  Veh.  C,  re  punishment  for 
striking  unattended  vehicle. 
Increases  ma.xiraum  punishment  for  failure  to  comply  with  regulations  concerning 
striking  unattended  vehicle  to  .$500  fine  or  6  months  in  jail  or  both  for  each  offense. 

S.B.  389— DESMOND.  (Soc.  Wei.)  Amends  Act  8780d,  the  Unemployment  Insur- 
ance Act,  re  voluntary  disability  benefit  plans. 
Authorizes  self-insured  employer  or  plan  insurer  where  75  percent  of  employees 
have  consented  to  plan,  to  elect  to  make  plan  applicable  to  all  employees  except  any 
employee  who  rejects  plan.  Prescribes  procedure.  Authorizes  employee  to  withdraw 
from  plan. 

S.B.  390— DESMOND.    (Agr.)    Amends  Sec.  620  Ag.  C,  re  skim  milk. 

Provides  that  skim  milk  is  milk  which  contains  less  than  3.5,  rather  than  3.4. 
percent  milk  fat  and  that  skim  milk  may  be  labeled  and  sold  as  nonfat  milk  if  it  does 
not  contain  in  excess  of  i  of  1  percent  milk  fat. 

S.B.  391— DILWORTH.    (Ed.)    Amends  Sec.  12133.  adds  Sec.  12133.1,  Ed.  C, 

re  minimum  standards  for  school  and  subject  supervision  credentials. 
Adds  as  school  supervision  credential  requirement  2  years  teaching  experience. 
Establishes  minimum  standards  for  a  subject  supervision  credential. 

S.B.  392— DESMOND.  (Agr.)  Amends  Sees.  737.5  and  737.7,  Ag.  C,  re  marketing 
of  fluid  milk  and  fluid  cream. 

Defines  milk  plant,  for  purposes  of  section  re  distributors  bonds,  as  place  where 
fluid  milk  or  cream  is  received,  weighed,  tested,  standardized,  pasteurized,  homogenized, 
separated,  bottled,  or  packaged. 

Makes  violation  of  provision  of  chapter  on  milk  marketing,  as  well  as  of  stabiliza- 
tion plan,  a  misdemeanor. 

S.B.  393— DESMOND.    (Agr.)    Amends  Sees.  730.2,  731,  733,  and  734,  adds  Art.  3, 
Ch.  12,  Div.  4,  Ag.  C.  re  marketing  of  milk  and  dairy  products. 
Provides  that  conditional  sale  contract  for  sale  of  equipment  by  distributor  to 
retail  store  or  wholesale  customer  must  include  installation  and  maintenance  charges 
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only  when  such  service  is  to  be  rendered.  Deletes  provision  that  new  equipment  must 
be  sold  at  list  price. 

Requires  prescribed  records  to  be  kept  by  manufacturer  or  distributor  regardless 
of  whether  he  buy.s  milk  or  cream  from  producers.  Requires  record  of  refrigeration 
facilities  furnished,  as  well  as  those  rented,  to  wholesale  customers  and  limits  pro- 
vision to  refrigeration  facilities  for  storage  purposes. 

Makes  fine  for  violating  chapter  $500,  rather  than  not  more  than  $500. 

Increa.ses  ice  milk  manufacturers  fee  from  2  to  4  mills  per  gallon. 

Provides  that  money  collected  under  Chapters  12  and  13,  Div.  4,  may  be  expended 
in  carrying  out  either  chapter. 

S.B.  394— McBRIDE.  (L.  Gov.)  Amends  Ch.  848,  Stats.  1927,  re  superior  court 
stenographers  and  secretaries,  making  no  substantive  change. 

S.B.  395— HATFIELD.    (F.  &  G.)    Amends  Sec.  1278,  F.  &  G.  C,  re  deer  tag  fees. 

Provides  that  nonresident  shall  pay  the  resident  fee  or  the  fee  which  resident  of 
this  State  would  be  required  to  pay  in  nonresident's  state  of  residence,  whichever  larger. 

S.B.  .396— DILWORTH,  WEYBRET,  AND  WATSON.  (Pub.  H.  &  S.)  Amends 
Sec.  5410,  adds  Sees.  5406-5409,  5427.1,  H.  &  S.  C,  re  regulation  and 
control  of  discharge  of  sewage  and  industrial  wastes. 

Broadens  definition  of  sewage  to  include  specifically  organic  and  inorganic  wastes 
of  industrial,  agricultural,  mining  or  other  commercial  activities. 

Declares  paramount  interest  of  people  of  State  in  control  and  regulation  of  dis- 
charge of  sewage  and  industrial  wastes  into  waters  of  the  State  and  declares  public 
interest  in  control  and  regulation  of  such  discharge  onto  land  and  into  soil.

Requires  State  Department  of  Public  Health,  in'  making  investigation  of 
proposed  or  existing  sewage  disposal  works,  system  or  plant  in  connection  with  a 
petition  for  permit  to  discharge  sewage,  to  use  relevant  reports  and  data  available 
through  various  departments  of  the  State ;  to  consult  Department  of  Public  Works  on 
matters  of  hydrology  and  chemical  composition  of  water.  Department  of  Natural 
Resources  on  matters  of  protection  and  propagation  of  fish  and  wild  life  and  recre- 
ational use  of  water,  and  Department  of  Agriculture  on  matters  relative  to  use  of  lands 
and  waters  for  agricultural  uses. 

Authorizes  State  Department  of  Public  Health  to  call  on  all  state  agencies  and 
departments  for  assistance  and  advice  needed  in  review  and  investigation  of  petitions 
for  permits  to  discharge  sewage. 

S.B.  397-DILWORTH,  WEYBRET,  AND  WATSON.  (Wat.  Res.)  Amends 
Sec.  226,  Wat.  C,  re  powers  of  Department  of  Public  Works. 
Authorizes  department,  either  independently  or  in  cooperation  with  any  person 
or  county,  .state,  federal  or  other  agency  to  investigate  and  report  extent,  nature  or 
source  ot  actual  or  threatened  contamination  of  sources  of  water  supply  which  affects 
or  threatens  to  affect  use  thereof  for  beneficial  purposes. 

S.B.  398— SALSMAN.  (Ed.)  Amends  Sec.  11151,  Ed.  C,  permitting  State  Board 
of  Education  to  adopt  and  provide  teachers'  manuals  for  kindergartens. 

S.B.  399— JOHNSON.  (Lab.)  Amends  Sec.  4650,  Lab.  C,  to  make  pavments 
under  Workmen's  Compensation  Law  to  permanentlv  disabled  employee 
due  on  8th  day  after  injury  rather  than  on  8th  day  after  it  becomes 
permanent. 

S.B.  400— JOHNSON.  (Soc.  Wei.)  Amends  Act  8780d,  the  Unemployment  Insur- 
ance Act,  re  eligibility  for  benefits. 

Deletes  requirement  of  1  week  waiting  period  as  prerequisite  for  eligibilty  for 
benefits. 
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S.B.  401— BREED.  (B.  &  P.)  Amends  Sees.  11540  and  11541,  B.  &  P.  C.,  re 
subdivision  maps. 

Present  sections  make  sales  and  contracts  to  sell  voidable  at  option  of  bu.ver, 
and  provide  criminal  penalty,  where  map  not  properly  recorded.  Bill  makes  these 
provisions  applicable  also  to  transaction  where  deed  of  conveyance  is  executed  but 
no  sale  or  contract  to  sell  is  involved. 

S.B.  402— WATSON.  (F.  &  G.)  Adds  Sec.  1065a,  F.  &  O.  C,  re  sardine  lot 
regulations. 

Prohibits  taking,  delivering,  or  receiving  lots  of  fish  containing  sardines  of  which 
25  percent  are  less  than  8^  inches  long  and  provides  sampling  method  for  determining 
percentage  of  sardines  less  than  stated  length. 

S.B.  403— WATSOX.  (F.  &  G.)  Adds  Sec.  1067a,  F.  &  G.  C,  re  regulation  of 
taking  and  use  of  sardines. 

Empowers  Fish  and  Game  Coniniission,  with  regard  to  sardines,  to  shorten 
seasons,  to  prescribe  amount  and  size  of  sardines  to  be  taken  or  used,  within  limits, 
and  to  allocate  amounts  to  be  taken  or  used  by  one  plant,  packer,  or  person. 

To  supersede  conflicting  provisions  and  to  be  effective  until  91st  day  after  1951 
Regular  Session. 

C,  authorizing 
Director  of  Education  to  contract  with  Federal  Government  for  education 
of  persons  in  federal  service. 

S.B.  40.5— KEATING.    (Jud.)    Amends  Sec.  14191,  and  adds  Art.  6.5,  Ch.  8,  Pt.  8, 
Div.  2,  R.  &  T.  C,  re  uniform  act  on  interstate  compromise  of  death  taxes. 
Authorizes  State  Controller  to  enter  agreement  with  another  state  compromising 
death  taxes  of  decedent  claimed  to  be  domiciled  in  California  and  another  state  at 
time  of  death.  Deletes  present  provision  authorizing  compromise  in  such  cases. 

S.B.  406— KEATING.  (Jud.)  Adds  Art.  6.7,  Ch.  8,  Pt.  8,  Div.  2,  R.  &  T.  C,  re 
uniform  act  oh  interstate  arbitration  of  death  taxes. 
Authorizes  Controller  to  enter  agreement  with  other  states  for  submission  to 
arbitrators  of  controversies  concerning  estate  of  person  claimed  to  be  domiciled  in 
California  and  another  state  at  time  of  death.  Provides  i)owers  of  arbitrators  and 
procedure  for  exercise  of  powers.

Makes  admissible  in  evidence  a  written  report  or  findings  of  fact  prepared  by 
impartial  expert  and  containing  conclusions  based  on  written  information  without 
calling  as  witnesses  the  persons  furnishing  information  and  without  producing  the 
writings  upon  which  report  or  findings  are  based;  provides  for  notice  of  intention  to 
offer  such  evidence.

Makes  admissible  in  evidence  written  reports  or  findings  of  fact  by  state  officers 
on  matters  within  scope  of  their  legal  duties;  provides  for  delivery  of  copy  to 
adverse  party. 

S.B.  409— BROWN.    (Gov.  Eff.)    Amends  Sec.  20009.1,  Gov.  C,  re  members  of 
State  Employee's  Retirement  System. 
Permits  organization  or  association  authorized  by  statute  and  supported  entirely 
from  funds  of  public  agency  to  become  member  of  retirement  system. 

S.B.  410— MICHAEL  J.  BURNS.  (Gov.  Eff.)  Amends  Sec.  737/,  Pol.  C,  to 
change  annual  salaries  of  superior  court  judges  in  Humboldt  County  from 
59,500  to  ?1 2,000. 

S.B.  411— KEATING  AND  .MILLER.    (Pub.  H.  &  S.)    Adds  Ch.  7,  Div.  20, 
H.  &  S.  C,  re  fire  protection  agencies. 
Requires  person  responsible  for  water  system  to  notify  fire  protection  agencies, 
which  might  use  system,  of  acts  and  events  affecting  system. 
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Requires  person,  public  utility,  or  state  or  local  agency  responsible  for  changes 
involving  streets,  alleys,  or  ways  that  might  affect  or  hamper  fire  protection  equip- 
ment, to  notify  fire  protection  agencies  which  might  be  affected,  of  location  of  such 
changes. 

S.B.  412— REGAN,  WARD,  AND  KEATING.  (.Tud.)  Amends  Sec.  507.5,  adds 
Sees.  5076.1  and  .5076.2,  Pen.  C,  re  Adult  Authority. 

Increases  membership  from  3  to  4.  Provides  that  terms  of  2  memboi's  .shall  expire 
March  15,  1951,  and  2  on  March  15,  1953,  that  their  successors  shall  hold  office  for 
terms  of  4  years,  and  that  Governor  shall  fill  vacancies  for  balance  of  unexpired 
term.

Requires  purchaser  to  sign  statement  that  he  will  not  resell  for  personal  profit 
rather  than  make  affi<lavit  that  order  is  for  his  personal  use. 

Makes  resale  for  personal  profit  a  misdemeanor. 

Provides  orders  for  jute  goods  be  filed  with  Director,  instead  of  Department,  of 
Corrections. 

S.B.  416— REGAN,  WARD,  AND  KEATING.     (Jud.)    Amends  Sec.  5005,  Pen. 
C.,  re  canteens  in  prisons  and  institutions. 
Permits  Department  of  Corrections  to  insure  canteen  and  handicraft  materials 
and  supplies  owned  by  Inmate  Welfare  Fund. 

S.B.  417— REGAN,  WARD,  AND  KEATING.     (.Jud.)     Amends  Sec.  6025,  adds 
Sees.  6025.1  and  6025.2.  and  repeals  Ch.  5.5,  Title  7,  Pt.  3,  Pen.  C,  re 
administration  of  correctional  system. 
Abolishes  State  Board  of  Pri.son  Directors. 

Provides  that  Governor,  Senate  approving,  shall  appoint  2  qualified  persons  to 
Board  of  Corrections  to  replace  State  Board  of  Prison  Directors  members. 

I'rovides  new  meml)ers  of  board  shall  receive  .$25  for  each  day  spent  on  board 
business.

Eliminates  requirements  (1)  that  price  of  state  jute  goods  be  fixed  at  1}  cents 
per  bag  in  excess  of  net  cost  and  (2)  that  excess  be  reserved  for  use  in  purchasing 
additional  jute  mill  plant  and  equipment. 

Substitutes  Director  of  Corrections  for  Department  of  Corrections  in  provisions 
for  fixing  prices  and  giving  public  notice  thereof.

C,  re  marking  of  prison  made  goods. 
Provides  for  marking  shipping  containers  of  priscm  made  goods  with  "California 
Correctional  Industries."  Present  law  requires  each  article  to  be  marked  or  stamped 
either  "San  Quentin  Prison"  or  "Folsora  Prison"  or  "California  Institution  for  Men." 

S.B.  428— REGAN,  WARD,  AND  KEATING.  (Jud.)  Amends  Sec.  2085,  adds

Requires  Director  of  Corrections  to  make  scientific  studies  of  problems  of  abnor- 
mal or  psychopathic  criminals  relating  to  treatment,  detention,  and  rehabilitation  as 
well  as  pi-evention  of  offenses.  Authorizes  director  to  contract  towards  this  end. 

Authorizes  director  to  collect  pertinent  statistics  and  information.  Requires 
public  officers  and  employees  to  furnish  same  to  director  on  request.  Appropriates 
$50,000. 

S.B.  430— COLLIER.     (Pub.  U.)    Amends  Act  6386,  the  Public  Utilities  Act,  re  dis- 
position or  encumbrance  of  public  utility  properties. 
Requires  authorization  of  Public  Utilities  Commission  for  involuntary  disposi- 
tions or  encumbrances  by  order  of  court,  as  well  as  for  voluntary  dispositions  or  encum- 
brances. 

S.B.  431— COOMBS,   O'GARA,  AND  HATFIELD.     (Gov.  Eff.)    Amends  Sec. 
13196,  Gov.  C,  re  distribution  of  Napa  State  Farm  water. 
Provides  for  equal  distribution  of  water  available  to  farm  between  farm  and 
Veterans'  Home  of  California  and  authorizes  Department  of  Finance  to  distribute  any 
surplus  water  to  Napa  State  Hospital  and  other  state  establishments  in  Napa  County. 
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S.B.  432— SALSMAN.  (Ed.)  Adds  Art.  2.5,  Ch.  2,  Div.  10,  Ed.  C,  re  state  college 
advisory  boards. 

Provides  for  appointment  h.v  Director  of  Education,  subject  to  approval  of  State 
Board  of  Education,  of  advisory  board  of  7  to  13  members,  residing  in  area  of  state 
college,  and  not  holding  salaried  educational  positions.  Terms  to  be  4  years,  one-fourth 
appointed  each  year. 

Provides  for  selection  of  chairman  by  board,  and  makes  president  of  state  college 
executive  secretary  of  board. 

Provides  that  board  shall  consult  and  advise  with  president,  re  improvement  and 
development  of  college.  Provides  for  annual  meetings  and  at  such  other  times  as  chair- 
man or  executive  secretary  designate. 

Requires  executive  secretary  to  report  to  Director  of  Education,  re  activities, 
meetings,  and  recommendations  of  board. 

S.B.  4.33— SALSMAN.  (Ed.)  Amends  Sec.  20383,  adds  Sec.  20383.5,  Ed.  C,  re 
leaves  of  absence  of  state  college  employees. 

Makes  payment  to  employee  of  difference  between  his  and  substitute's  salary 
mandatory  rather  than  permissive. 

Allows  member  with  rank  of  assistant  professor  or  higher  a  leave  of  absence  for 
6  months  with  full  pay  or  1  year  with  half  pay. 

S.B.  434— HUGH  M.  BI  RNS.  (Pub.  H.  &  S.)  Adds  Ch.  5,  Div.  3,  H.  &  S.  C,  re 
regulating  the  use  and  keeping  of  animals  for  research  and  diagnostic  pur- 
poses. 

Makes  unlawful  the  keeping  or  use  of  animals  for  research  or  diagnostic  pur- 
poses without  first  securing  approval  of  State  Department  of  Public  Health. 

Authorizes  and  requires  department  to  promulgate  rules,  including  rules  under 
which  department  shall  grant  approval  and  rules  providing  for  humane  treatment  and 
care  of  animals. 

Authorizes  department  to  revoke  or  suspend  approval.  Requires  department  to 
exercise  its  powers  in  accordance  with  the  Administrative  Procedure  Act.  Provides  for 
$25  annual  fee. 

S.B.  435— DESMOND.  (Wat.  Res.)  Amends  Act  320.  the  American  River  Flood 
Control  District  Act,  re  powers  of  district. 
Requires  district  to  give  assurances  and  commitments  that  it  will  operate,  repair 
and  maintain  any  flood  control  works  constructed  by  the  United  States  and  the  Staff 
on  north  bank  of  American  River  within  or  adjacent  to  certain  described  property 
declared  to  be  benefited  by  such  works.  Requires  annual  assessment  against  described 
property  of  sum  required  to  operate,  repair  and  maintain  works  constructed. 

S.B.  4.36— HATFIELD.  (Wat.  Res.)  Amends  Act  9125,  the  California  Water 
District  Act  to  increase  compensation  paid  directors  for  each  director's 
meeting  or  day's  service  from  $5  to  $10. 

S.B.  437— HATFIELD  AND  .TUDAH.    (L.  Gov.)    Amends  Sec.  llCll,  B.  &  P.  C, 
re  approval  of  subdivision  maps  by  local  governing  bodies. 
Requires,  instead  of  permits,  local  governing  bodies  to  impo.se  on  subdivider 
obligation  to  improve  streets  and  easements  as  condition  precedent  to  acceptance  of 
proposed  dedication  of  such  streets  and  easements. 

S.B.  438— CRITTENDEN.  (Agr.)  Amends  Sec.  1300.1a,  Ag.  C,  re  bonding 
requirements  for  processors  of  farm  products. 

Provides  that  processors  be  bonded  in  amount  dependent  on  business  done  rather 
than  in  amount  of  .$5,000.  Provides  graduated  scale  of  bond  requirements  with  minimum 
bond  of  $5,000  and  maximum  bond  of  $25,000. 

Gives  Director  of  Agriculture  power  to  examine  processor's  books  and  records  in 
order  to  determine  amount  of  business  done. 

S.B.  439— CRITTENDEN.  (Agr.)  Adds  Sec.  1157,  Ag.  C,  re  producers  of  farm 
commodities. 

Provides  that  an  unpaid  producer  of  farm  commodities  shall  have  a  preferred 
claim  and  lien  against  assets  of  bankrupt  or  insolvent  debtor. 
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S.B.  440— CRITTENDEN.  (Agr.)  Amends  Sees.  12C5  and  1266,  Ag.  C,  re  bond- 
ing requirements  for  commission  merchants  and  dealers  in  farm  products. 

Provides  that  commission  merchants  and  dealers  be  bonded  in  an  amount

S.B.  442— COLLIER.  (Trans.)  Amends  Sec.  374,  repeals  Sees.  162  and  374.5,  and 
adds  Sec.  374.5,  Veh.  C,  re  registration  of  publicly  owned  vehicles. 
Removes  from  exemption  from  registration  fees  vehicles  owned  or  leased  by 
State  and  subdivisions  thereof  and  provides  that  such  vehicles  are  liable  for  such  fees. 
Repeals  provisions  for  issuing  undercover  plates  and  for  permanent  registration  of 
vehicles  owned  by  United  States  Government,  State,  or  subdivisions  of  State. 

S.B.  443— HUGH  M.  BURNS.  (Trans.)  Amends  Sec.  44.1,  Veh.  C,  re  authorized 
emergency  vehicles. 

Expands  enumeration  of  authorized  emergency  vehicles  to  include,  under  condi- 
tions specified,  privately  owned  vehicle  operated  by  deputy  constable. 

S.B.  444— RICH  AND  SWING.    (Fin.)    Budget  Act  of  1949,  providing  for  support 
of  State  Government  for  1949-50  Fiscal  Tear. 
To  take  effect  immediately,  usual  current  expenses. 

S.B.  44.5— HUGH  M.  BURNS  AND  HATFIELD.     (B.  &  P.)    Amends  Sees.  5082 
and  5082.1,  B.  &  P.  C,  re  certain  persons  who  may  register  and  time  within 
which  certain  persons  may  register  as  public  accountants. 
Authorizes  certain  persons  serving  in  United  States  Merchant  Marine,  and 
extends  time  of  certain  persons  serving  in  the  United  States  armed  forces,  to  register 
as  public  accountants  until  3  years  after  release  from  such  service  or  January  1,  1951, 
whichever  is  later,  and  extends  time  of  persons  holding  themselves  out  as  practicing 
and  engaged  in  practice  of  public  accountancy  to  register  as  public  accountants  from

State  College  Foundation.  Appropriates  $73,000. 

S.B.  450 — HUGH  M.  BURNS.  (Gov.  E£f.)  Amends  Act  3796,  the  Alcoholic  Bev- 
erage Control  Act,  re  credit  sales  to  retail  licensees. 
Authorizes  credit  until  month  following  delivery  in  case  of  sales  to  retail  licensees, 
and  provides  for  compilation  and  publication  by  State  Board  of  Equalization  of  list  of 
delinquent  purchasers,  and  for  promulgation  and  enforcement  of  credit  regulations  by 
the  board. 

S.B.  4.51— HUGH  M.  BURNS.    (Gov.  Efif.)    Amends  Act  3796,  the  Alcoholic  Bev- 
erage Control  Act,  re  selling  prices  of  bottled  wine. 
Requires  filing  of  price  lists  with  Board  of  Equalization  and  making  of  fair 
trade  contracts,  and  prohibits  sales  at  prices  differing  from  list  prices,  and  establishes 
trading  areas. 

S.B.  452— HUGH  M.  BURNS.    (Tub.  H.  &  S.)    Amends  Sees.  1403  and  1415, 
H.  &  S.  C,  re  licensing  of  hospitals. 
Deletes  hospitals  conducted  by  counties  from  institutions  exempt  from  licensing 
provisions.  Exempts  counties  from  provision  requiring  fee  to  accompany  application 
for  license. 

S.B.  453 — MILLER.    (Ed.)    Adds  Sec.  7209,  Ed.  C,  re  county  school  service  funds. 

Provides  that  fund  and  any  property  leased  or  purchased  with  money  from  the 
fund  is  not  under  control  of  l)oard  of  supervisors.  Title  to  property  purchased  with 
such  money  is  in  the  office  of  county  superintendent  of  schools. 

S  B.  454 — COLLIER.  (Trans.)  Amends  Sec.  5392,  S.  &  H.  C,  to  require,  instead 
of  authorize,  superintendent  of  streets  to  accept  payment  due  and  give 
acquittance  of  an  assessment  and  warrant  prior  to  issuance  of  a  bond  under 
Improvement  Act  of  1911. 

S.B.  455— COLLIER.    (Trans.)    Repeals  and  adds  Sec.  372,  Veh.  C,  and  repeals 
and  adds  I't.  4,  Div.  2,  R.  &  T.  C,  re  weight  fees  imposed  on  vehicles  and 
the  vehicle  mileage  tax. 
Provides  in  Sec.  372,  Veh.  C,  for  imposition  of  weight  fees  on  electric  vehicles, 
in  separate  schedule,  and  on  other  vehicles  ranging  in  gross  weight  from  4,000  to 
16,000  pounds,  defining  gross  weight  as  weight  of  vehicle  plus  weight  of  maximum 
load  such  vehicle  may  transport.

Exempts  farm  implements  and 
vehicles  used  to  transport  them,  incidentally  operated  on  highway. 

Provides  for  issuance,  revocation,  and  reinstatement  of  permits  in  connection 
with  fees,  and  for  placing  emblems  on  vehicles  to  indicate  weight.  Provides  for  enforce- 
ment by  Board  of  Equalization  except  when  Department  of  Motor  Vehicles  is  speci- 
fied and  sets  forth  procedures  and  regulations  connected  with  tax,  including  determina- 
tions, pursuant  to  returns  filed  by  persons  subject,  and  otherwise,  penalties,  collections, 
suits  by  Attorney  General,  seizure  and  sale  pursuant  to  lien  created  by  tax,  refunds, 
and  violations. 

Creates  vehicle  mileage  tax  fund  in  which  proceeds  of  tax  are  to  be  deposited, 
and,  after  refunds,  provides  that  money  is  to  be  placed  in  Highway  Users  Tax  Fund, 
if  not  otherwise  appropriated. 

To  be  effective  January  1,  1950. 

S.B.  456— COLLIER.  (Fin.  Inst.)  Amends  Act  2305,  the  Escrow  Act,  re  exemp- 
tions from  provisions  of  act,  making  no  substantive  change. 
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S.B.  457— COLLIER.  (Fin.  Inst.)  Repeals  Sees.  750.1  and  750.2  and  adds  Sec. 
750.5,  Ins.  C,  re  regulation  of  title  insurers  and  title  companies. 
Regulates  title  companies  through  whose  offices  title  insurance  policies  or  other 
evidences  of  title  are  issued,  as  well  as  title  insurers.  Requires  filing  with  Insurance 
Commissioner,  as  well  as  printing  and  publishing,  schedule  of  charges,  which  schedule 
must  refer  to  all  charges  to  be  made.  Such  charges  to  be  effective  30  days  after  filing. 
Continues  rebates  unlawful,  simplifying  definition,  in  part,  to  be  return  of  portion  of 
scheduled  charge. 

S.B.  458 — WEYBRET.  (Gov.  Eff.)  Amends  Sec.  5003  and  heading  of  Art.  5,  Ch.  1, 
Title  1,  Pt.  3,  adds  Art.  C,  Ch.  1,  Title  1,  Pt.  3,  Pen.  C,  re  medium  security 
prisons. 

Designates  prison  established  pursuant  to  Sec.  2045,  Pen.  C,  as  "Medium 
Security  Prison  at  Soledad." 

Authorizes  Director  of  Corrections  to  establish  in  southern  part  of  state  medium 
security  type  prison  for  males,  to  be  known  as  the  Southern  California  Medium  Security 
Prison,  to  construct  and  equip  suitable  buildings  and  facilities  for  it,  to  make  rules 
for  its  government  and  management,  and  to  appoint,  subject  to  civil  service,  warden 
and  other  necessary  ofiicers  and  employees. 

Permits  any  person  under  custody  of  director  to  be  transferred  to  this  prison  in 
accordance  with  law. 

Makes  Pen.  C.  provisions  re  imprisonment  applicable  to  this  prison  and  its 
inmates. 

Adds  to  list  of  prisons  and  institutions  sul).iect  to  jurisdiction  of  Department  of 
Corrections  the  Medium  Security  Prison  at  Soledad,  the  Southern  California  Medium 
Security  Prison,  and  such  other  institutions  and  prisons  as  the  Department  of  Correc- 
tions or  the  Director  of  Corrections  may  be  authorized  by  law  to  establish. 

S.B.  459— WEYBRET.     (Soc.  Wei.)    Adds  Sec.  1755.5,  W.  &  I.  C,  re  placement  of 
persons  under  jurisdiction  of  Youth  Authority  in  institutions  within  juris- 
diction of  Department  of  Corrections. 
Authorizes  Youth  Authority  to  place  male  persons  over  age  18  subject  to  its 
custody,  control,  and  discipline  in  Medical  Facility  or  California  Institution  for  Men 
for  study,  diagnosis,  and  treatment,  and  authorizes  Director  of  Corrections  to  receive 
and  keep  such  persons  therein,  with  same  powers  as  if  persons  had  been  placed  therein 
or  transferred  thereto  pursuant  to  provisions  of  Pen.  C.  Makes  Pen  C.  provisions  re 
imprisonment  applical)le  to  such  persons,  except  that  placement  of  persons  not  other- 
wise deemed  convicted  of  crime  in  the  correctional  institutions  is  not  to  affect  their 
status  or  rights,  and  Sec.  644,  Pen.  C,  re  habitual  criminals,  is  not  to  apply  to  them. 

S.B.  460— WEYBRET.  (Soc.  Wei.)  Adds  Art.  10,  Ch.  3,  Pt.  1,  Div.  2,  W.  & 
I.  C,  re  California  Youth  Training  School. 

Establishes  intermediate  security  type  institution  for  confinement  of  males  under 
custody  of  Director  of  Corrections  and  Youth  Authority,  to  be  known  as  the  Cali- 
fornia Youth  Training  School. 

Authorizes  Youth  Authority  to  construct  and  equip  suitable  buildings  and  facili- 
ties for  the  institution,  to  make  rules  and  regulations  for  its  government  and  manage- 
ment, and  to  appoint  superintendent  and  other  necessary  officers  and  employees. 

Permits  any  male  subject  to  custody,  control,  and  discipline  of  Youth  Authority 
and  Director  of  Corrections,  respectively,  whom  the  Y'outh  Authority  believes  wiU 
be  benefited  by  confinement  therein  to  be  transferred  to  the  institution.  With  approval 
of  Youth  Authority,  Adult  Authority  may  transfer  thereto  any  minor  males  subject 
to  its  orders.  Transfers  are  not  to  affect  status  and  rights  of  persons  transferred. 
The  institution  is  to  be  deemed  prison  as  to  persons  transferred  thereto  by  Adult 
Authority,  and  provisions  of  Pen.  C.  re  imprisonment  continue  to  apply  to  such 
persons. 

Youth  Authority  is  to  have  same  powers,  duties,  and  responsibilities  in  respect 
to  the  institution  and  persons  confined  therein  that  it  has  in  respect  to  institutions 
established  for  youthful  offenders  committed  to  Y'outh  Auhority,  and  in  respect  to 
such  persons,  except  that  Youth  Authority  may  not  parole,  discharge,  or  release 
persons  under  custody  of  Director  of  Corrections,  or  transfer  such  persons  to  any 
institution,  except  to  return  them  to  custody  of  Director  of  Corrections. 

Makes  escape  or  attempted  escape  from  California  Youth  Training  School 
crime  punishable  by  confinement  in  state  prison  for  not  more  than  5  years  or  in 
county  jail  for  not  more  than  1  year. 
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S.B.  461— DONNELLY.    (B.  &  P.)    Adds  Sec.  12011.6,  and  amends  Sees.  12024.5 
and  12211,  B.  &  P.  C.,  re  containers  and  commodities,  including  meat, 
poultry,  fish  and  rabbits,  therein. 
Defines  "container"  and  provides  that  containers,  as  well  as  packages  or  amounts 
of  commodities,  may  l)e  weighed  or  measured  by  sealers.  Authorizes  sealers  to  seize 
as  evidence  or  order  packages  or  containers  o£f  sale  when  they  contain  a  less  weight 
than  represented. 

Adds  processors  to  those  persons  who  may  stamp  wrappers  or  containers  of 
poultry,  rabbits,  meat  or  fish  with  the  net  weight  of  the  contents  in  order  that  such 
commodity  may  be  sold  at  retail  without  being  re-weighed. 

S.B.  462— DONNELLY.  (B.  &  P.)  Adds  Sec.  12500.5,  amends  Sec.  12501,  B.  & 
P.  C,  re  weighing,  measuring,  or  counting  devices  and  instruments. 
Makes  it  unlawful  to  sell  or  use  for  commercial  purposes  any  weight  or  measure, 
or  any  weighing,  measuring,  or  counting  instrument  or  device  of  a  type,  design,  or 
model  that  has  not  been  approved  by  the  Director  of  Agriculture  and  sealed  and  marked 
by  the  sealer  of  the  county  in  which  it  is  used  or  sold. 

S.B.  463— DONNELLY.  (B.  &  P.)  Amends.  Sees.  12701,  12704,  12706,  and 
12707,  B.  &  P.  C,  re  public  weighmasters. 

Provides  that  Department  of  Agriculture  may,  after  hearing  as  therein  pro- 
vided, refuse  to  issue  or  may  revoke  or  refuse  to  renew  public  weighmaster  license 
or  deputy  public  weighmaster's  certificate  if  holder  thereof  has  not  capably  and 
reliably  performed  his  duties. 

Makes  it  unlawful  for  a  public  weighmaster  to  use  public  weighmaster  certifi- 
cate forms  not  approved  by  department  or  to  issue  certificate  which  does  not  contain 
all  required  information  or  to  issue  certificate  without  first  weighing,  measuring,  or 
counting  the  commodity. 

Makes  it  misdemeanor  for  any  unauthorized  person  to  possess  unused  state 
certificate  of  weights  and  measures  forms  or  to  alter  or  use  a  false  or  altered  form. 

S.B.  464— DONNELLY.    (B.  &  P.)    Amends  Sees.  20767  and  20773,  B.  &  P.  C. 
re  motor  fuel  pump  inspection  and  license  tag. 
Increases  license  fee  from  $1.50  to  $2. 

Retjuires  that  after  August  31st  of  any  fiscal  year  until  last  day  of  June  of 
said  fiscal  year  valid  license  tag  be  attached  to  fuel  pump  as  condition  to  issuance 
of  certificate  of  accuracy  by  sealers  of  weights  and  measures. 

S.B.  465— DONNELLY.  (B.  &  P.)  Amends  Sees.  20951  and  20952,  adds  Sec. 
20982,  B.  &  P.  C,  re  petroleum  products  inspection  and  enforcement. 
Provides  for  entry  and  inspection  by  county  sealers,  and  their  deputies,  and 
Department  of  Agriculture  representatives  of  premises  where  petroleum  products  are 
kept  or  stored  for  sale.  Deletes  provision  for  inspection  by  city  sealers  and  their 
deputies. 

Authorizes  court  action  to  enjoin  violation  or  threatened  violation  of  Ch.  7, 
Div.  8,  B.  &  P.  C.  regulating  dealers  of  petroleum  products. 

S.B.  466 — WARD.    (Soc.  Wei.)    Amends  Act  8780d,  the  Unemployment  Insurance 
Act,  re  employee  contributions. 
Adds  proviso  that  employer  shall  not  be  liable  for  contributions  required  of 
bim  or  his  employees  during  such  time  as  he  reasonably  and  in  good  faith  relies  on 
Sec.  7(a),  exempting  agricultural  labor,  as  the  basis  for  not  paying  such  contributions.

Act,  re  liens. 

Authorizes  Director  of  Employment  to  release  or  subordinate  any  lien  obtained 
under  act,  rather  than  only  judgment  liens. 

S.B.  468— WARD.  (Pub.  H.  &  S.)  Adds  Sec.  32100.5,  H.  &  S.  C,  re  directors 
of  local  hospital  districts. 
Provides  that  if  on  20th  day  prior  to  general  election  only  1  candidate  has  been 
nominated  for  each  vacancy  on  board  of  directors  that  board  of  supervisors  shall 
appoint  the  nominees  to  such  offices  unless  petition  signed  by  at  least  5%  of  voters 
requesting  that  such  election  be  held  has  been  filed. 
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S.B.  469 — WARD.    (L.  Gov.)    Amends  Act  9127c,  re  water  conservation  districts. 
Same  as  S.B.  4C8,  except  relates  to  water  conservation  districts. 

S.B.  470— DILWORTH.  (Ed.)  Amends  Sec.  12126,  Ed.  C,  re  requirements  for 
teacher  credentials. 

Requires  for  all  credentials,  as  alternate  to  examination  on  the  United  States 
Constitution,  2  senie.ster  units  of  work  in  the  subject  in  an.v  college  or  university  from 
which  the  Board  of  Education  accepts  undergraduate  credits. 

S.B.  471— COOMBS.     (Gov.  Eff.)    Amends  Sec.  28135,  Gov.,  C,  re  compensation 
of  supervisors  of  Yolo  County. 
Changes  salary  of  $1,500  for  services  performed  as  supervisor  and  member  of 
board  of  equalization  and  $000  for  duties  as  road  commissioner,  to  $2,100  for  all 
services  performed. 

S.B.  472— McBRIDE.  (Wat.  Res.)  Amends  Act  9123,  the  County  Waterworks 
District  Act,  re  dissolution. 

Provides  that  district  is  dissolved  where  all  of  its  works  and  system  used  for 
supplying  the  inhabitants  of  municipal  corporation  having  no  waterworks,  are  within 
boundaries  of  corporation  at  time  of  its  incorporation. 

Provides  that  property  of  district  becomes  that  of  corporation  and  corporation 
becomes  solely  responsible  for  any  bonds  of  district  outstanding  at  time  of  incorpora- 
tion. Requires  cancellation  of  any  district  bonds  voted  but  not  issued  and  sold. 

S.B.  473— DONNELLY  AND  HATFIELD.    (Trans.)    Adds  Sec.  615,  S.  &  H.  C, 
re  new  route  in  State  Highway  System  from  Grapevine  to  Altamont. 
Adds  new  route  or,  alternatively,  authorizes  Department  of  Public  Works  to 
establish  toll  road,  between  those  points. 

S.B.  474— HATFIELD.  (Gov.  Eff.)  Amends  Sec.  12302,  Gov.  C,  increasing 
salaries  of  Deputy  State  Treasurer  from  $6,800  to  $8,000,  and  cashier 
from  $5,000  to  $6,000. 

S.B.  475— HATFIELD.  (Agr.)  Amends  Sec.  1023,  adds  Sec.  1023.1,  Ag.  C,  re 
commercial  fertilizers  and  agricultural  minerals. 

Deletes  requirement  that  tag  or  label  on  commercial  fertilizers  or  agricultural 
minerals  state  place  of  manufacture  or  production. 

Provides  that  label  or  tag  on  containers  of  liquid  commercial  fertilizer  con- 
taining 1  gallon  or  more  state  the  pounds  per  gallon  of  nitrogen,  available  phosphoric 
acid,  and  soluble  potash. 

S.B.  476 — HATFIELD.  (Trans.)  Amends  Act  3303r,  the  County  Highway  Aid 
Act  of  1945,  to  distribute  moneys  made  available  to  the  State  by  the 
Federal-Aid  Highway  Act  of  1948  to  counties  pursuant  to  Section  1  of 
that  act. 

S.B.  477— HATFIELD.  (Agr.)  Adds  Art.  4,  Ch.  7,  Div.  5,  Ag.  C,  re  use  of 
hazardous  material  in  agricultural  operations. 

Authorizes  Director  of  Agriculture  to  make  rules  and  regulations  governing  use 
in  agricultural  operations  of  material  hazardous  to  persons,  animals,  or  crops  other 
than  pest  or  vegetation  it  is  used  to  destroy. 

Makes  it  unlawful  for  any  person  to  use  hazardous  materials,  the  use  of  which 
has  been  regulated,  without  securing  a  permit  from  county  agricultural  commissioner 
who  may  require  such  person  to  furnish  proof  of  his  ability  to  respond  in  damages  for 
any  foreseeable  injury  from  such  use. 

To  become  effective  on  January  1, 1950. 

S.B.  478 — HATFIELD.    (Agr.)    Amends  Sec.  150,  Ag.  C,  re  pest  control  operators. 

Defines  "pest  control."  Provides  issuance  of  agricultural  pest  control  operators 
certificates  shall  be  made  by  Director  of  Agriculture,  rather  than  county  agricultural 
commissioners  and  that  director  may,  after  hearing,  refuse  to  renew  any  license  for 
violation  of  rules.  Provides  an  annual  fee  of  $15  shall  be  paid  by  persons  regularly 
engaged  in  said  business. 

Provides  that  all  persons  operating  aircraft  in  pest  control  for  hire  shall  be 
classified  as  agricultural  pest  control  operators. 
To  become  effective  January  1,  1950. 
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S.B.  479 — SWING.  (L.  Gov.)  Amends  Act  6850,  the  San  Bernardino  County  Flood 
Control  Act,  re  creation  of  special  zones. 

Authorizes  creation  of  special  zones  within  any  zone  described  in  district  act 
for  purpose  of  constructing  project  of  special  benefit  only  lo  such  special  zone. 

Provides  for  public  hearing,  after  notice,  concerning  any  proposed  special  zone, 
prior  to  its  creation. 

Authorizes  special  tax  on  lands  in  special  zone  for  construction  and  maintenance 
of  project,  to  be  expended  only  within  such  zone  and  for  purposes  specified  in  heariii;; 
notice. 

S.B.  480 — WILLIAMS.    (Trans.)    Amends  Sec.  3.32,  Veh.  C,  re  driving  motor 
vehicles  when  license  to  operate  has  been  refused,  suspended,  or  revoked. 
Establishes  $25  fine  as  minimum  punishment  for  violation. 

S.B.  481— RICH  AND  SWING.    (Rev.  &  Tax.)    Amends  Sec.  3952,  R.  &  T.  C,  re 
quiet  title  actions  as  to  tax  deeded  property. 
Permits  joinder  of  heirs  and  devisees  of  person  "alleged  in  the  complaint  to  be" 
dead,  whereas  present  language  might  be  construed  as  requiring  positive  knowledge  of 
fact  of  death  before  such  joinder  is  authorized. 

S.B.  482— RICH  AND  SWING.  (L.  Gov.)  Amends  Sec.  3476a,  Pol.  C,  re  recla- 
mation district  assessments. 
Deletes,  as  prerequisite  to  cancellation  of  any  or  all  of  an  unnecessary  assess- 
ment levied  for  a  particular  or  specified  purpose,  that  it  appear  from  a  report  by 
commissioners  appointe<l  to  levy  the  assessment  to  the  board  of  trustees  that  assess- 
ment was  so  levied.  Authorizes  cancellation  of  interest  as  well  as  assessment. 

S.B.  483 — DILLINGER.  (Soc.  Wei.)  New  act,  re  low  cost  housing  units  by  state 
and  local  agencies. 

Authorizes  State  to  acquire  low  cost  portable  housing  units.  Maximum  cost  to 
State  of  unit  is  to  be  .$2,000.  Authorizes  erection  and  management  of  such  units  by  local 
governmental  agencies  pursuant  to  agreements  between  agency  and  State. 

Prescribes  terms  and  conditions  of  such  agreements. 

Appropriates  $4,000,000  to  Department  of  Public  Works. 

S.B.  484— HATFIELD.    (Trans.)    Amends  Sec.  142,  Veh.  C,  re  exemptions  from 
registration  requirements. 
Expands  enumeration  of  vehicles  exempt  from  registration  to  include,  as  an 
exempt  implement  of  husbandry,  van  used  in  harvesting  cotton,  if  operated  only  inci- 
dentally on  highway. 

S.B.  485— HATFIELD.  (Agr.)  Adds  Ch.  la,  Div.  2,  repeals  Sec.  150,  Ag.  C,  re 
agricultural  pest  control  operators. 

Provides  that  the  Director  of  Agriculture  shall  license  persons  engaged  in,  and 
regulate  the  l)usiness  of,  agricultural  pest  control  as  therein  defined.  Provides  for  an 
annual  license  fee  of  $15  for  per.son  regularly  engaged  in  such  business. 

Gives  the  county  agricultural  commissioner  of  each  county  power  to  promulgate 
additional  rules  and  regulations,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  director,  and  to  issue 
certificates  of  qualification,  and  makes  it  unlawful  for  any  licensee  to  operate  in  any 
county  without  first  registering  with  the  commissioner  or  to  fail  to  keep  the  required 
records. 

To  become  effective  January  1,  1950. 

S.B.  486— DILLINGER.  (Gov.  Eff.)  Amends  and  adds  various  Sees.,  Ed.  C,  re 
State  Teachers'  Retirement  System. 

Authorizes  Retirement  Board  to  apply  excess  sale  price  of  securities  sold  to 
reduce  book  value  of  securties  purchased  under  prescribed  conditions. 

Permits  board  to  join  associations  of  retirement  systems. 

Permits  teachers  employed  in  enumerated  state  schools  and  persons  employed 
in  Surplus  Property  Agency  of  Department  of  Education  to  transfer  from  State 
Employees'  Retirement  System  to  State  Teachers'  Retirement  prior  to  Jan.  1,  1950. 

Excludes  from  membership  persons  entitled  to  less  than  10  years  of  credit  in 
teachers'  system  and  who  become  members  of  another  retirement  system,  except  district 
system,  and  provides  that  members  of  such  system  who  continue  membership  in 
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teachers'  system  shall  not  make  contributions  or  receive  credit  for  service  credited 
to  other  system. 

Provides  that  person  who  has  election  to  join  teachers'  system  or  another  system, 
and  who  elects  to  join  teachers'  system  or  receives  credit  for  time  served  in  that  sytsera 
is  not  excluded. 

Existing  law  permits  retirement  at  any  time,  unless  last  day  of  service  was 
rendered  prior  to  Oct.  1,  1947.  Bill  permits  retirement  at  any  time  of  person  whose  last 
day  of  service  was  prior  to  Oct.  1,  1947,  followed  by  entrance  into  another  retirement 
system  to  which  the  State  contributes. 

In  case  of  disability  retirement,  limits  right  to  require  medical  examination  to 
persons  who  have  not  attained  age  58,  and  provides  that  disability  retirement  does  not 
terminate  status  as  permanent  employee. 

Provides  that  retirement  allowance  for  .service  or  disability  based  on  service  prior 
to  July  1,  1944,  when  added  to  retirement  allowance  from  local  retirement  system, 
shall  at  least  equal  retirement  allowance  under  teachers'  system  of  persons  who  are 
not  members  of  local  system.  Applies  this  formula  to  persons  who  have  retired  and 
reentered  the  system. 

IMalies  provisions  of  Uniform  Simultaneous  Death  Act  applicable  to  money  pay- 
able under  this  system. 

Makes  clarifying  changes  in  procedures  of  board. 

S.B.  487— HATFIELD.    (Fin.)    Appropriates  .'P734,100  to  Regents  of  University  of 
California  for  Institute  of  Transportation  and  Traffic  Engineering. 
Limits  to  $340,000  the  amount  expendable  for  operation  of  institute,  1949-1950, 
and  limits  to  $387,500  amount  expendable  for  facilities. 

S.B.  488— HATFIELD.  (Wat.  Res.)  Amends  Sec.  7001,  Wat.  C,  re  joint  use  of 
conduits. 

Provides  that  liability  of  joint  users  of  drainage  ditch  for  its  maintenance  and 
repair  is  proportionate  to  amount  of  land  being  drained  by  it  where  such  users  or  their 
grantors  have  contributed  to  its  construction  cost. 

S.B.  489— HATFIELD.    (Trans.)    Adds  Sec.  372.1,  Veh.  C,  re  vehicle  weight  fees. 

Permits,  upon  application,  payment  of  service  charge,  and  posting  bond,  payment 
of  weight  fees  in  quarterly  installments  and  provides  penalty  for  late  payment  of 
installments. 

S.B.  490— HATFIELD.  (Trans.)  Adds  Sec.  373.1,  Veh.  C,  re  vehicle  weight  fees 
for  stated  period. 

Establishes  system,  subject  to  regulation  by  Department  of  Motor  Vehicles, 
whereby  weight  fees  may  be  paid  for  a  stated  period  at  monthly  and  quarterly  rates 
for  vehicles  used  only  seasonally  in  agricultural  operations.  Requires  issuance  of  distinc- 
tive plates  for  such  vehicles. 

S.B.  491 — WARD.  (Trans.)  Amends  Sec.  459,  Veh.  C,  re  regulatory  powers  of 
local  authorities. 

Provides  that  legislative  action  by  local  authorities  affecting  any  state  highway 
in  various  ways,  instead  of,  as  at  present,  state  highways  within  city  only,  shall  be 
ineffective  until  approved  by  Department  of  Public  Works. 

S.B.  492— WARD.  (Trans.)  Amends  Sees.  511.2,  511.3,  and  511.G,  Veh.  C,  re 
power  to  alter  prima  facie  speed  limits. 

Permits  local  authorities,  as  well  as  Department  of  Public  Works,  to  reduce, 
pursuant  to  traffic  survey,  prima  facie  speed  limit  to  not  less  than  25  miles  per  hour 
on  2,000  foot  or  less  portion  of  highway  which  links  business  or  residence  districts, 
but  restricts  local  action  to  other  than  state  highways. 

Substitutes  power  of  local  authorities  to  decrease  speed  limit  on  any  highway 
other  than  state  highway  for  power  to  do  such  within  an  incorporated  city  or  city 
and  county  only  but  prohibits  reduction  on  such  highway  if  an  extension  of  state 
highway. 

Expands  present  power  of  Department  of  Public  Works  to  decrease,  after  its  own 
survey,  speed  limit  on  highways  within  incorporated  city  or  cities  and  counties  to 
extend  to  any  street  or  highway. 
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S.B.  493— WARD.     (Jud.)    Adds  Sec.  48.5,  Civ.  C,  re  defamation  by  radio. 

Defines  "radio,"  "radio  broadcast,"  and  "broadcast"  to  include  both  visual  and 
sound  radio  broadcasting. 

Provides  that  owner,  licensee,  operator,  agent  or  employee  of  radio  station  shall 
not  be  liable  for  any  defamatory  statements  or  matter  broadcast  when  published  or 
uttered  by  some  other  person,  unless  failure  to  use  due  care  to  prevent  such  publica- 
tion or  utterance  is  alleged  and  proved. 

Provides  that  any  owner,  licensee,  operator,  agent  or  employee  of  radio  station 
or  network  of  stations,  except  owner,  licensee  or  operator  of  station  or  stations  origi- 
nating broadcast,  shall  not  be  liable  for  damages  for  any  defamatory  statements  or 
matters  published  or  uttered  over  facOities  of  a  network  of  stations. 

Exempts  owner,  licensee,  operator,  agent  or  employee  of  radio  station  or  network 
of  stations  from  liability  for  any  broadcast  defamatory  statements  or  matter  published 
or  uttered  by  or  on  behalf  of  any  candidate  for  public  office. 

S.B.  494 — BREED.    (B.  &  P.)    Repeals  Sec.  5082.1  and  amends  Sees.  5060,  5061, 
5082,  and  5097,  B.  &  P.  C,  re  regulation  of  practice  of  public  accountancy 
by  partner.ships,  eligibility  to  register  as  public  accountant,  and  power 
of  State  Board  of  Accountancy. 
Adds  partnerships  to  "persons"  who  are  subject  to  certain  provisions  regulat- 
ing practice  of  public  accountancy. 

Changes  and  increases  the  number  of  requirements  that  person  must  meet  in 
order  to  register  as  public  accountant. 

Authorizes  the  board  to  use  the  uniform  examination  and  grading  service  of 
American  Institute  of  Accountants. 

S.B.  495 — SUTTON.  (Gov.  EfE.)  Appropriates  $100,000  for  construction  and 
maintenance  of  state  armory  in  Willows,  Glenn  County. 

S.B.  496 — SUTTON.  (Agr.)  Amends  and  adds  various  Sees.,  Ag.  C,  re  Cheddar, 
American,  Colby,  Cottage,  Cold  Pack,  Skim,  Hoop,  and  other  cheeses. 

Provides  that  Cheddar  or  American  cheese  and  Granular  or  Colby  cheese  shall 
contain  not  less  than  50  percent  milk  fat  in  its  water-free  substance. 

Provides  that  creamed  or  uncrearaed  cottage  cheese  shall  contain  not  more  than 
80  percent  of  moisture  at  time  of  sale  to  consumer. 

Deletes  provision  which  provides  that  cold  pack  cheese  or  cold  pack  cheese  food 
be  sold  to  the  consumer  in  original  unopened  package  which  shall  contain  not  more 
than  2  pounds. 

Makes  it  unlawful  to  have  any  cheese  unless  it  is  pasteurized  or  made  from 
pasteurized  milk  products,  except  cheese  which  has  been  allowed  to  ripen  for  60  days, 
for  any  purpose  other  than  curing,  aging,  processing,  transportation  or  storage. 

Adds  creamed  and  uncreamed  cottage  cheeses  to  tho.se  excepted  from  labeling 
requirements.  Provides  that  cheese  made  from  pasteurized  products  or  pasteurized 
cheese  be  so  labeled.  Provides  that  all  cheese  which  has  been  so  covered  or  treated 
that  original  labels  are  obscured  shall  be  relabeled. 

Provides  that  cheese  which  has  been  cured  for  at  least  60  days,  as  well  as  cheese 
made  from  pasteurized  products  or  pasteurized  cheese,  may  be  cut  and  wrapped  or 
packaged  into  individual  consumers  package.  Provides  that  all  cheese  sold  in  individual 
consumers  packages,  except  cottage  cheese,  must  be  labeled  with  the  words  "part 
skim"  or  "skim"  when  made  from  such  products  and  deletes  grated  cheese,  swiss 
cheese,  and  blue  mold  cheese  from  those  cheeses  to  which  this  provision  does  not  apply. 

Provides  that  cottage  cheese  and  special  varieties  of  cheese  for  which  moisture 
standards  are  established  by  director  may  contain  more  than  32  percent  of  moisture. 

Classifies  "Hoop  cheese"  as  a  type  of  uncreamed  cottage  cheese  prepared  into 
forms  and  that  it  shall  contain  not  more  than  80  percent  moisture  when  sold  to  the 
consumer. 

S.B.  497— DORSET.  (.Tud.)  Amends  Sees.  749  and  751,  C.  C.  P.,  re  conflicting 
claims  to  real  property. 
Present  law  authorizes  suit  to  determine  adverse  claims  to  and  clouds  upon  title 
after  20  years  possession,  and  provides  judgment  shall  not  be  conclusive  as  against 
any  person  with  claim  which  has  arisen  or  been  created  within  20  years  prior  to 
complaint,  with  exceptions.  Bill  changes  time  limit  to  10  years. 

S.B.  498— PARKMAX.  (Elec.)  Amends  Sec.  2803,  Elee.  C,  re  delegates  to  state 
conventions,  making  no  substantive  change. 
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S.B.  499— PARKMAN.  (Elec.)  Amends  Sec.  2804,  Elec.  C,  re  appointments  of 
members  to  state  central  committees,  making  no  substantive  change. 

S.B.  500 — PARKMAN.  (Elec.)  Amends  Sec.  2791,  Elec.  C,  re  state  conventions, 
making  no  substantive  change. 

S.B.  501— PARKIMAN.  (Elec.)  Amends  Sec.  2792,  Elec.  C,  re  state  conventions, 
making  no  substantive  change. 

S.B.  502— PARKMAN.  (Elec.)  Amends  Sec.  2793,  Elec.  C,  re  membership  in 
state  conventions,  making  no  substantive  change. 

S.B.  503— PARKMAN.  (Elec.)  Amends  Sec.  2802,  Elec.  C,  re  state  central  com- 
mittees, making  no  substantive  change. 

S  B.  504— WATSON.    (F.  &G.)    Amends  Sec.  1201,  P.  &  G.  C,  re  pheasants. 
Changes  beginning  of  hunting  day  from  sunrise  to  8  a.m. 
Limits  possession  of  pheasants  to  2  per  day. 

S.B.  505 — WATSON.  (Lab.)  Amends  Sec.  3212,  Lab.  C,  re  workmen's  compensa- 
tion. 

Adds  to  clas.ses  of  public  employees  to  whom  hernia,  heart  trouble  or  pneumonia 
manifesting  itself  or  developing  while  such  employees  are  in  service,  is  presumptively, 
in  the  absence  of  evidence  to  the  contrary,  compensable  under  the  workmen's  compen- 
sation laws :  members  of  the  Bureau  of  Patrol  and  Law  Enforcement  of  the  Division 
of  Fish  and  Game  of  the  Department  of  Natural  Resources. 

S.B.  50(5 — WATSON.     (Gov.  Eff.)    Amends  Act  3796,  the  Alcoholic  Beverage  Con- 
trol Act,  re  illumination  of  on-sale  premises. 
Provides  for  minimum  intensity  of  illumination  of  2  foot  candles  at  30  inches 
from  floor  for  ou-sale  premises,  and  penalties  for  failure  to  maintain  such  minimum 
intensity. 

S.B.  507— WATSON.  (Gov.  Eff.)  Adds  Sec.  18955,  Gov.  C,  re  state  civil  service 
examination  credits. 

Provides  that  in  promotional  examinations  for  positions  in  Bureau  of  Patrol 
and  Law  Enforcement,  Division  of  Fish  and  Game,  Department  of  Natural  Resources, 
competitor  is  allowed  additional  i  point  credit  for  each  year  served  in  next  lower  grade. 

S.B.  508— WATSON.     (F.  &  G.)    Amends  Sec.  1200  F.  &  G.  C,  re  quail  hunting. 

Changes  closing  date  of  season  from  December  15  to  December  18,  and  beginning 
of  hunting  day  from  10  a.m.  to  8  a.m.,  except  for  opening  day  ;  bag  limit  from  10  to  8 
per  day,  and  from  20  to  16  per  week. 

S.B.  509— WATSON.  (Wat.  Res.)  Amends  Act  5683,  the  Orange  County  Water 
District  Act,  excluding  certain  described  lands  from  district  and  releasing 
them  from  any  lien  or  assessment  of  the  district  for  1949-1950  and  there- 
after. 

To  take  effect  immediately,  urgency  measure. 

S.B.  510— HUGH  M.  BURNS  AND  OTHERS.     (B.  &  P.)    Adds  Sec.  5286.1,  B.  & 
P.  C,  re  outdoor  advertising. 
Prohibits  advertising  structures  within  500  feet  of  landscaped  freeway.  Defines 
"landscaped  freeway." 

S.B.  511— WEYBRET.    (Agr.)    Appropriates  $30,000  to  Regents  of  University  of 
California  for  conducting  research  work  on  Oriental  fruit  flies. 
To  take  effect  immediately,  urgency  measure. 

S.B.  512— DILWORTH  AND  OTHERS.  (Gov.  Eff.)  Appropriates  $19,875,000 
to  Regents  of  University  of  California  for  acquisition  of  land,  construction, 
improvements,  and  equipment  at  the  several  campuses. 
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S.B.  513 — HATFIELD.  (Gov.  Eff.)  Repeals  Sec.  20025,  Gov.  C,  re  computations 
under  State  Employees'  Retirement  System  where  compensation  of  mem- 
ber is  a  factor. 

Sec.  20025,  Gov.  C,  now  provides  that  where  compensation  of  member  is  factor 
in  any  computation,  there  .shall  be  excluded,  as  to  any  period  of  service  prior  to 
October  1,  1947,  any  compen.sation  in  excess  of  $416.66  per  month,  unless  prior  to 
July  1,  1948,  member  elects  to  contribute,  and  thereafter  contributes,  the  additional 
amount  which  he  would  have  coutributed  as  part  of  normal  contributions  if  entire 
compensation  earnable  by  him  had  been  subject  to  contribution  during  entire  period 
of  his  membership  prior  to  October  1,  1947,  plus  interest. 

The  bill  repeals  this  provision,  thus  providing  for  inclusion  of  entire  compensation 
in  such  computations  irrespective  of  payment  of  such  optional  contributions,  and  pro- 
vides that  such  optional  contributions  already  made  are  to  be  refunded  or  credited 
to  member's  account  as  additional  contributions.

Creates  Senate  Contingent  Fund  in  State  Treasury.  Provides  for  deposit  therein 
of  appropriations  for  Senate  expenses,  to  be  disbursed  pursuant  to  direction  of  Senate 
or  by  continuing  Senate  Committee  on  Rules  when  so  authorized  by  Senate. 

S.B.  515— TENNEY  AND  OTHERS.    (Gov.  Eff.)    Adds  Sec.  1106,  Lab.  C,  re 

Communistic  and  subversive  employees. 

Defines  '"Communism"  and  "Communist"  as  defined  in  S.B.  129. 

Declares  any  person  affiliated  with  Communist  Party  or  any  organization  advo- 
cating Communism  or  which  has  for  an  object  the  overthrow  of  present  government 
of  United  States  or  any  state,  territory  or  possession  thereof  by  unlawful  means,  a 
subversive  element. 

Permits  employer  engaged,  as  contractor  or  subcontractor,  in  production  of  goods 
or  agricultural  produce  for  national  defense  for  United  States  or  any  department  or 
agency  thereof,  when  acting  pursuant  to  any  federal  law,  rule,  regulation  or  contract, 
to  refuse  to  hire  or  to  discharge  any  Communist  or  person  who,  through  his  act.s,  words 
or  conduct,  furnishes  reasonable  grounds  for  belief  that  he  is  a  Communist  or  affiliated 
with  the  Communist  Party. 

Authorizes  such  employer  to  require  any  applicant  or  employee  to  file  afiidavits 
-stating  facts  showing  whether  such  person  is  a  Communist  or  a  subversive  element. 

Provides  that  provision  of  law  relating  to  perjury  and  punishment  therefor  is 
applicable  to  all  persons  making  and  delivering  false  statements  in  required  affidavits. 

S.B.  516— TENNEY  AND  OTHERS.  (Lab.)  Adds  Sec.  1018,  Lab.  C,  re  mem- 
bership in  labor  organizations. 

Defines  "Communism"  and  "Communist"  as  defined  in  S.B.  129. 

Declares  any  person  affilicated  with  Communist  Party  or  any  organization 
advocating  Communism  or  has  for  an  object,  the  overthrow  of  the  present  Govern- 
ment of  the  United  States  or  any  state,  territory  or  possession  thereof  by  unlawful 
means,  a  subversive  element. 

Permits  labor  organizations  to  refuse  membership  to  any  person,  or  to  expel 
any  member,  who  is  a  Communist  or  who,  through  his  acts,  words  or  conduct,  furnishes 
reasonable  grounds  for  belief  that  he  is  a  Communist  or  is  affiliated  with  the  Com- 
munist Party. 

Authorizes  labor  organizations  to  require  an  applicant  for  membership  or  a 
member  to  file  affidavits  stating  facts  showing  whether  such  person  is  a  Communist 
or  a  subversive  element. 

Provides  that  provisions  of  law  relating  to  perjury  and  punishment  therefor  is 
applicable  to  all  persons  making  and  delivering  false  statements  in  required  aflSdavits. 
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S.B.  517 — HATFIELD.     (Gov.  Eff.)    Appropriates  $1,500  for  support  of  Board  of 
Administration  of  State  Employees'  Retirement  System  during  1948-1949 
Fiscal  Year,  for  administration  of  Legislators'  Retirement  System. 
To  take  effect  immediately,  usual  current  expenses. 

S.B.  518— HATFIELD.    (Gov.  EfE.)    Appropriates  $7,000  for  support  of  Board  of 
Administration  of  State  Employees'  Retirement  System  during  1949-1950 
Fiscal  Year,  for  administration  of  Legislators'  Retirement  System. 
To  take  effect  immediately,  usual  current  expenses. 

S.B.  519 — HATFIELD.  (F.  &  G.)  Repeals  and  adds  Sees.  1270  and  1272  and  adds 
Sec.  1271,  F.  &  G.  C,  re  seasons  and  bag  limits  for  deer. 

Provides  for  .3  open  seasons  for  different  areas,  naming  them  North  Coast  and 
South  Coast  Areas  and  balance  of  State,  considerably  altering  the  territory  affected 
and  changing  open  season. 

Makes  general  bag  limit  1  deer  and  defines  areas  in  which  2  deer  may  be  taken, 
providing  that  resident  of  1-deer  area  may  take  1  deer  there  and  1  deer  in  2-deer  area. 

Prohibits  taking  or  possessing  forked-horn  deer  in  additional  area. 

S.B.  520— HATFIELD.  (F.  &  G.)  Amends  See.  610,  F.  &  G.  C,  re  trout,  salmon, 
and  whitefish. 

Provides  for  aggregate  limit  of  15  or  10  pounds  and  1  fish.  Makes  season  from  1st 
Saturday,  rather  than  1st,  of  May  to  October  31. 

S.B.  521— HATFIELD.     (F.  &  G.)    Amends  Sec.  1201,  F.  &  G.  C,  re  open  season 
and  bag  limit  for  pheasants. 
Expands  open  season  for  pheasants  by  2  days  and  reduces  number  of  pheasants 
that  may  be  possessed  from  2  during  opening  day  and  4  during  any  other  day  in  season 
to  2  during  any  one  day. 

S.B.  522— HATFIELD.  (F.  &  G.)  Adds  Sec.  1159,  F.  &  G.  C,  re  regulation  of 
firearms  and  cartridges. 
Prohibits  use  of  shotguns  capable  of  loading  more  than  3  shells  at  one  time  and 
use  of  rifles  for  taking  certain  small  game.  Prohibits  use  of  certain  cartridges  in  taking 
big  game  and  specifies  minimum  size  of  rifles  and  cartridges  for  hunting  certain  types  of 
big  game.

Authorizes  boards  of  supervisors  to  make  stock  trails  of,  rather  than  abandon, 
unnecessary  county  highways.  Provides  for  iwsting  notices  to  drive  loose  stock  on  such 
trails.  Operation  of  motor  vehicles  on  such  stock  trails  is  forbidden. 

S.B.  525— HATFIELD.    (Trans.)    Amends  Sec.  954,  S.  &  H.  C,  re  creation  and 
designation  of  stock  trails. 
See  digest,  S.B.  524 — apparently  identical. 

S.B.  526— HATFIELD.    (Trans.)    Amends  Sec.  943,  S.  &  H.  C,  re  stock  trails. 

Authorizes  boards  of  supervisors  to  construct  and  maintain  stock  trails  paralleling 
county  highways,  to  retain  and  maintain  rights  of  way  in  superseded  county  highways 
for  such  trails,  and  to  restrict  use  thereof  to  livestock. 

S.B.  527— HATFIELD.    (Trans.)    Amends  Sec.  943,  S.  &  H.  C,  re  stock  trails. 
See  digest,  S.B.  526 — apparently  identical. 

S.B.  528— COLLIER.  (Trans.)  Amends  Sees.  303  and  346,  S.  &  H.  C,  re  Routes 
3  and  46  in  State  Highway  System. 
Deletes:  (1)  provision  that  bridge  across  Yuba  River  at  Marysville  and  bridge 
across  Feather  River  between  Marysville  and  Yuba  City  are  to  be  supervised  and, 
maintained  by  Department  of  Public  Works  ;  (2)  provision  that  obligation  to  maintain 
Feather  River  l)ridge  is  that  imposed  on  counties  of  Yuba  and  Sutter  by  contract  with 
railroad  company  existing  on  August  14,  1931 ;  (3)  provision  that  State's  interest  in 
bridge  may  be  relinquished  to  said  counties.

Present  law  requires  proof  the  insane  spouse  has  been  confined  under  certain 
provisions  of  W.  &  I.  C.  or  Pen.  C.  Bill  adds  alternative  of  confinement  under  provision 
of  Federal  statute  or  rules  or  regulations  pursuant  thereto. 

S.B.  53&— TENNEY.    (L.  Gov.)    Amends  Sec.  261,  C.  C.  P.,  re  court  commissioners 
of  superior  court  in  counties  having  population  of  2,0(K),0(K)  and  over.

Increases  salaries  and  provides  for  appointment  of  additional  employees  by 
majority  of  judges. 

Amends  Sec.  204h,  C.  C.  P.,  re  salaries  of  secre- 
tary of  judges  of  superior  court  who  acts  as  jury  commissioner  and  his 
assistants  in  counties  over  2,000,000.

from  $450  to  $550,  and  of  assistants  from  $400  to  $485.

C,  re  Saturday  closing  of 
municipal  courts. 

Provides  every  Saturday  is  holiday,  except  as  provided  by  Sec.  28a  of  Act  5238, 
the  Municipal  Court  Act  of  1925,  with  reference  to  Los  Angeles  Court. 

S.B.  549— O'GARA  AND  OTHERS.    (Trans.)    Amends  Sec.  374  and  adds  Sec. 

381.1,  Veh.  C,  and  amends  Sec.  107S2,  R.  &  T.  C,  re  exemption  from 
registration,  vehicle  license,  and  operators'  license  fees,  of  veterans  who 
have  suffered  major  amputations. 

S.B.  550— BROWN.  (L.  Gov.)  Amends  Sec.  28152,  Gov.  C,  re  compensation  of 
public  officers  in  Inyo  County.

C,  re  county  participa- 
tion in  centennial  celebrations. 

Authorizes  county  participation  in  public  celebrations  and  exhibits  of  patriotic, 
educational,  or  economic  value  durins  1949  and  1950,  and  makes  cost  of  participation 
county  charge  to  be  paid  directly  or  through  contracts. 

To  take  effect  immediately,  urgency  measure. 

S.B.  553 — WEYBRET.  (Agr.)  Appropriates  unspecified  sum  to  Department  of 
Agriculture  to  prevent  introduction  and  spread  of  injurious  agricultural 
pests. 

Authorizes  expenditure  only  upon  showing  by  Director  of  Agriculture  that  more 
intensive  inspection,  surveys  and  investigational  procedures  are  necessary  to  safeguard 
agricultural  industry.

Authorizes  Department  of  Public  AVorks  and  California  Toll  Bridge  Authority 
to  acquire  said  bridges  by  purchase  or  condemnation  under  California  Toll  Bridge 
Authority  Act ;  outstanding  l)on(Is,  cost  of  operation,  compliance  with  orders  of  United 
States  agency  and  insurance  while  bonds  are  outstanding  to  be  paid  from  tolls  and 
cost  of  maintenance  from  funds  available  for  state  highway  maintenance. 

Includes  San  Mateo-Hayward  Bridge  in  Route  105  and  the  Dumbarton  Bridge  in 
Route  107,  of  the  State  Highway  System,  when  acquired. 

S.B.  555— DILWORTH.  (Gov.  Eff.)  Amends  Sees.  20921  and  20922,  Gov.  C,  re 
crediting  members  of  State  Employees'  Retirement  System  with  state  serv- 
ice for  time  in  federal  service. 

Present  law  includes  among  conditions  of  eligibility  to  receive  credit  as  state 
service  for  time  in  federal  service,  that  mend)er  must  have  been  reemployed,  within  30 
days  after  his  separation  from  federal  service,  by  same  state  agency  from  which  he  was 
formerly  laid  off.  Bill  revises  this  to  include  persons  employed  within  prescribed  period 
by  any  state  agency. 

Extends  from  January  1,  1948,  to  January  1,  1950,  time  within  which  member 
may  elect  to  make  contributions  entitling  him  to  credit  for  federal  service  as  state 
service.

C,  to  change  salary 
of  judge  of  Superior  Court  in  Del  Norte  County  from  $7,750  to  unspeci- 
fied sum. 

S.B.  558— COLLIER.    (F.  &  G.)    Adds  Sec.  16.5,  F.  &  G.  C,  re  opening  of  refuges. 

Requires  public  hearing  and  publication  of  notice  thereof  when  game  refuges  in 
District  If  are  opened  for  taking  deer. 

S.B.  559— COLLIER.    (Ed.)    Amends  heading  Ch.  3,  Div.  10,  and  adds  Sees.  20656 
and  20657,  Ed.  C,  re  California  State  Polytechnic  College. 
Establishes  Mt.  Shasta  Polytechnic  School  at  town  of  Mt.  Shasta  as  2-year 
nondegree  branch  of  California  State  Polytechnic  College.  Appropriates  $500,000  from 
State  College  Fund  to  Department  of  Education  for  purpose. 
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S.B.  560— WILLIAMS.  (L.  Gov.)  Amends  Sec.  27264,  Gov.  C,  to  permit  record- 
ing land  patents  in  "general  indices"  as  well  as  in  "Record  of  Patents"  as 
is  now  provided.

Prohibits  coercive  acts  to  compel  an  employer  to  employ  more  persons  than  are 
needed  to  perform  actual  services  necessary  for  conduct  of  Isusiness.  Declares  such  acts 
constitute  "feather-bedding." 

S.B.  564— WILLIAMS.  (Wat.  Res.)  Amends  Act  9127a,  the  Water  Conservation 
Act  of  1927,  re  powers  of  water  conservation  districts. 

Authorizes  district  to  conserve  and  store  water  in  surface  reservoirs  and  to  acquire 
dams  and  reservoirs  for  that  purpose.

Grants  districts  all  powers  and  authority  of  irrigation  districts,  subject  to  all 
provisions  of  Irrigation  District  Law,  e.\cept  where  inconsistent  with  Act.  Provides 
that  a  district  shall  be  deemed  irrigation  district  for  purpose  of  such  act. 

S.B.  565— REGAN,  WARD,  AND  KEATING.  (Jud.)  Adds  Sec.  5004,  Pen.  C, 
re  mutual  police  aid  agreements. 

Authorizes  Director  of  Corrections  and  legislative  body  of  any  county  or  city  to 
enter  into  mutual  police  aid  agreements  under  which  director  may  authorize  state 
prison  and  institution  employees  to  cooperate  with  local  police  officers  in  emergencies. 

Provides  that  during  such  time,  employees  are  to  have  benefits  of  workmen's 
compensation,  retirement,  and  similar  laws  and  shall  be  deemed  engaged  in  official 
duties. 

S.B.  566— MAYO  AND  BROWN.  (Soc.  Wei.)  Amends  Act  8780d,  the  Unemploy- 
ment Insurance  Act.  re  disability  benefits. 

Deletes  provision  making  injury  or  illness  in  connection  with  pregnancy  non- 
compeusable  up  to  period  of  4  weeks  after  termination  of  pregnancy  ;  limits  benefits 
for  pregnancy  to  period  of  42  days,  unless  disability  begins  more  than  60  days  after 
termination  of  pregnancy. 

Provides  separate  benefit  schedule,  payable  for  not  more  than  31  days  when 
claimant  is  confined  in  hospital,  at  daily  rate  of  1/91  of  high  quarter  base  period  wages 
but  not  more  than  §7.15  nor  less  than  1,^  of  the  weekly  benefit  amount. 

S.B.  567 — MAYO.  (Gov.  E£E.)  Amends  Act  6446,  the  Postwar  Construction  Act 
of  1946,  re  reports  of  State  Public  Works  Board. 
Existing  law  requires  report  of  progress  of  public  building  program  to  Legis- 
lature within  10  days  after  opening  of  1949  Session  of  Legislature  and  each  succeeding 
regular  session.  Bill  requires  annual  reports  within  10  days  after  opening  of  each 
regular  session  to  Governor  and  Legislature,  and  provides  that  report  of  anticipated 
needs  and  necessary  appropriations  be  for  next  fiscal  year,  ratlier  than  for  next 
biennium.  Repeals  provision  requiring  report  to  Governor  90  days  prior  to  regular 
sessions. 

S.B.  568— TENNEY  AND  OTHERS.  (Ed.)  Amends  Sees.  10053,  10054,  10055, 
adds  Sec.  10051.1,  Ed.  C,  re  instruction  in  United  States  Government,  his- 
tory, and  ideals. 

Sets  minimum  standards  for  examination  on,  and  units  of  study  of,  United  States 
Government,  history,  and  ideals  required  for  certificate  of  graduation  from  a  state 
junior  college,  college,  or  university. 
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Exempts  principal  or  teacher  from  disciplinary  action  by  superiors  for  reporting 
failure  to  observe  requirements  of  article  re  instruction  on  Constitution. 

Eequires  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  to  report  annually  to  Legislature. 

S.B.  569— DILWORTH.  (Ed.)  Amends  Sec.  8161,  Ed.  C,  re  holding  of  school 
classes  on  holidays. 

Restricts  provisions  permitting  districts  to  hold  classes  on  holidays  (other  than 
Christmas,  New  Years,  4th  of  .July,  and  Thanksgiving  Day)  to  situations  where  cli- 
matic conditions  require  school  to  close  early  or  open  late  in  year.  Requires  proper 
exercises  commemorating  holiday  on  which  school  is  held. 

S.B.  570— REGAN,  WARD,  AND  KEATING.    (Jud.)    Adds  Sec.  2703  Pen.  C, 
re  employment  of  prisoners. 
Authorizes  Department  of  Corrections  to  cause  prisoners  to  render  services  for 
Federal  Government.  With  approval  of  Correctional  Industries  Commission,  depart- 
ment may  contract  accordingly. 

S.B.  571— REGAN.    (F.  &  G.)    Amends  Sec.  1340.G,  F.  &  G.  C,  re  bear. 
Provides  for  uniform  open  season  from  October  23  to  December  31. 

S.B.  572— REGAN.    (L.  Gov.)    Amends  Sec.  4.300f.  Pol.  C,  re  jurors'  fees. 

Provides  fees  shall  be  uniform,  notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  law ; 
increases  daily  fees  of  grand  jurors  and  jurors  in  superior,  municipal,  and  justice 
courts  from  $2  to  .$5. 

S.B.  573— REGAN.  (Trans.)  Amends  Sees.  5S21  and  ,"j831,  S.  &  H.  C,  authorizing 
boards  of  supervisors  to  tax  all,  instead  of  only  real,  property  within 
county  maintenance  districts  for  district  purposes. 

S.B.  574— REGAN  AND  HULSE.    (L.  Gov.)    Adds  Ch.  3.5,  Pt.  3,  Div.  2,  Title  3, 
Gov.  C,  re  county  controller. 
Provides  that  county  auditor  is  cx  ofiBcio  county  controller. 

Authorizes  board  of  supervisors  to  require  controller  to  exercise  general  super- 
vision of  accounting  forms  and  methods  of  all  offices,  departments,  and  institutions 
under  its  control  and  of  districts  where  funds  are  kept  in  county  treasury,  and  to  main- 
tain accounts  and  statistics  and  prepare  reports  for  board. 

Provides  that  board  may  require  controller  to  audit  books,  accounts,  money  and 
security  of  such  departments,  offices,  boards,  institutions  and  districts. 

Requires  copies  of  controllers  reiwrts  on  such  audits  to  be  filed  with  board  and 
district  attorney. 

Authorizes  board  to  provide  for  personnel,  equipment,  supplies  or  expenses  of 
controller. 

S.B.  575 — REGAN.  (Lab.)  Repeals  and  adds  Sec.  4702,  I^b.  C,  re  death  and 
dependency  benefits  under  the  workmen's  compensation  laws. 
Fixes  death  benefit  for  total  dependency  under  workmen's  compensation  laws  at 
$15,000  instead  of  4  times  decedent's  annual  earnings  between  $3,000  and  $6,0(K),  or 
$7,200  for  widow  with  minor  dependent  child.  Fixes  death  benefit  for  partial  dependency 
at  .$7,.500  instead  of  4  times  amount  annually  devoted  to  support  of  dependent,  within 
above  stated  limits. 

Provides  dependency  benefit  for  each  minor  dependent  child  of  decedent  of  $20 
per  week  until  age  18,  in  addition  to  death  benefit. 

S.B.  576— REGAN.  (Pub.  H.  &  S.)  Adds  Sec.  13105.5,  H.  &  S.  C,  re  duties  of 
State  Fire  Marshal. 

Provides  that  State  Fire  Marshal  shall  assemble  legal  and  technical  data  on 
organization  and  operation  of  fire  districts. 

Provides  that  upon  request  by  any  district  or  governmental  agent  he  shall  fur- 
nish such  data  to  such  agency. 

Makes  Attorney  General  legal  adviser  of  State  Fire  Marshal  for  these  purposes. 

Appropriates  unspecified  sum. 

S.B.  577— REGAN,  ABSHIRE,  AND  MICHAEL  J.  BURNS.  (Nat.  Res.)  Adds 
Sec.  .5(X)3.0,  P.  R.  C,  re  petition  to,  hearing  by,  and  order  of,  California 
Highway  Commission  on  action  by  State  Park  Commission  concerning 
means  of  ingress  and  egress  to,  from,  and  across  state  parks. 
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S.B.  578— KEATING.  (Lab.)  Amends  Sec.  4652,  T.ab.  C,  to  provide  payment  to 
injured  emjiloyees  under  Workmen's  Compensation  Law  for  the  1st  7  days 
if  disability  exceeds  tliat  period. 

S.B.  579— KEATING.  (Lab.)  Amends  Sec.  3208,  Lab.  C,  to  include  as  injuries 
under  workmen's  compensation  laws,  injuries  to  eye  glasses  and  medical 
braces. 

S.B.  580— KEATING.  (Lab.)  Amends  Sec.  3204,  Lab.  C.,  re  workmen's  compen- 
sation, making  no  substantive  change. 

S.B.  581— DIL WORTH  AND  OTHERS.    (Pub.  H.  &  S.)    Amends  Sees.  3301.5 
and  3301.0,  H.  &  S.  C,  re  state  grants  in  aid  to  counties  and  cities  for 
tuberculosis  patients. 
Increases  grant  per  patient  day  of  care  from  $2.30  to  $3.25  for  1st  30,500  patient 
days  during  year,  from  .$2.05  to  $2.90  for  2d  30,500  patient  days,  and  from  $1.55  to 
$2.20  per  day  for  all  patient  days  in  excess  of  73,000  during  year. 

To  take  effect  immediately,  urgency  measure,  and  to  become  operative  July  1, 1949. 

S.B.  582— HUGH  M.  BURNS  AND  HATFIELD.    (Agr.)    Amends  Sec.  802,  Ag. 

C.,  to  require  nuiture  Cardinal  variety  grapes  to  test  not  less  than  16  per- 
cent solube  solids  in  juice. 
To  take  effect  immediately,  urgency  measure. 

S.B.  583— HUGH  M.  BURNS.  (L.  Gov.)  Amends  Sec.  28105,  Gov.  C,  re  com- 
pensation of  public  officers  in  Fresno  County. 

Increases  .salary  of  auditor  from  $6,000  to  $7,200,  of  district  attorney  from 
$8,000  to  $10,000,  and  of  supervisors  from  $4,000  to  $4,800. 

Establishes  salary  of  chairman  of  board  of  supervisors  at  $6,000. 

S.B.  5S4— HUGH  M.  BURNS.  (Pub.  H.  &  S.)  Adds  Ch.  5,  Div.  2,  H.  &  S.  C, 
re  blood  banks. 

Provides  Department  of  Public  Health  assist  in  developing  community  blood 
banks  for  collection  and  distribution  of  human  blood  and  blood  plasma.  Does  not  pex'- 
mit  production  or  manufacture  of  blood  fractions. 

Creates  advisory  board  of  6  members  appointed  by  Governor  to  serve  for  3  year 
staggered  terms  with  no  pay  except  for  expenses. 

Requires  State  Board  of  Health  consulting  with  advisory  board  to  make,  and 
department  to  enforce,  minimum  safety  standards  for  the  operation  of  blood  banks. 

Specifies  standards  relating  to  personnel,  maintenance  and  operation  of  blood 
banks. 

Authorizes  department  to  expend  available  funds  for  local  blood  banks  and  for 
necessary  expenses  of  advisory  board. 

Authorizes  department  to  receive  funds  from  public  or  private  sources  and  to 
cooperate  with  public  or  private  agencies. 

Appropriates  $75,000  for  above  purposes. 

S.B.  585— SUTTON.  (Trans.)  Adds  Sec.  559,  S.  &  H.  C,  to  create  new  highway 
route  from  Route  1  near  Longvale  to  Route  7  at  or  between  Willows  and 
Corning,  via  Covelo  and  Mendocino  Pass. 

S.B.  586— SUTTON.  (Trans.)  Adds  Sec.  558,  S.  &  H.  C,  to  create  new  highway 
route  from  Route  15  at  Colusa  to  Route  45  at  Codora,  via  Princeton. 

S.B.  587— O'GARA.  (Trans.)  New  act,  the  Parking  Authorities  Act,  re  estab- 
lishment of  facilities  for  parking  off  street  in  cities. 

Provides  for  establishment  of  parking  authorities  in  cities  when  necessity 
declared  by  legi.slative  body,  on  its  own  motion  or  on  petition  of  electors.  Authority 
to  consist  of  3  to  9  electors  appointed  by  mayor  with  consent  of  legislative  body  for 
4-year  terms.  Empowers  legislative  body  to  estimate  money  needed  and  appropriate 
money  on  such  terms  as  it  deems  advisable  and  to  suspend  parking  authority  if  no  action 
is  taken  within  4  years  of  its  establishment. 

Parking  authority  is  governmental  body  and  may  sue  and  be  sued,  make  rules, 
hire  necessary  employees,  acquire  projierty  in  all  ways,  including  eminent  domain, 
establish  parking  areas,  invest  money,  accept  financial  assistance  from  city.  Federal, 
or  State  Governments,  and  do  all  things  convenient  to  purpose. 
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Parking  authority  may  be  required  to  pay  money  to  city  in  lieu  of  taxes. 

Sets  forth  detailed  provisions  for  issuance  of  bonds,  including  powers,  duties, 
and  liability  of  parking  authorities  and  obligees  and  attributes  and  contents  of  bonds 
which  arc  authorized  to  be  issued. 

Exempts  parking  authority  property  from  execution  which  does  not  impeach 
right  of  obligees  to  foreclose  security  for  bonds. 

To  take  effect  immediately,  urgency  measure. 

S.B.  588 — SUTTON.  (Gov.  Eff.)  Amends  Sec.  92,  Ag.  C,  re  allotments  for  agri- 
cultural fairs. 

Changes  annual  limitation  from  not  more  than  one  allotment  for  one  fair  "in" 
any  county  or  district,  to  not  more  than  one  allotment  for  one  fair  "to"  any  county 
or  district. 

Provides  for  allotments  to  Glenn  County  for  fair. 

S.B.  589— REGAN,  WARD,  AND  KEATING.  (Gov.  E£E.)  Amends  Sec.  6050, 
Pen.  C,  re  wardens  of  state  prisons  and  superintendent  of  California  Insti- 
tution for  Women. 

Provides  that  the  wardens  and  superintendent  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Director 
of  Corrections  subject  to  civil  service,  rather  than  by  Governor,  with  advice  and  con- 
sent of  Senate,  exempt  from  civil  service  and  subject  to  removal  by  director  after 
hearing  before  Board  of  Corrections. 

Retains  present  provision  that  compensation  of  wardens  and  superintendent  shall 
be  fixed  by  Personnel  Board,  but  deletes  statutory  maxima  of  $7,200  per  annum  for 
wardens  and  .$6,000  per  annum  for  superintendent,  plus  full  maintenance  for  self  and 
family,  and  any  increase  provided  by  general  law  for  state  officers  or  employees. 

On  its  effective  date,  includes  within  the  state  civil  service,  with  permanent 
tenure,  persons  then  holding  positions  as  wardens  of  state  prisons  and  as  superin- 
tendent of  the  California  Institution  for  Women,  and  who  were  holding  such  positions 
on  July  1,  1949,  and  who  had  held  those  positions  continuously  for  more  than  6  months 
immediately  preceding  July  1,  1949. 

S.B.  590— PARKMAN.    (Gov.  Eff.)    Amends  Sec.  14033,  Gov.  C,  re  Division  of 
Architecture  Revolving  Fund. 
Raises  from  $200,000  to  $500,000  the  amount  Department  of  Public  Works  may 
withdraw  from  Division  of  Architecture  Revolving  Fund  at  any  one  time  with  approval 
of  Department  of  Finance,  without  vouchers  and  itemized  statements. 

S.B.  591— PARKMAN.    (Trans.)    Amends  Sec.  185,  S.  &  H.  C,  re  Division  of 
Highways  Revolving  Fund. 
Raises  from  $2,500,000  to  $5,000,000  the  amount  which  may  be  withdrawn  at 
one  time,  without  vouchers,  by  Department  of  Public  Works  through  Division  of  High- 
ways, from  State  Highway  Fund. 

S.B.  592— JESPERSEN  AND  DILLINGER.  (L.  Gov.)  New  act,  the  Municipal 
Parking  Revenue  Bond  Act  of  1949,  re  acquisition,  building,  and  main- 
tenance of  parking  facilities  in  cities,  financed  by  municipal  revenue  bonds. 

Provides  for  the  establishment  of  parking  places  and  facilities,  which  are  termed 
projects,  found  reasonably  necessary  by  city  legislative  body.  When  project  found 
necessary,  legislative  body  is  to  require  and  approve  reports  of  city  officials  as  to  esti- 
mates of  costs.  Vests  complete  control  in  legislative  body  until  all  outstanding  obliga- 
tions are  retired,  including  power  to  contract  with  certain  restrictions,  to  hold  title 
to  property  and  proceeds,  subject  to  trusts  in  favor  of  bondholders,  to  insure  against 
various  losses  and  liabilities,  to  fix  charges  so  as  to  pay  operating,  maintenance,  and 
bond  expenses,  and  to  finance  projects  by  issuing  bonds.  Restricts  establishment  by 
city  of  competing  projects  located  so  as  to  prejudice  rights  of  bondholders. 

Sets  forth  detailed  regulations  with  regard  to  bonds,  controlling  terms,  condi- 
tions, and  attributes  of  such  bonds,  vesting  large  measure  of  discretion  in  legislative 
body.  Provides  in  detail  for  the  making  of  indentures  pursuant  to  which  bonds  are 
to  be  issued,  stipulating  numerous  clauses  and  covenants  which  may  be  contained 
therein.  Bonds  may  be  in  series  or  otherwise,  coupon  or  registered,  callable,  or  secured, 
but  interest  is  not  to  exceed  6  percent  nor  are  bonds  to  mature  in  more  than  50  years. 
Bonds  are  negotiable  unless  registered,  legal  investments,  and  exempt  from  taxation 
by  State  or  subdivisions  thereof.

Prescribes  right  of  bondholders  to  seek  mandamus  for  protection  of  their  interests 
and  i^reserves  to  them  all  other  remedies  which  may  be  available. 

Allows  acceptance  of  contributions  from  State,  subdivisions  thereof,  and  Federal 
Government  and  cooperation  with  them.  Regulates  disposition  of  funds  received  in 
connection  with  projects,  including  bond  proceeds  and  revenue.

S.B.  594 — O'GARA  AND  OTPIERS.  (Gov.  Eff.)  New  act,  re  Commission  on 
Organization  of  the  Executive  Branch  of  the  State  Government. 

Establishes  commission  of  16  members  consisting  of  Controller,  Director  of 
Finance,  two  officers  of  Executive  Department  of  State  named  by  Governor,  2  Senators, 
2  Members  of  Assembly,  and  8  members  at  lai'ge  not  officers  or  employees  of  State, 
appointed  by  Governor  subject  to  confirmation  of  Senate.  Legislative  members  and 
members  at  large  to  be  one-half  from  each  major  party.  Chairman  be  selected  by 
Governor  from  members  at  large. 

Provides  that  legislative  members  are  legislative  investigating  committee.  Mem- 
bers at  large  to  receive  $50  a  day  and  necessary  expenses. 

Authorizes  commission  to  employ  nece.ssary  personnel. 

Requires  commission  to  study  and  investigate  organization  and  methods  of 
operation  of  all  agencies  of  executive  department  to  determine  necessary  changes  to 
limit  expenditures,  eliminate  duplication  of  services,  con.solidate  services,  abolish 
unnecessary  services,  and  limit  executive  functions. 

Authorizes  use  of  state  agencies  and  holding  of  hearings  to  secure  information. 

Requires  preliminary  report  upon  convention  of  1950  Regular  Session  and  final 
report  to  1951  Regular  Session  of  Legislature. 

Appropriates  $100,000  for  support  of  commission  during  1949-1950  Fiscal  Tear. 

S.B.  595 — GIBSON.    New    act.    Validates    activities    of    nonprofit  corporation 
or  county  fair  association  or  county  relative  to  contracts  and  expendi- 
tures of  public  money  for  improvement  of  county  property  for  fair  pur- 
poses and  matters  incidental  thereto  under  certain  described  circumstances. 
Chapter  25,  Statutes  of  1949,  approved  February  11,  1949,  in  effect  immediately. 

S.B.  596— BREED.  (Trans.)  Amends  Sec.  526  and  repeals  Sec.  252,  S.  &  H.  C, 
re  state  highways. 

Adds  to  Route  226,  route  from  Route  69  at  San  Leandro  to  point  near  inter- 
section of  Webster  Street  and  Santa  Clara  Avenue  in  Alameda.  Repeals  Sec.  establish- 
ing as  part  of  Route  252  the  highway  from  San  Leandro  to  Oakland  via  Alameda 
and  the  Posey  Tube. 

S.B.  597 — BREED.     (L.  Gov.)    Amends  Act  6393,  the  Municipal  Utility  District 
Act,  re  candidates  for  district  offices. 
Requires  that  nomination  papers  of  candidates  be  signed  by  at  least  250  voters, 
rather  than  by  number  equal  to  1  percent  of  total  vote  cast  at  last  general  election. 

S.B.  598— BREED.  (Inst.)  Amends  Sec.  3325,  adds  Art.  5,  Ch.  2,  Pt.  1,  Div.  5, 
W.  &  I.  C,  re  contracts  by  Department  of  Education  for  services  and 
products  of  institutions  for  the  blind  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  depart- 
ment. 

Empowers  Department  of  Education,  rather  than  institutions  for  the  blind 
under  its  jurisdiction,  to  submit  bids  upon  contracts  to  supply  public  corporations 
with  materials  and  supplies  manufactured  at  such  institutions,  without  accompanying 
bid  with  bond  or  other  security  for  performances. 

Authorizes  the  Director  of  Education,  with  the  approval  of  the  Director  of 
Finance,  to  enter  into  contracts  with  private  parties  for  the  assembly  or  manufacture 
of  products  for  such  parties  at  institutions  for  the  blind  under  jurisdiction  of  the 
Department  of  Education. 
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S.B.  599 — REGAN.    (Jud.)    Adds  various  sees.,  Civ.  C,  re  liens  of  hospitals  upon 
causes  of  action  for  damages. 
Creates  lien  in  favor  of  hospitals  for  reasonable  value  of  services  rendered 
against  causes  of  action  for  damages  accruing  to  person  injured  or  his  legal  repre- 
sentative. 

Provides  for  filing  notice  of  lien  with  county  recorder  of  county  in  which  hos- 
pital is  located  and  for  mailing  to  person  claimed  to  be  liable  and  insurance  carrier. 

Requires  recording  and  indexing  of  claim  and  filing  with  court  of  trial.  Provides 
for  entry  of  notice  of  claim  in  judgment.  Permits  claimant  or  assignee  of  lien  to  enforce 
it  by  action  in  county  where  filed,  and  provides  for  recovery  of  costs.  Limits  action  to 
1  year  after  filing  of  lien. 

Provides  that  lien  is  not  applicable  to  injuries  within  Workmen's  Compensa- 
tion Act. 

S.B.  600 — GIBSON.    (Fin.  Inst.)    Amends  Act  986,  the  Building  and  Loan  Asso- 
ciation Act,  re  limitation  on  single  loans. 
Excepts  loans  under  $15,000,  rather  than  $10,000,  from  existing  provision 
limiting  amount  of  single  loan  to  1  percent  of  book  value  of  assets. 

S.B.  601— HATFIELD  AND  RICH.  (Gov.  EfF.)  Adds  Sees.  170,  171,  and  172. 
Gov.  C,  re  boundary  of  State  of  California  along  the  Pacific  Coast. 

Defines  boundary  lying  3  English  nautical  miles  from  coast  and  islands  as  includ- 
ing waters  that  distance  from  outermost  of  islands,  reefs,  and  rocks,  outermost  works 
of  harbors,  and  lines  drawn  from  headland  to  headland  of  bays,  inlets,  and  estuaries; 
otherwise  boundary  is  3  lOnglish  nautical  miles  from  lowest  low-water  mark. 

Declares  all  waters  between  coast  and  defined  boundaries  of  islands,  reefs  and 
rocks,  and  between  the  islands,  reefs,  and  rocks,  and  within  the  lines  around  harbors 
and  bays  are  "inland  waters." 

Defines  "navigable  waters  of  this  State"  as  those  included  within  lines  drawn 
from  headland  to  headland  and  across  waters  between  islands. 

S.B.  602— TENNEY  AND  OTHERS.  (Gov.  Eff.)  New  act,  re  Los  Angeles  River 
Freeway  Commission  and  its  advisory  committees  on  engineering  and 
public  policy. 

Establishes  Los  Angeles  River  Freeway  Commission  composed  of  State  High- 
way Engineer,  Chief  Engineer  of  Los  Angeles  County  Flood  Control  District  and 
Road  Commissioner  of  Los  Angeles  County  to  study  and  report  on  feasibility  of  con- 
structing freeway  in  or  along  Los  Angeles  River  channel  and  authorizes  it  to  contract 
with  various  public  agencies  for  that  purpose. 

Provides  for  an  engineering  advisory  committee  consisting  of  engineer  or  street 
superintendent  of  designated  cities  and  an  advisory  committee  on  public  policj'  con- 
sisting of  a  resident  ai)pointed  by  the  mayor  of  each  such  city. 

Appropriates  $75,000  to  commission  for  its  support  for  Fiscal  Year  1949-1950 
from  Stale  Highway  Fund  and  constitutes  this  a  part  of  minimum  sum  to  be  spent 
on  state  highways  in  Los  Angeles  County  during  that  period. 

S.B.  603— .JOHNSON.  (Ed.)  Adds  Sec.  6962,  Ed.  C,  providing  one  hour  of 
teaching  physically  handicapped  adults  counts  as  one  day  of  attendance. 

S.B.  604— COOAIBS.  (Ed.)  Amends  Sec.  432,  Ed.  C,  requiring  school  superin- 
tendent of  Napa  County  to  possess  a  general,  rather  than  elementary  or 
secondary,  administrative  credential.

Expands  definition  of  one  type  of  hospital  services  by  eliminating  restriction 
that  indemnification  of  beneficiary  or  subscriber  for  costs  and  expenses  of  professional 
medical  services  be  limited  to  indeninificaaon  when  such  .services  have  been  rendered 
during  hospitalization,  but  now  includes  such  indemnification  as  a  hospital  service 
only  when  undertaken  by  a  non-profit  hospital  service  corporation  whose  assets  exceed 
its  liabilities  by  $250,000. 

Provides  for  issuance  by  Insurance  Commissioner  to  such  service  corporations 
having  excess  of  assets  over  liabilities  of  $250,000  of  a  certficate  so  stating,  to  be 
revoked  when  such  excess  no  longer  exists.

Provides  for  allocations  on  population  basis  to  cities  incorporated  after  Sep- 
tember 19,  1947.  Appropriates  unspecified  sum  from  Postvi^ar  Unemployment  and 
Construction  Fund. 

S.B.  607— BUSCH.    (L.  Gov.)    Amends  Sec.  28151,  Gov.  C,  re  compensation  of 
public  officers  in  Lake  County. 
Increases  salary  of  auditor  from  $3,000  to  $3,300,  and  of  supervisors  from  $1,800 
to  $3,000. 

Deletes  provisions  for  salary  of  $000  per  year  and  mileage  to  supervisors  for 
services  as  road  commissioners. 

S.B.  608— BUSCH.  (B.  &  P.)  Amends  Sec.  2175,  B.  &  P.  C,  re  employment  to 
practice  medicine  and  surgery  in  institutions  of  Department  of  Mental 
Hygiene. 

Removes  1-year  limitation  upon  such  employment  of  person  licensed  in  another 
state  and  who  is  graduate  of  approved  medical  school. 

S.B.  609— BUSCH.     (Soc.  Wei.)    Adds  Sec.  5710,  W.  &  I.  C,  re  disclosure  of 
information  and  records  concerning  private  institutions  licensed  by  the 
Department  of  Mental  Hygiene. 
Prohibits  such  disclosure  with  specified  exceptions. 

S.B.  610— BUSCH.  (Soc.  Wei.)  Repeals  Sees.  219,  220,  and  221,  W.  &  I.  C, 
which  provide  for  registering  of  charities  with  county  board  of  public 
welfare  or  with  board  of  supervisors. 

S.B.  611— COOMBS  AND  OTHERS.  (Trans.)  Adds  Ch.  9.5,  Pt.  3,  Div.  16, 
S.  &  H.  C,  re  bridge  and  highway  districts. 
Authorizes  districts  to  issue  and  sell  revenue  bonds  to  finance  construction, 
acquisition,  and  maintenance  of  toll  roads  and  to  operate  such  toll  roads  connected 
directly  or  by  highway  with  toll  bridges  operated  by  district,  and  designating  pro- 
cedure. 

S.B.  612— COOMBS  AND  OTHERS.  (Trans.)  Amends  Sec.  27020,  S.  &  H.  C, 
re  bridge  and  highway  districts,  making  no  substantive  change. 

S.B.  613— COOMBS  AND  OTHERS.  (Trans.)  Amends  Ch.  1.505,  Stats.  1945, 
re  construction  of  a  state  highway  in  Marin  County. 

Authorizes  and  prescribes  procedure  for  use  of  funds  transferred  to  State 
Highway  Fund  from  Bond  Sinking  Fund  of  1943  for  construction  or  improvement  of 
State  Highway  Route  1  from  or  near  Waldo  Point  to  the  Golden  Gate  Bridge. 

To  take  effect  immediately,  urgency  measure. 

S.B.  614— POWERS.    (Gov.  Eff.)    Amends  Act  6220,  California  State  Communi- 
cations Act,  re  selection  of  chairman  of  the  Communications  Board. 
Changes  method  of  selecting  chairman  from  designation  by  Governor  to  annual 
election  by  members  of  board. 

S.B.  615— COOMBS  AND  OTHERS.    (Trans.)    Amends  Sec.  27164,  S.  &  H.  C, 
re  britlge  and  highway  districts. 
Adds  to  power  of  bridge  and  highway  district  concerning  acquisition  of  property, 
power  to  acquire  for  any  purpose  authorized  by  board  of  directors  of  district  pursuant 
to  its  powers. 

S.B.  616— COOMBS  AND  OTHERS.  (Trans.)  Amends  Sec.  27163,  S.  &  H.  C, 
re  bridge  and  highway  districts,  making  no  substantive  change. 

S.B.  617— COOMBS  AND  OTHERS.     (Trans.)    Amends  Sec.  27122,  S.  &  H.  C, 
re  number  of  directors  of  a  bridge  and  highway  district  to  which  counties 
of  designated  population  are  entitled. 
Provides  that  a  county  included  in  a  bridge  and  highway  district  shall  have  1 

director  on  district  board  if  population  thereof  is  at  least  75,000  instead  of  40,000 
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and  2  directors  if  between  75,000  and  500,000  instead  of  between  40,000  and  100,000. 
Deletes  provision  for  3  directors  in  counties  between  100,000  and  500,000  in  population.

Amends  Sec.  302,  S.  &  H.  C,  by 
adding  to  State  Highway  Route  2  the  route  from  terminus  of  Marina 
Boulevard  in  San  Francisco  to  junction  of  Route  2. 

S.B.  622 — DILWORTH.    (Ed.)    New  act,  making  appropriation  for  expansion  of 

publicly  supported  higher  education. 
Appropriates  unspecified  amount  to  be  allocated  by  Director  of  Finance  to  Depart- 
ment of  Education  and  University  of  California  for  expenditure  pursuant  to  Property 
Acquisition  Act  for  acquisition  and  improvement  of  sites  and  construction  and  equip- 
ment of  buildings  for  a  State  college  in  City  of  Los  Angeles,  a  4-year  State  institution 
of  higher  education  in  City  of  Sacramento,  a  State  college  in  area  consisting  of  Orange 
County  and  southeastern  part  of  Los  Angeles  County  outside  City  of  Los  Angeles,  and 
for  construction  and  equipment  of  buildings  for  4-ycar  liberal  arts  college  branches  on 
Riverside  and  Davis  campuses  of  University  of  California. 

S.B.  023— DILLINGER.    (L.  Gov.)    Amends  Sec.  28148,  Gov.  C,  re  compensation 
for  public  services  in  Amador  County. 
Changes  compensation  of  auditor,  district  attorney,  supervisors,  grand  jurors  and 
jurors  in  superior  court  from  existing  to  unspecified  sums. 

S.B.  624 — DILLINGER.  (Lab.)  Amends  Sec.  65,  Lab.  C,  re  conciliation  and  arbi- 
tration of  labor  disputes. 
Provides  that  the  Department  of  Industrial  Relations  may  proffer  its  services  on 
its  own  motion  when  Governor  finds  and  declares  that  health  or  safety  of  a  considerable 
segment  of  public  may  be  jeopardized  by  work  stoppage  instead  of  only  on  request  of  a 
bona  fide  party  to  dispute.  Provides  that  department  is  to  promote  sound  union- 
employer  relations. 

Provides  that  records  of  department  relating  to  labor  disputes  are  confidential. 
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S.B.  625— DILLINGER.  (Ed.)  Amends  Sec.  6803,  Ed.  C,  including  days  of  veri- 
fied absence  due  to  quarantine  in  computing  total  days  of  attendance  of 
pupil. 

S.B.  626— MAYO.  (Nat.  Res.)  Amends  Sees.  507,  2203,  and  2207,  and  adds  Sec. 
507.1,  P.  R.  C,  re  administration  and  functions  of  Division  of  Mines. 
Provides  for  administration  by  director  through  State  Mineralogi.st  under  policies 
prescribed  by  Mining  Board ;  enumerates  requirements  for  State  Mineralogist 
appointed  under  Civil  Service  Act ;  requires  annual  report  by  State  Mineralogist  to 
director  for  transmission  to  Governor ;  changes  nature  of  reports  to  State  Mineralogist 
for  preceding  calendar  year;  deletes  provision  requiring  additional  information  in  dis- 
cretion of  State  Mineralogist ;  provides  for  limited  inspection  of  information  and 
reports  on  file,  for  limited  availability  as  evidence  in  court  proceedings  or  to  unauthor- 
ized persons  ;  prohibits  testimony  by  employees  of  Division  of  Mines  except  in  criminal 
proceedings ;  forbids  disclosing  production  data  without  permission  of  mine  operator ;

S.B.  627— JESPERSEN  AND  OTHERS.  (Fin.  Inst.)  Amends  Act  1887,  re  credit 
union  loans  to  directors,  officers,  and  committee  members. 
Present  law  forbids  credit  union  to  permit  director,  officer,  or  member  of  credit 
committee  or  supervisory  committee  to  borrow  an  amount  greater  than  amount  he  has 
invested  in  the  credit  union.  Bill  forbids  credit  union  to  make  loans  to  any  such  person 
which  will  result  in  his  owing  an  amount  greater  than  the  amount  of  his  investment. 
Makes  other  clarifying  changes  in  respect  to  obligations  of  such  persons. 

S.B.  628— JESPERSEN.  (Gov.  EfF.)  Amends  Sec.  737nn,  Pol.  C,  to  change  salary 
of  judge  of  Superior  Court  in  San  Luis  Obispo  County  from  $9,000  to 
unspecified  sum. 

S.B.  629 — SUTTON.     (Agr.)    Amends  and  adds  various  sees.,  Ag.  C,  re  cheese. 
See  digest,  S.B.  496,  apparently  identical. 

S.B.  630— JUDAH  AND  OTHERS.  (B.  &  P.)  Amends  Sees.  19485.1  and  19620.1, 
B.  &  P.  C,  re  horse  racing  license  fees  attributable  to  breakage  and  making 
an  appropriation. 

Reduces  amount  of  pool  on  which  breakage  is  to  be  retained  by  horse  racing  track 
operator  from  $27,000,000  to  $1,000,000  and  appropriates  increase  in  State  revenue 
derived  thereby  to  the  California  Academies  Fund. 

S.B.  631— JUDAH.  (F.  &  G.)  Adds  Sec.  420.1,  F.  &  G.  C,  re  sporting  fishing 
licenses. 

Specifies  varieties  of  fish  for  the  taking  of  which  a  sporting  fishing  license  is 
required,  and  excludes  catfish  except  when  taken  in  District  22. 

S.B.  632— JUDAH.  (Gov.  Eff.)  Amends,  adds  various  sees.,  Gov.  C,  re  State 
Employees'  Retirement  System. 

Empowers  board  of  administration  to  contract  with  Attorney  General,  as  well  as 
with  State  Compensation  Insurance  Fund,  for  representation  of  retirement  system  in 
proceedings  before  Industrial  Accident  Commission  to  extent  and  under  same  conditions 
as  board  is  now  empowered  to  contract  with  state  fund,  except  that  Attorney  General 
is  not  to  charge  retirement  system  in  cases  involving  members  employed  by  General 
Fund  agencies.  Empowers  board  to  contract  with  Attorney  General  also  for  recovery  of 
sums  to  which  system  is  entitled  by  subrogation  under  workmen's  compensation  insur- 
ance law,  and  permits  Attorney  General  to  sue  therefor  on  same  basis  as  state  fund. 

Excludes  from  system  persons  serving  university  as  teachers  in  university  exten- 
sion whose  compensation  is  based  on  class  enrollment. 

For  purposes  of  provision  requiring  employer  to  pay  employee  contributions,  as 
well  as  employer  contributions,  for  employee's  absence  in  military  service,  provides  that 
employee  shall  be  deemed  to  have  returned  to  state  service  after  leave  of  absence  if 
retired  during  leave. 

Requires  board  to  have  medical  examination  made  of  recipient  of  disability  allow- 
ance applying  for  reinstatement  from  disability  retirement  if  age  of  recipient  is  at 
least  6  months  less  than  compulsory  retirement  age  applicable  to  class  in  which  it  is 
proposed  to  employ  him. 
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Limits  application  of  provision  defining  current  service  pension  for  state  and  local 
miscellaneous  members  to  whom  applicable,  and  provision  for  prior  service  pension  for 
state  miscellaneous  members  retiring  at  over  age  GO,  to  those  persons  for  whom  different 
current  service  pensions,  and  different  prior  service  pensions,  respectively,  are  not  pro- 
vided by  other  provisions  of  State  Employees'  Retirement  Law. 

Makes  provisions  of  Uniform  Simultaneous  Death  Act  applicable  to  distribution 
of  benefits  under  system,  membership  in  system  being  deemed  insurance  policy. 

S.B.  633— CRITTEXDEX.  (Wat.  Res.)  Repeals  Ch.  1083,  Stats.  1931,  re 
impounding  and  utilization  of  American  River  waters. 

S.B.  634^CRITTEXDEX.  (Wat.  Res.)  Repeals  Ch.  413,  Stats.  1935,  re  Rector 
Dam  Authority. 

S.B.  635— CRITTEXDEX.  (Gov.  Eff.)  Repeals  Ch.  613,  Stats.  1915,  creating 
Carey  Act  Commission  and  prescribing  its  powers  and  duties  re  investiga- 
tion, selection,  reclamation,  control  and  disposal  of  land  granted  to  State 
under  Federal  Carey  Act. 

S.B.  636— O'GARA.  (Jud.)  Adds  Sees.  241.1  and  242.1,  C.  C.  P.,  re  alternate 
method  of  choosing  grand  juries  in  counties  or  cities  and  counties  of  300,000 
inhabitants  or  over. 

Provides  that  as  alternate  to  present  method  of  drawing  grand  juries  at  one 
time  during  year,  grand  juries  may  be  drawn  in  January  and  July,  13  to  15  to  be  drawn 
in  January,  and  12  to  15  to  be  drawn  in  July,  and  10  to  be  chosen  in  January,  and  9 
in  July.

Amends  Act  5129a,  Highway  Carrier's  Act,  re  high- 
way carriers,  making  no  substantive  change. 

S.B.  638— SWIXG.  (F.  &  G.)  Amends  Act  9250,  Wildlife  Conservation  Act  of 
1947,  re  studies  of  and  acquisition  of  property  for  wildlife  conservation. 

Makes  available  money  in  Wild  Life  Preservation  Fund  for  any  purpose  of 
the  act. 

S.B.  639— SWIXG.  (Gov.  Eff.)  Amends  Sec.  19627,  B.  &  P.  C,  re  disposition  of 
funds  from  horse  racing  license  fees,  extending  by  2  years  time  during 
which  $3,000,000  per  year  is  to  be  paid  into  Wildlife  Restoration  Fund. 

S.B.  640 — SALSMAN.  (Trans.)  Appropriates  $1,000,000  to  the  California  Aero- 
nautics Commission  for  assistance  to  political  subdivisions  in  construction 
and  improvement  of  airports. 

Limits  to  5  percent  of  total  sum  appropriated,  amount  that  may  be  allocated  for 
any  single  airport. 

Provides  allocations  may  be  made  only  for  purpose  of  matching  funds  made  avail- 
able under  the  National  Airport  Plan. 

S.B.  641— SALSMAX.    (Rev.  &  Tax.)    Amends  Sec.  8.352,  adds  Sees.  8354-8356, 
incl.,  R.  &  T.  C,  and  amends  Act  151a,  the  State  Aeronautics  Commis- 
sion Act,  re  expenditure  of  portion  of  motor  vehicle  fuel  tax  receipts  for 
aviation  and  airport  purposes. 
Creates  California  Aeronautics  Fund  and  provides  for  appropriation  to  this  fund 

of  such  portion  of  money  in  Motor  Vehicle  Fuel  Fund  as  represents  taxes  paid  on  motor 

vehicle  fuel  used  for  propelling  aircraft. 

S.B.  642— DILWORTn.  (Ed.)  Adds  Ch.  1.7,  Div.  3,  Ed.  C,  re  construction  of 
buildings  for  unified  or  reorganized  school  district.s. 

Creates  State  School  Rural  Building  Fund,  allocations  from  which  are  to  be 
made  by  State  Department  of  Education  to  assist  in  construction  or  alteration  of, 
or  additions  to,  school  buildings  in  reorganized  districts. 

Provides  that  25  percent  of  cost  of  construction,  alteration,  or  addition  may  be 
allocated  when  necessary  to  provide  attendance  center  in  place  of  2  or  more  one-room 
or  two-room  schools. 
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Requires  approval  of  construction  plans  in  accordance  with  schedule  to  be  devel- 
oped by  Director  of  Finance,  and  that  plans  and  specification  be  approved  by  Depart- 
ment of  Education. 

Appropriates  $125,000  for  allocation  during  1949-1950  Fiscal  Year. 

S.B.  643— DILLINGER.     (Gov.  Eff.)    Amends  Act  3796,  the  Alcoholic  Beverage 
Control  Act,  re  additional  i-etail  license  fees. 
Provides  for  an  additional  annual  license  fee  of  $40  on  each  $1,000  of  retail 
sales,  to  be  used  for  segregation  and  rehabilitation  of  alcoholics. 

S.B.  644— DILLINGER.  (Soc.  A¥el.)  Amends  Act  8780d,  the  Unemployment 
Insurance  Act,  re  unemployment  insurance  and  disability  insurance. 

Deletes  "successor  in  interest"  provisions  from  definition  of  "employer"  and 
deletes  definition  of  "employing  unit."  Deletes  presumption  that  individual  employed 
to  perform  or  assist  in  work  of  employee  is  employee  of  same  employer. 

Defines  "wages"  with  respect  to  weeks  of  unemployment,  by  providing  all  com- 
pensation received  for  personal  services,  whether  as  employee  or  independent  con- 
tractor, constitutes  "wages"  for  that  purpose. 

Requires  interest  on  delinquent  contributions  irrespective  of  whether  good  cause 
exists  for  failure  to  pay  when  due. 

Permits  Director  of  P^mploymeut,  with  approval  of  appeals  board,  to  cancel  all 
or  part  of  any  assessment  it  finds  to  be  erroneous. 

Provides  that  claimant  wlio  has  insufficient  earnings  cannot  establish  a  valid 
claim  or  a  benefit  year;  furtlier  provides  that  wages  due  but  unpaid  shall  be  deemed 
"wages"  for  purpose  of  establishing  claim  and  determining  benefit  amount. 

Makes  minor,  technical  change  in  schedule  for  determining  weekly  benefit  amount. 

Provides  witnesses  subpenaed  under  act  receive  fees  allowed  witnesses  in  supe- 
rior court,  instead  of  justices'  court. 

Disqualifies  from  receipt  of  disability  benefits  any  claimant  for  such  benefits  who 
makes  wilful  false  statement  or  fails  to  disclose  material  fact.  Sets  period  of  disquali- 
fication. 

Provides  that,  2  consecutive  disability  periods  due  to  same  or  related  condition, 
separated  by  not  more  than  14  days,  shall  be  considered  1  period  of  disability  for 
waiting  period  purposes. 

Allows  out-of-state  claimants  to  support  disability  claim  by  certificate  of  out-of- 
state  physician,  pursuant  to  authorized  regulation. 

Repeals  and  reenacts  Sec.  41.1  dealing  with  statements  of  account  to  employers, 
protest  of  charges  and  adjustment  of  rates.  Defines  more  specifically  what  shall  be 
contained  in  such  notice  and  makes  changes  in  protest  procedure. 

Slakes  various  other  technical  changes. 

S.B.  645 — KEATING.  (Gov.  Eflf.)  New  act,  re  suits  against  State  of  California 
to  quiet  title  to  certain  tidelands. 
Provides  that  in  cases  where  State  has  sold  tidelands,  suit  may  be  brought  to 
establish  boundaries  and  quiet  title  ;  that  no  costs  shall  be  allowed  against  State,  that 
such  suit  shall  be  commenced  within  1  year;  that  service  of  summons  shall  be  made 
on  Chairman  of  State  Lands  Commission  and  Attorney  General. 

S.B.  646— KEATING  AND  OTHERS.  (Gov.  E£E.)  Amends  Sees.  736  and  736a, 
Pol.  C,  re  salaries  of  justices  of  Supreme  Court  and  of  district  courts  of 
appeal. 

Increases  salary  of  Chief  Justice  from  $17,000  to  $21,000,  of  associate  justices 
of  Supreme  Court  from  $10,000  to  $20,000,  and  of  justices  of  district  courts  of  appeal 
from  $15,000  to  $17,500. 

S.B.  647— KEATING.    (Jud.)    Amends  See.  1013,  C.  C.  P.,  re  service  by  mail. 

Present  law  provides  notice  or  other  paper  must  be  deposited  in  U.  S.  post 
office.  Bill  autliorizes  deposit  in  mail  chute,  mail  bo.x,  or  other  like  facility  wherever 
located,  maintained  by,  and  from  which  collections  are  made  by,  U.  S.  post  office. 

S.B.  648— CRITTENDEN.  (Wat.  Res.)  Repeals  Ch.  101,  Stats.  1920,  re  impound- 
ing and  utilization  of  American  River  waters. 

S.B.  649— CRITTENDEN.  (Wat.  Res.)  Repeals  Ch.  569,  Stats.  1927,  re  impound- 
ing and  utilization  of  American  River  waters. 
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S.B.  650 — BREED.  (Wat.  Res.)  New  act.  Creates  Alameda  County  Flood  Control 
and  Water  Conservation  District.  Defines  powers  of  and  provides  for  gov- 
ernmental management  and  operation  of  district. 

S.B.  651 — KEATINCf.  (Inst.)  Amends,  repeals  various  Sees.,  W.  &  I.  C,  re  cost 
of  care  and  support  of  mentally  deficient  and  epileptic  persons  in  state 
homes  for  tlie  mentally  deficient.

Increases  .salary  of  auditor  from  $6,.300  to  .$G,900,  of  district  attorney  from

Repeals  provision  limiting  jurors'  mileage  allowance  for  trial  of  any  single 
cause  to  one  trip. 

S.B.  676— WILLIAMS.  (Jud.)  Adds  Art.  6,  Ch.  4,  Pt.  5,  Div.  11,  Wat.  C,  to 
permit  irrigation  districts  to  quiet  title  to  tax-deeded  property  held  for 
more  than  5  years. 

S.B.  677— WILLIAMS.  (F.  &  G.)  Adds  Sec.  11.59,  F.  &  G.  C,  re  cooperative 
hunting  areas. 

Directs  Fish  and  Game  Commission  to  establish  areas  where  hunting  is  to  be 
permitted  on  private  lands  when  permission  of  owner  is  ol)tained,  prescribing  size 
and  character  of  land  to  be  used  and  providing  for  posting  boundaries,  issuance  of 
permits  for  control  of  .such  hunting  and  to  defray  costs,  and  policing  of  such  areas 
against  trespassers  and  for  compliance  with  Pen.

C,  re  contracts  by 
county  superintendents  of  schools  with  board  of  administration  of  State 
Employees'  Itetirement  System  for  inclusion  of  school  district  employees 
within  system,  making  no  substantive  change. 

S.B.  681— KEATING  AND  OTHERS.  (Gov.  ECE.)  Amends  and  adds  various 
Sees.,  Gov.  C,  re  retirement  of  legislative  and  state  officers. 

Permits  elective  state  officers,  in  office  provided  for  by  Constitution,  other  than 
judges,  to  become  members  of  Legi.slators'  Retirement  System. 

Requires  Secretary  of  State  to  give  Board  of  Administration,  State  Employees' 
Retirement  System,  immediate  written  notice  of  change  of  status  of  such  officer. 

Provides  that  incumbent  officer  may  file  written  election  to  become  member 
within  90  days  after  effective  date,  and  officers  hereafter  elected,  within  90  days  after 
commencement  of  first  term  of  office. 

Provides  that  membership  in  Legislators'  Retirement  System  is  exclusive  and 
officer  is  entitled  to  credit  for  prior  service,  except  for  service  credited  in  another 
system. 

S.B.  682— DILWORTH.  (Pub.  H.  &  S.)  Amends  Sec.  2559.5  and  adds  Sees. 
2600.5  and  2603,  H.  &  S.  C.  re  tuberculosis  control. 

Requires  and  authorizes  health  officers  to  endeavor  to  discover  tuberculosis  cases, 
to  investigate  reported  or  suspected  cases,  and  to  isolate  and  quarantine  cases. 

Provides  for  isolation  and  quarantine  orders  containing  specified  terms  and 
conditions  whidi  are  to  be  served  in  particular  cases  when  deemed  necessary  by  health 
officers  to  protect  public. 

Requires  health  officers  to  notify  district  attorney  of  violations  of  orders,  who 
shall  prosecute  same.  Provides  violators  are  guilty  of  misdemeanor  and  in  addition 
to  other  punishment  may  be  confined  pursuant  to  isolation  and  quarantine  orders. 
If  assurance  of  compliance  is  made,  probation  may  be  granted.

Specifies  number  of  weeks  compensation  payable  under  workmen's  compensation 
laws  to  employees  on  account  of  designated  permanent  disabilities  instead  of  computing 
such  payments  on  basis  of  nature  of  injury,  age,  and  occupation  as  at  present. 

Repeals  inconsistent  provisions  including  authority  of  Industrial  Accident  Com- 
mission re  permanent  disability  schedules. 

Provides  new  sections  apply  to  injuries  incurred  after  effective  date  of  act  and 
present  rights  under  repealed  .sections  continue  in  force.

reason  of  age  or  service  or  both. 

Permits  retirement  sy.stems  to  include  among  benefits  medical  and  hospitalization 
expenses  in  connection  with  disability,  or  benefits  in  form  of  equities  which  may 
include  right  to  receive  portion  of  trust  fund  on  severance  of  employment  or  after 
lapse  of  period  of  service  or  participation,  in  addition  to  present  benefits  allowable 
on  retirement,  death,  or  disability. 

Slakes  provision  of  act  exempting  retirement  system  property  and  members' 
contributions  and  rights  from  taxation  and  bankruptcy  and  insolvency  laws,  and 
provision  exempting  retirement  systems  from  laws  against  perpetuities  or  suspension 
of  power  of  alienation  of  title  to  property  applicable  to  public  retirement  systems 
and  to  systems  in  which  all  contributions  are  paid  to  and  benefits  paid  by  admitted 
insurer  or  all  contributions  are  paid  to  trustee  subject  to  supervision  of  Superintendent 
of  Banks  or  Controller  of  the  Currency,  or  to  trustee  that  is  bank  and  member  of 
Federal  Reserve  Bank. 

S.B.  685— DILWORTH,  DONNELLY,  AND  WILLIAMS.  (Ed.)  Adds  Sec. 
5044.5,  Ed.  C,  re  school  district  public  work. 

Provides  that  in  allocating  funds  to  distressed  school  districts  for  additional 
schoolhou.se  facilities,  priority  shall  be  accorded  based  on  acuteness  of  overcrowding, 
sudden  growth  in  attendance,  amount  of  local  tax  funds  expended,  and  time  district's 
api>lication  has  been  ready  for  allotment. 

Establishes  priority  schedule  : 

5  points  for  each  child  over  33  of  average  daily  attendance  to  each  classroom. 
1  point  for  each  5  percent  of  increase  in  attendance  over  5th  preceding  school 

year. 

1  point  for  each  1/10  of  1  percent  of  assessed  valuation  of  district,  collected  and 
expended  for  school  housing  within  last  5  completed  years,  excluding  bond  proceeds, 
but  incliiding  interest  and  retirement  of  bonds. 

Not  more  than  1  point  for  each  calendar  month  that  completed  application  has 
awaited  funds. 

Provides  that  priority  shall  be  recomputed  semiannually.  Requires  Department 
of  Education  to  assist  Allocation  Board  in  determining  priority,  and  provides  that 
Allocation  Board  shall  set  up  rules  and  may  make  exceptions  in  schedule. 

S.B.  080— DESMOND.  (Jud.)  Adds  Sec.  2924e,  Civ.  C,  re  presumption  of  pay- 
ment of  obligation  secured  by  deed  of  trust. 
Provides  that  if  property  subject  to  deed  of  trust  has  not  been  sold  within  10 
years  after  maturity  of  obligation,  such  obligation  shall  be  conclusively  presumed  to 
have  l)een  paid  or  satisfied,  and  that  the  trustor,  his  heirs,  or  assigns  are  entitled  to 
reconveyance.  If  10-ycar  period  expires  on  or  before  January  1,  1950,  presumption 
becomes  effective  on  that  date.

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S.B.  688— McBRIDE.    (Trans.)    Amends  Sec.  1184c,  C.  C.  P.,  re  claims  of  laborers 
and  materialmen  on  public  contracts. 
Requires  notice  of  completion  of  work  performed  under  State  Contract  Act 
(Ch.  .3,  Pt.  5,  Div.  3,  Title  2,  Gov.  C),  to  be  filed  within  10  days  after  acceptance  of 
project,  rather  than  10  days  after  completion  or  cessation  of  labor  for  30  days. 

S.B.  689— ABSHIRE  AND  OTHERS.  (Ed.)  Appropriates  $750,000  to  Regents 
of  University  of  California  for  construction  and  equipment  of  viticultural 
building  at  Davis. 

S.B.  690— ABSHIRE  AND  OTHERS.  (Agr.)  Appropriates  $200,000  to  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  for  establishing  and  equipping  livestock  and  poultry 
diagnostic  and  testing  laboratory  at  Petaluma. 

S.B.  691— ABSHIRE  AND  OTHERS.    (Nat.  R.)    Adds  Sec.  5012.2,  P.  R.  C,  re 
public  utility  structures  on  state  park  lands. 
Authorizes  initiation  by  public  utility  of  complaint  proceeding  before  Public 
Utilities  Commission  in  event  State  Parks  (Commission  makes  certain  orders  affecting 
location  of  public  utility  structures  on  state  park  lands. 

S  B.  692— ABSHIRE  AND  DESMOND.  (Pub.  H.  &  S.)  Amends  Sees.  4741  and 
47G2,  and  repeals  Sees.  4797  and  4798,  H.  &  S.  C.,  re  powers  of  county 
sanitation  districts. 

Authorizes  district  to  acquire,  construct,  and  complete  within  or  without  district, 
sewage  collection,  treatment  and  disposal  systems  including  sewage  treatment  plants, 
outfall,  intercepting,  collecting  and  lateral  sewers,  pipes,  pumps,  machinery,  casements, 
rights  of  way  and  other  facilities  necessary  or  convenient  for  such  sewerage  system. 
Deletes  provisions  that  main  lines  only  shall  be  constructed  from  the  sale  of  district 
bonds  and  that  lateral  and  collecting  lines  be  constructed  and  paid  for  by  other  political 
subdivisions. 

Provides  no  sewerage  system  shall  be  constructed  in  any  city  not  in  district 
except  by  consent  granted  by  unanimous  vote  of  governing  body  of  city. 

Provides  district  board  may  prohibit  use  of  cesspools  or  other  local  sewage 
disposal  units  and  declare  same  to  be  public  nuisances  in  areas  outside  incorporated 
cities  and  may  require  all  buildings  inhabited  or  used  by  human  beings  to  be  connected 
with  sewerage  system.

Requires  board  of  trustees  of  disincorporated  district  to  provide  for  return  to 
taxpayers  of  all  unused  district  money  in  proportion  it  was  collected.  Authorizes  hiring 
of  accountants  and  others  to  assure  correct  return  of  unused  money. 

S.B.  694— MICHAEL  J.  BURNS.    (Ed.)    Adds  Sec.  20355,  Ed.  C,  re  student  hous- 
ing facilities  at  state  colleges. 
Authorizes  establishment  and  maintenance  of  student  housing  facilities  at  state 
colleges.  Requires  Director  of  Education  to  fix  rents  and  other  charges ;  provides  for 
disposition  and  accumulation  of  .such  revenues. 

S.B.  695— SUTTON.  (F.  &  G.)  Adds  Sec.  420.1,  F.  &  G.  C,  re  sporting  fishing 
licenses,  provided  such  licenses  are  not  required  for  taking  catfish  except 
in  District  22. 

S.B.  696— COOMBS.  (Trans.)  Appropriates  $12,000,000  from  State  Highway 
Fund  to  Department  of  Public  Works  for  construction  of  6-lane  highway 
from  Golden  Gate  Bridge  to  or  near  Waldo  in  Marin  County. 

S.B.  697— COOMBS.    (Pub.  H.  &  S.)    Adds  Ch.  2.5,  Pt.  2,  Div.  5,  H.  &  S.  C,  re 
city  contracts  for  disposal  of  refuse  matter. 
Authorizes  legislative  body  of  incorporated  city  to  contract  for  collection  and 
disposal  of  refuse  matter  under  terms  and  conditions  prescribed  by  resolution  or 
ordinance. 
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S.B.  698— POWERS.  (L.  Gov.)  Amends  Sees.  1562  and  1571,  M.  &  V.  C,  re 
disasters. 

Deletes  provision  aiitliorizing  local  govornmental  agencies  to  exercise  mutual  aid 
powers  in  periods  of  local  peril  or  emergency. 

Deletes  provision  authorizing  cities,  counties,  and  cities  and  counties  to  enact 
ordinances  or  establish  or  authorize  rules  and  regulations  for  dealing  with  local  emer- 
gencies, or  to  carry  out  or  enter  into  mutual  aid  agreements.  Deletes  provision  authoriz- 
ing use  of  state  jjersonnel  and  equipment  pursuant  to  mutual  aid  agreement  or  at 
discretion  of  Governor. 

S.B.  699— COLLIER.  (F.  &  G.)  Adds  Sec.  16.4,  F.  &  G.  C,  re  taking  of  female 
deer,  requiring  Fish  and  Game  Commission  to  hold  public  hearing,  notice 
of  which  has  been  published,  prior  to  allowing  taking  of  female  deer  in  a 
district. 

S.B.  700— DILLINGER.  (Soc.  Wei.)  Amends  Act  8780d,  the  Unemployment 
Insurance  Act,  re  disability  benefits. 

Makes  claimant  ineligible  for  benefits  for  any  disability  for  which  he  receives  cash 
benefits  or  insurance  under  any  other  state  or  federal  law,  except  pension  benefits  aris- 
ing out  of  services  in  armed  forces. 

Grants  commission  on  behalf  of  disability  fund,  employer  or  his  insurer  under 
voluntary  plan,  right  of  subrogation  to  claimants  right  or  claim  under  employers 
liability  law. 

S.B.  701— SALSMAN.  TEd.)  Amends  Act  7948,  the  Property  Acquisition  Act,  re 
sites  for  student  housing. 
Provides  that  if  State  Public  Works  Board  determines  that  use  of  any  part  of 
state  college  campus  acquired  as  site  for  student  housing  will  interfere  with  develop- 
ment of  campus,  if  so  used,  it  may  authorize  u.se  of  such  part  of  campus  for  other 
purposes  upon  designation  by  Department  of  Education  of  some  other  part  of  campus 
as  site  for  student  housing.

Deletes  provision  requiring  use  of  a  Brix  scale  hydrometer  in  determining 
amount  of  soluble  solids  in  orange  juice. 
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S.B.  894— DILAVORTH.  AVILLIAMS,  AND  WEYBRET.  (Ed.)  Amends  Sec. 
8727,  Ed.  C,  ro  hish  school  tuition  fees. 
Adds  to  provision  for  liisli  school  education  of  a  pupil  living  in  elementary 
distriet  not  maintaininf;  high  school,  requii-ement  that  high  school  district  charge  and 
collect  tuition  fee  from  the  elementary  school  district  as  condition  to  receipt  of  allow- 
ance to  high  school  district  from  state  school  funds  for  cost  of  educating  such  pupils.

Declares  a  room  or  building  wherein  cheese  and  cheese  products  are  cut, 
wrapped,  and  packaged  into  individual  consumer  packages  is  not  a  milk  products  plant.

"Unemployment  Insurance  Act"  to  the  "Employment  Stabilization  Act." 

S.B.  902— KRAFT.  (Soc.  Wei.)  Amends  Act  S780d,  the  Unemployment  Insurance 
Act,  by  redefining  and  restating  the  declaration  of  legislative  intent  con- 
tained in  Sec.  1.  thereof. 

S.B.  903— KRAFT.    (Soc.  Wei.)    Abends  Act  8780d,  the  Unemployment  Insurance 
Act,  re  retro.spective  effect  of  provisions. 
Declares  no  provision  of  the  act  shall  be  given  retrospective  effect. 
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S.B.  904 — KRAFT.  (Soc.  Wei.)  Amends  Act  8780d,  the  Unemployment  Insurance 
Act,  re  definitions. 

Provides  that  with  respect  to  new  claims  filed  on  or  after  October  1,  1949  "base 
period"  means  52  weeks  immediately  preceding  first  week  of  benefit  year.  New  definition 
eliminates  "lag  quarter"  claims. 

S.B.  90.3 — KRAFT.  (Soc.  Wei.)  Amends  Act  8780d,  the  Unemployment  Insurance 
Act,  re  "suitable  employment." 

Provides  that  for  the  first  4  consecutive  weeks  of  unemployment,  "suitable  employ- 
ment" means  work  in  individual's  usual,  or  a  closely  related,  occupation  at  approxi- 
mately prevailing  rate  of  pay  for  such  work  in  the  locality. 

Provides  that  after  such  4  weeks,  any  work  for  which  individual  is  reasonably 
fitted  is  "suit:ib!e  employment,"  with  stated  exceptions,  if  it  pays  wages  equal  to  his 
weekly  benefit  amount.

Provides  that  employer  may  make  voluntary  contributions  to  fund,  to  be  credited 
to  his  separate  account  in  same  manner  as  other  contributions.

Provides  for  Unemployment  Insurance  benefit  payments  on  bi-weekly,  rather 
than  present  weekly  basis,  and  makes  changes  in  other  sections  to  reflect  that  change.

Requires  commission's  report  to  Legislature  on  unemployment  hazard  in  various 
industries  to  be  made  biennially  on  5th  legislative  day  of  each  regular  session. 

S.B.  915 — KRAFT.  (Soc.  Wei.)  Amends  Act  8780d,  (he  Unemployment  Insurance 
Act,  re  employer  contributions  and  eligibility  requirements. 

Requires  employers  to  furnish  to  worker,  at  time  of  separation,  and  to  Depart- 
ment of  Employment  on  request,  sworn  statement  of  wages  paid  such  worker  within 
52  weeks  preceding  such  separation  or  date  of  filing  claim  for  benefits.  Provides  penal- 
ties for  failure  to  furnish  statements.

Provides  for  payment  of  benefits  and  establishing  of  benefit  claims  on  a  bi-weekly 
basis,  rather  than  weekly  basis.  Changes  benefit  amount  table,  and  other  provisions, 
to  reflect  this  change. 
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S.B.  921— KRAFT.  (Soe.  Wei.)  Amends  Act  8780d,  the  Unemployment  Insur- 
ance Act,  by  repealing  existing  disqualification  of  persons  who  leave  their 
last  employment  because  of  a  trade  dispute. 

S.B.  922— KRAFT.  (See.  Wei.)  Amends  Act  8780d,  the  Unemployment  Insurance

Provides  penalties  for  misrepresentation  of  material  fact,  or  wilful  nondisclosure 
thereof,  by  resident  of  this  State,  in  connection  with  claim  for  benefits  under  unem- 
ployment insurance  law  of  another  state. 

Provides  similar  penalties  against  such  persons  who  wilfully  follow  course  of 
action  designed  to  discourage  prospective  employers  from  hiring  them. 

S.B.  923— KRAFT.  (Soc.  Wei.)  Amends  Act  8780d,  the  Unemployment  Insurance 
Act,  re  eligibility,  claims  and  disqualifications. 

Makes  changes  to  reflect  bi-weekly  benefit  claim.s  and  payments  in  all  sections 
affected  thereby.  Present  law  provides  for  weekly  benefits  and  claims. 

Deletes  existing  provision  which  prevents  interruption  of  benefit  payments  by 
waiting  period  requirement  where  claim  is  established  in  new  benefit  year.  Makes 
other  technical  changes. 

S.B.  924— KRAFT.  (Soc.  Wei.)  Amends  Act  8780d,  the  Unemployment  Insur- 
ance Act,  re  eligibility  for  benefits. 
Declares  legislative  intent  that  act  provides  insurance  program,  not  relief 
program  ;  that  benefits  are  not  intended  for  persons  not  truly  attached  to  the  labor 
market,  or  who  do  not  want  work,  or  who  cause  their  own  unemployment.  Makes 
numerous  changes  in  existing  eligibilty  requirements  and  adds  new  requirements,  to 
give  effect  to  that  declaration  of  intent.

Requires  claimant  to  register  for  work  and  meet  other  requirements  of  act 
throughout  his  disqualification  period,  and  provides  acceptance  of  work  shall  reduce 
such  period  only  by  the  numl)er  of  weeks  of  such  work. 

Adds  additional  disqualification  of  4  weeks  for  violence  or  profanity  in  office  of 
Department  of  Employment. 

Changes  disqualification  for  misrepresentation  or  wilful  nondisclosure  of  fact 
to  obtain  benefits,  from  present  5  week  period  to  1  year,  with  further  disqualification 
forever  if  convicted  by  court  of  such  offense.  Allows  convicting  court  to  remove  such 
permanent  disqualificatiou  after  3  years.

Allows  Director  of  Employment,  his  authorized  deputy,  and  authorized  employees 
of  Department  of  Employment  to  appeal  referee's  decision. 

Provides  that  after  September  30,  1949,  no  person  shall  be  appointed  to  the 
Appeals  Board  who  is  not  an  attorney  in  good  standing  in  the  California  Bar. 

Creates  Appeals  Division  in  Department  of  Employment  and  makes  Appeals 
Board  appointing  authority  as  to  all  employees  thereof. 

Provides  for  appointment  of  chief  referee  and  describes  his  duties. 

S.B.  929— KRAFT.  (Soc.  Wei.)  Amends  Act  8780d,  the  Unemployment  Insur- 
ance Act,  re  administration. 

Deletes  existing  provision  requiring  Director  of  Employment  be  appointed  from 
membership  of  p^mployment  Stabilization  Commission.  Increases  director's  compen- 
sation from  ,$10,000  to  815.000  a  year. 

Creates  position  of  Deputy  Director,  appointed  by  Governor,  prescribes  his  duties 
and  fixes  salary  at  $12,000  a  year. 

Provides  for  allocation  of  work  of  department  among  6  specified  divisions  thereof. 

Provides  for  Employment  St.ibilization  Commission  of  11  members,  2  of  whom 
shall  be  Director  and  Deputy  Director,  but  none  of  remaining  members  to  be  employees 
of  the  department.  Provides  for  appointment  of  members  by  Governor  and  prescribes 
terms  of  oflSce,  compensation,  duties  and  powers. 

Deletes  provisions  creating  Slate  Advisory  Council,  and  certain  other  apparently 
obsolete  provisions.  Makes  various  technical  changes.

Makes  Investigation  Section  directly  responsible  to  Director  of  Employment, 
specifies  the  minimum  number  of  employees  thereof  and  their  qualifications,  and  sets 
forth  the  functions  of  the  section. 

S.B.  935— KRAFT.    (Soc.  Wcl.)    Amends  Act  8780d,  the  Unemployment  Insur- 
ance Act,  I'e  administration. 
Provides  for  creation  of  an  Internal  Audit  Section  in  Department  of  Employ- 
ment to  make  continuous  audit  of  cash  benefit  payments  and  to  perform  other  specified 
duties. 

S.B.  936— KRAFT.    (Soc.  Wei.)    Amends  Act  8780d,  the  Unemployment  Insur- 
ance Act,  re  administration. 
Provides  for  creation  of  field  audit  staff  in  Department  of  Employment,  ade- 
quate to  audit  every  employer's  records  not  less  than  once  every  3  years. 

S.B.  937— KRAFT.    (Soc.  Wei.)    Amends  Act  8780d,  the  Unemployment  Insur- 
ance Act,  re  employment  service  functions. 
Declares  primary  function  of  Department  of  Employment  is  to  secure  employ- 
ment for  unemployed  persons,  and  describes  activities  in  which  department  is  required 
to  engage  to  fulfill  that  function. 

S.B.  938— KRAFT.  (Soc.  Wol.)  Amends  Act  8780d,  the  Unemployment  Insur- 
ance Act,  to  require  Department  of  Finance  annually  to  audit  records  and 
transactions  of  Department  of  Employment,  cost  thereof  to  be  paid  by 
latter.

including  unemployment  insurance,  old  age  and  survivors'  insurance,  aid  to  needy  aged 
and  needy  blind,  and  similar  legislation,  to  determine  impact  upon  economic  structure 
of  State  and  morals  of  people.  Authorizes  commission  to  confer  with  State  and  Federal 
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officials  concerned  with  administration  of  security  legislation,  and  to  formulate  pro- 
posals for  interstate  cooperation  in  handling  security  problems.  Empowers  commission 
to  establish  committees  and  advisory  boards  to  conduct  conferences  and  formulate 
proposals  on  subjects  within  committee  jurisdiction,  (,'ommission  to  report  to  Governor 
and  Legislature  within  35  days  after  convening  of  each  regular  session.  Members  to 
serve  without  compensation  other  than  necessary  expenses. 

Appropriates  unspecified  sum,  to  be  disbursed  upon  certification  of  chairman  of 
commission.

Provides  10  percent  of  1st,  2d,  3d,  and  4th  moneys  distributed  in  all  stakes  and 

purse  races  except  those  for  California  bred  horses  shall  be  paid  to  breeders  of  Cali- 
fornia bred  horses  placing  in  1st  4  positions. 

Defines  "California  bred"  liorse  as  foal  dropped  by  mare  in  California  whether 
bred  here  or  not. 

Amends  Sec.  19480.5,  B.  &  P.  C,  re  licenses 
for  horse  racing  meetings. 
Provides  that  California  Horse  Racing  Board,  in  determining  for  licensing  pur- 
poses that  conducting  meetings  at  place  not  used  prior  to  .July  1,  1941,  will  be  in  public 
interest,  shall  consider  all  relevant  factors  including  those  specified.

Places  administrative  duties  under  State  Forester  instead  of  State  Board  of 
Forestry,  and  makes  technical  changes  not  affecting  substance.  Authorizes  State 
Forester  to  contract  with  public  utilities  for  use  of  communications  facilities,  and 
provides  for  insurance  protecting  State  against  loss  arising  out  of  such  contracts.  Pre- 
scribes procedure  to  be  followed  in  handling  claims. 

S.B.  1118— SUTTON.  (L.  Gov.)  Amends  Sec.  28143,  Gov.  C,  to  increase  salary 
of  auditor  in  Glenn  County  from  .$3,000  to  $3,600,  and  to  provide  that 
salary  be  in  lieu  of  all  fees  and  commissions.

Allows  veterans  to  receive  l)enefits  of  Veterans  Farm  and  Home  Loan  Act  of 
1943  who  would  become  holders  of  real  estate  not  exceeding  .$15,000  in  value.  Present 
limitation  on  homes  is  $10,000,  on  farms  $15,000. 

Raises  maximum  purchase  cost  of  home  to  Department  of  Veterans  Affairs  from 
$7,500  to  $10,000. 

Requires  balance  of  selling  price  after  initial  payment  to  be  amortized  over 
40  year  period  rather  than  to  permit  department  to  fix  period  of  amortization  not 
exceeding  40  years  as  presently  provided. 

S.B.  1123— TENNEY.     (Trans.)    Adds  Sees.  100.8  and  100.9,  and  amends  Sec.  101, 
S.  &  H.  C  re  Mission  Bell  Highway  markers  and  makes  an  ajipropriation. 
Authorizes  counties  and  cities  to  transfer  title  to,  and  Department  of  Public 
Works  to  acquire,  install,  and  maintain  on  appropriate  state  highways.  Mission  Bell 
highway  markers  used  to  designate  Camino  Real.  Appropriates  $30,000.

Association  Act,  re  regulation  of  building  and  loan  associations. 
Requires  Building  and  Loan  Commissioner  to  be  satisfied  that  area  where  pro- 
posed branch  is  to  be  located  is  not  adequately  served  before  issuing  license  for  such 
branch,  mailing  issuance  of  such  licenses  by  Commissioner  permissive  rather  than 
mandatory,  adding  additional  restrictions  as  to  reserves  required  in  order  to  open  new 
branches,  and  making  such  restrictions  applicable  to  associations  issuing  stock  as  well 
as  tho.se  issuing  investment  certificates.  Adds  provisions  specifying  minimum  required 
withdrawable  share  reserves  and  composition  of  such  reserves,  and  prohibiting  payment 
of  dividends  or  distribution  of  profits  where  such  minimum  reserves  are  not  maintained. 
Provides  that  where  same  association  issues  both  investment  certificates  and  withdraw- 
able shares  by  required  minimum  reserves  shall  be  based  on  aggregate  amount  of  certifi- 
cates and  shares.  Prohibits  associations  from  paying  commissions  or  rewards  to  officers 
or  employees  based  on  volume  or  number  of  loans  made  or  on  interest  or  fees  collected 
thereon. 

S.B.  1129 — DESMOND.  (L.  Gov.)  New  act.  Validates  formation,  organization, 
boundaries,  acts,  proceedings  of  specifie<l  fire  protection  districts. 

S.B.  1130— HUGH  M.  BURNS.  (Pub.  H.  &  S.)  Renumbering  heading  of  Div.  15, 
H.  &  S.  C,  re  venereal  diseases  to  be  Div.  16. 

S.B.  1131— HUGH  M.  BURNS  AND  KEATING.     (Pub.  H.  &  S.)     Amends  Sees. 

26472  and  26586,  and  adds  Sees.  26606  and  26625,  H.  &  S.  C,  re  foods. 

Provides  that  various  substances  now  allowed  to  be  introduced  into  or  added  to 
meat  may  be  introduced  into  or  added  to  meat  only  in  preparation  of  meat  food 
products  as  defined  in  Sec.  900(v)  of  California  Meat  Inspection  Regulations. 

Provides  hearing  to  ascertain  whether  violation  of  provisions  or  regulations  re 
foods  has  occurred  or  whether  required  acts  are  being  performed,  is  not  condition  pre- 
cedent to  criminal  prosecution  for  violation  or  civil  action  for  enforcement. 

Provides  that  required  proceedings  against  article  of  food  found  to  be  adulterated 
or  misbranded  shall  be  commenced  within  90  days  after  detention  or  quarantine. 

S.B.  1132— HUGH  M.  BURNS  AND  KEATING.    (Pub.  H.  &  S.)    Amends  Sees. 

28312,  28313,  adds  See.  28340,  and  repeals  Sec.  28292,  H.  &  S.  C,  re  food 
processing. 

Abolishes  requirement  that  cuspidors  be  provided  in  food  processing  establish- 
ments. 

Provides  provisions  re  cleanliness  of  used  bottles  of  Art.  2,  Ch.  7,  Div.  21,  re  food 
containers,  shall  apply  to  places  where  used  glass  food  containers  are  employed  in 
manufacture,  blending,  or  packing  of  food,  drug,  or  liquor  but  not  to  manufacturers 
operating  under  state  or  federal  supervision  in  manufacture  of  biologies. 

Provides  local  health  officer  must  recommend  applicant  for  license  to  sell  used 
bottles.  Recipient  of  license  is  defined  to  mean  anyone  engaged  in  business  of  cleansing, 
sterilization  and  resale  of  used  containers,  bottles,  demijohns,  jars  and  crockery  to 
food,  drug,  and  liquor  industries. 

Provides  Ch.  7,  re  food  processing,  except  licensing  provisions,  may  be  enforced 
by  local  health  units. 

S.B.  1133— HUGH  M.  BURNS  AND  KEATING.    fPub.  H.  &  S.)    Amends  Sec. 

28230,  and  repeals  Sees.  28214,  28231,  282.32,  H.  &  S.  C,  re  bread  wrap- 
pings. 

Requires  all  bread  to  have  protecting  wrappings  labeled  as  required  by  Art.  3, 
Ch.  3,  Div.  21,  H.  &  S.  C,  re  misbranding. 
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SB  1134— HUGH  M.  BURNS  AND  KEATING.    (Pub.  H.  &  S.)    Repeals  Sees. 

28000  to  28004,  inel.,  and  adds  Sees.  28000  to  28015,  inel.,  H.  &  S.  C,  re 
horse  meat. 

Prohibits  storage,  paekaging,  or  sale  of  horse  meat  where  other  meat  food  prod- 
uets  are  stored,  packed,  or  sold.  Present  law  applies  to  sale  only. 

Requires  horse  meat  on  sale  for  human  consumption  to  be  inspected  in  slaughter- 
ing establishment  under  federal,  state  or  state-approved  municipal  inspection  and  to  be 
labeled.  Present  law  requires  compliance  with  Ag.  C.  re  meat  inspection. 

Requires  display  of  designated  sign  and  stamping  of  designated  notice  on  menus, 
where  horse  meat  is  offered  for  sale  for  human  consumption.  Similar  to  present  law. 

Requires  distinctive  marking  of  uninspected  horse  meat,  and  provides  it  may  not 
be  stored,  kept,  packed  or  sold  on  same  premises  as  inspected  horse  meat. 

Does  not  exclude  local  control.  Provides  for  free  access  of  health  officers  for  pur- 
poses of  inspection  of  horse  meat. 

Requires  permit  from  State  Department  of  Public  Health  for  slaughter,  packag- 
ing, sale  or  offering  for  sale,  of  horse  meat,  subject  to  suspension  or  revocation  for  non- 
compliance. 

Exempts  sales  at  wholesale  to  pet  food  canneries  from  packaging  requirements. 

Violation  is  to  be  misdemeanor  punishable  by  fine  of  $25  to  $500  or  imprisonment 
in  county  jail  up  to  6  months  or  both.  Sale  of  uninspected  horse  meat  for  human  con- 
sumption is  to  be  felony. 

S.B.  11.S5— HUGH  M.  BURNS.  (Agr.)  Amends  Sec.  802.  Ag.  C,  re  Thompson 
seedless  grapes. 

Provides  that  Thompson  seedless  grapes  produced  north  and  west  of  San  Gor- 
gonio  Pass  are  mature  if  they  test  not  less  than  17  percent  soluble  solids  and  have 
a  sugar-acid  ratio  of  25  or  more  to  1.

H.  &  S.)  Renuml)ers,  amends,  and  adds 
various  sees..  Civ.  C,  re  premarital  examination  for  syi)hilis.

Transfers  powers,  duties,  jurisdiction,  property,  and  equipment  of  Division  of 
Drivers'  Licenses  from  Department  of  Motor  Vehicles  to  Department  of  the  California 
Highway  Patrol. 

S.B.  124.5— RICH.  (Gov.  Eff.)  Amends  Sees.  11371,  11380,  11382.5,  11421-11423, 
incl.,  re  administrative  regulations. 

Deletes  existing  exception  of  regulations  relating  to  the  organization  of  a  state 
agency,  from  definition  of  "regulation." 

Exempts  regulations  fixing  prices  from  provisions  requiring  regulations  be  filed 
with  Secretary  of  State. 

Permits  department  adopting  regulation  to  file  printed  copies  of  the  Adminis- 
trative Code  or  Register  with  county  clerks,  instead  of  copies  of  the  regulation  endorsed 
by  the  Secretary  of  State. 

Exempts  regulations  not  required  to  be  filed  with  Secretary  of  State  from  provi- 
sions regulating  procedure  for  adoption  of  administrative  regulations.  Exempts  regu- 
lations prescribing  an  agency's  organization  or  procedure  from  same  provisions  and 
permits  agency  to  si)ec-ify  effective  date  thereof.

State  Park  System,  making  no  substantive  change. 

S.B.  1258— MICHAEL  J.  BURNS.  (Nat.  Res.)  Amends  Sec.  5003,  P.  R.  C,  re

S.B.  1259— MICHAEL  J.  BURNS.  (Fin.)  Appropriates  $1,500  to  Secretary  of 
State  for  compilation,  publication  and  distribution  of  history  of  Great  Seal 
and  State  of  California.

S.B.  1272— DESMOND.  (Rls.)  Adds  Sec.  13167.5,  Gov.  C,  allowing  Department 
of  Finance  to  insure  picture  of  George  Washington  hanging  in  Senate 
Chamber. 

S.B.  1273— DESMOND.  (Agr.)  Amends  Sec.  630,  Ag.  C,  to  provide  that  dried 
milk  products  need  not  conform  to  all  requirements  of  dried  milk. 

S.B.  1274— DESMOND.  (Agr.)  Amends  Sees.  461,  464,  and  464.5,  Ag.  C,  re  milk 
and  milk  products. 

Provides  milk  and  milk  product.^  mny  be  .sold  in  milk  dispensing  devices  approved 
by  Director  of  Agriculture  and  served  or  dispensed  from  appliances,  devices,  or  machines 
so  approved. 

S.B.  1275— DESMOND.  (Agr.)  Amends  Sec.  441,  Ag.  C,  re  milk  products,  making 
reference  to  regular,  rather  than  general,  session  of  Legislature. 

S.B.  1276— DESMOND.    (Pub.  Ut.)    Amends  Act  6393,  the  Municipal  Utility  Dis- 
trict Act,  re  definitions. 
Provides  that  term  "section"  means  section  of  the  act  unless  some  other  statute 
is  specified,  and  term  "subdivision"  means  subdivision  of  section  in  which  term  is  used 
unless  some  other  section  is  specified. 

S.B.  1277 — BREED.  (Trans.)  Amends  Act  151a,  the  State  Aeronautics  Commis- 
sion Act,  allowing  operation  and  landing  in  populated  areas  of  helicopters 
and  aircraft  capable  of  nearly  vertical  ascent  and  descent  under  commis- 
sion safety  rules.

Creates  permanent  revolving  fund  administered  by  Department  of  Education  to 
be  used  for  purchase  or  rental  of  materials  and  equipment  needed  in  manufacturing 
products  by  and  salaries  of  blind  workers  engaged  in  manufacturing  at  state  training 
centers  or  industrial  workshops  for  blind  operated  under  jurisdiction  of  department. 

Requires  Controller  to  transfer  balances  from  funds  created  by  Sees.  3259,  3304, 
and  3304.5,  W.  &  I.  C,  to  new  fund. 

Designates  money  which  shall  be  credited  to  fund.  Provides  for  transfer  of  excess 
balances  to  General  Fund. 

S.B.  1279— BREED.  (Nat.  Res.)  Amends  Sec.  5531,  P.  R.  C,  re  regional  park 
district  elections. 

Provides  that  nomination  paper  for  cansidate  shall  be  signed  by  at  least  250 
electors  rather  than  by  number  equal  to  1  percent  of  votes  cast  at  last  preceding  general 
election  within  district. 

S.B.  1280— BREED.    (Nat.  Res.)    Repeals  and  adds  Sees.  .5020,  5021,  5022,  and 
5023,  P.  R.  C,  re  historical  landmarks. 
Existing  law  provides  for  registering  historical  landmarks  by  Director  of  Natural 
Resources  upon  application  by  owner  or  person  in  possession,  including  state  and 
political  subdivisions. 

Bill  provides  for  appointment  by  Governor  of  Historical  Landmarks  Advisory 
Committee  to  make  census  and  survey  of  historical  landmarks,  receive  and  consider 
applications  for  registration,  make  recommendations  to  State  Park  Commission  for 
qualifications  for  acceptance,  type  of  plaque  to  be  used,  and  buildings  and  landmarks 
qualified  for  registration. 

Requires  State  Park  Commission  to  consider  recommendations  and  certify  to 
Director  of  Natural  Resources  historical  buildings  and  landmarks  for  registration. 
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Requires  Depnrtment  of  Public  Works  to  keep  in  repair  objects  and  markers 
adjacent  to  state  highways  ;  county  and  city  authorities  to  keep  in  repair  those  adjacent 
to  highways  under  their  jurisdiction  ;  and  State  Park  Commission  to  keep  in  repair 
all  others. 

S.B.  1281 — McBRIDE.  (Fin.  Inst.)  Repeals,  adds,  and  amends  various  Sees., 
Ins.  C,  re  regulation  of  insurance  producers  and  bail  licensees. 

Generally  revises  and  rearranges  provisions  relating  to  licensing  and  regulation 
of  persons  engaged  in  production  of  insurance  and  bail  licensees.  Assembles  and  adds 
definitions  of  such  persons  with  some  redefinition  (Sees.  1620  to  1632)  and  provides 
vehicle  for  facile  reference  by  defining  them  in  the  aggregate  as  licensees  (Sees.  1(>35  to 
1638).  Substitutes  "licensees"  in  various  regulatory  provisions  in  places  where  present 
reference  narrowly  enumerates  specific  classes  of  persons  holding  licenses  or  certifi- 
cates of  convenience,  in  most  cases  expanding  application  of  the  regulation  to  any 
person  meeting  definition  of  general  term  "licensee." 

In  regulating  "personal  or  controlled  insurance,"  narrows  application  to  fire, 
casualty,  and  life  licensees  only  (Sees.  760  and  760..5).  Qualifies,  in  enumeration  of 
acts  not  to  be  considered  unlawful  rebates,  payment  of  commission  to  licensee  to 
exclude  such  payment  when  declared  to  be  a  rebate  (Sec.  763). 

Defines  fraternal  benefit  agents  and  registrants  (Sees.  1627  and  1628)  and  pro- 
vides for  their  appointment,  subjecting  them  to  regulation  as  such  (Sec.  11160). 
Places  motor  club  agents  under  general  licensee  regulation  (See.  12280.2). 

Completely  revises  provisions  applicable  to  insurance  producers  with  regard  to 
licenses,  applications,  bonding,  license  qualifications,  cjualification  examinations,  cer- 
tificates of  convenience,  issuance  of  licenses,  license  periods,  conduct  of  licensees,  dis- 
ciplinary action,  and  copartnership,  association  and  corporation  licenses.  Incorporates 
regulations  adapted  to  military  service  into  general  licensing  provisions  and  deletes 
other  reference  thereto. 

Completely  revises  regulations  applicable  to  persons  engaging  in  business  of 
furnishing  bail  bonds  or  undertakings  of  bail. 

Provides  that  to  obtain  a  license  as  surplus  line  or  special  lines  surplus  line 
broker,  an  applicant  must  also  be  licensed  as  an  insurance  broker. 

S.B.  1282— McHRIDE.  (Fin.  Inst.)  Repeals  and  adds  Sees.  2071  and  2072,  and 
amends  Sees.  207.3  and  2074,  Ins.  C.,  ro  standard  fire  insurance  policy. 

Provides  for  new  form  of  standard  fire  insurance  policy  and  provides  that  such 
form  need  not  be  used  for  reinsurance.  Provides  that  lines  on  only  the  2nd  page  of 
policy  need  be  numbered  consecutively  and  allows  1st  page  to  be  rearranged  for 
various  purposes. 

To  be  effective  January  1,  1950. 

S.B.  1283— McBRIDE.  (Fin.  Inst.)  Adds  Sec.  72.5,  Ins.  C,  re  interlocking 
directorates  in  insurance  companies. 
Permits  interlocking  directorates  but  prohibits  use  of  such  to  lessen  competition. 
Provides  that  Insurance  Commissioner  may  investigate  violations,  hold  hearings,  and 
issue  cease  and  desist  orders  violation  of  which  is  a  misdemeanor  and  may  be  grounds 
for  denying,  suspending,  or  revoking  certificate  of  authority. 

S.B.  1284— McBRIDE.  (Fin.  Inst.)  Adds  Sec.  10270.96,  Ins.  C.,  re  group  dis- 
ability insurance. 

Negatives  inference  that  chapter  on  standard  provisions  in  disability  policies 
prevents  issuance  of  group  disability  policies  providing  for  payment  by  insurer  of 
hospital  and  medical  expenses  to  those  rendering  such  services  and  provides  that  such 
payment  discharges  insurer's  obligation. 

S.B.  1285— McBRIDE.  (Fin.  Inst.)  Adds  Art.  6.5  to  Ch.  1,  Pt.  2,  Div.  1,  com- 
prising Sees.  790  to  7!)0.12,  Ins.  C,  re  unfair  insurance  practices. 
Defines  unfair  practices  in  business  of  insurance,  prohibits  such  practices  and 
provides  regulations  for  their  control,  including  provision  for  hearings  before  Insur- 
ance Commissioner,  cease  and  desist  orders  issued  by  him,  penalties  for  violation  of 
such  order,  and  procedure  for  court  review.  Places  all  persons  and  entities  in  any 
manner  engaged  in  business  of  insurance  within  scope  of  regulations  and  grants 
immunity  from  prosecution  to  persons  compelled  to  give  self-incriminating  testimony. 
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S.B.  1286— McBRIDE.  (Fin.  Inst.)  Amends  See.  736,  Ins.  C,  re  examination 
expenses. 

Deletes  all  present  exceptions  to  rule  that  expenses  of  examinations  are  charge- 
al)Ie  against  persons  examined,  making  new  exceptions  in  favor  of  domestic  insurers 
and  allowing  Insurance  Commissioner  to  waive  such  expenses  as  to  special  exami- 
nations. 

S.B.  1287— McBRIDE.  (Fin.  Ins.)  Amends  Sec.  1105,  Ins.  C,  re  regulation  of 
loans  and  investments  of  assets  of  insurers. 
Permits  officers,  directors,  or  trustees  of  insurer  to  own  securities  of  corporation 
dealing  with  insurer  in  various  ways  unless  suppression  of  competition  is  indicate<l, 
which  is  to  be  conclusively  presumed  if  such  ownership  exceeds  1  percent  of  outstand- 
ing securities  of  the  corporation. 

S.B.  1288— McBRIDE.  (Lab.)  Adds  Art.  3,  Ch.  3,  Pt.  3,  Div.  2,  Ins.  C,  re  work- 
men's compensation  insurance  rating  organization. 

Directs  Insurance  Commissioner  to  designate  one  rating  bureau,  function  of 
which  is  to  gather  statistics,  make  inspections,  and  classify  risks,  premium  rates,  and 
rating  plans,  to  be  composed  of  representatives  of  workmen's  compensation  insurers 
and  of  commissioner.  Provides  for  regulation  and  administration  of  such  bureau. 

To  take  effect  immediately,  urgency  measure. 

S.B.  1289— McBRIDE.     (Soc.   Wei.)    Amends   Act.   8780d,    the  Unemployment 
Insurance  Act,  re  disability  benefits. 
Makes  time  within  which  employer  or  his  insurer  must  pay  disputed  claim  run 
from  date  of  notice  of  decision  rather  than  from  date  of  decision. 

S.B.  1200— McBRIDE.  (Soc.  Wei.)  Amends  Act.  8780d,  the  Unemployment 
Insurance  Act,  re  disability  benefits. 
Requires  insurers  of  voluntary  plans  to  report  amount  of  premium  tax  paid 
with  respect  to  unemployment  disability  inemiums  to  commission.  Provides  that 
insurers  extended  liability  assessment  be  charged  against  such  reported  premiums  of 
insurer. 

Provides  that  insurer  of  voluntary  plan  be  substituted  for  employer  with  respect 
to  as.sessment  relating  to  such  plan.

Makes  maintenance  of 
such  surplu.s  condition  precedent  to  issuance  of  certificate  of  authorit.v. 

Provides  that  reserves  to  be  charged  as  liabilities  include  unearned  premium 
deposits  made  by  subscribers  and  provides  method  for  determining  amount  of  premium 
deposits.

Provides  for  apportionment  of  compensation  in  ca.se  of  prior  physical  impair- 
ment as  well  as  for  aggravation  of  disease  in  death  as  well  as  in  disability  cases. 

S.B.  1315 — BUSCH.    (F.  &G.)    Amends  See.  405,  F.  &  G.  C,  fish  and  game  licenses. 

Makes  requiring  of  proof  by  license  agent  of  statements  as  prerequisite  to  issu- 
ance of  hunting  or  fishing  license  or  license  tag  mandatory  instead  of  permissive.

Provides  for  appeal  of  action  of  Commission  of  Credentials  to  the  State  Board 
of  Education.

(G.  E.  &  E.)  New  act,  re  California  State  Advertis- 
ing and  Publicity  Commission.

I'l-fcludcs  State  Park  Commission  from  opcratiii};  or  mainlainin;;  any  (a)  dwell- 
ing accommodation  or  store  other  than  for  its  emi)loyees,  concessionaires  and  contract- 
ing agencies  connected  with  administration,  protection  or  development  of  State  Park 
System;  (b)  curio  shop;  and  (c)  other  establishment  or  facility  for  sale  of  mer- 
chandise or  service  to  public.

Forbids  Secretary  of  State  to  file  certificate  of  amendment 
providing  for  perpetual  existence,  where  name  of  corporation  extending  term  is  same 
as  or  deceptively  similar  to  that  of  other  domestic  corporation  or  foreign  corporation 
qualified  to  transact  intrastate  business,  or  to  name  under  reservation,  unless  by  same 
or  concurrently  filed  certificate  corporation  amends  articles  to  adopt  new  available 
name.  Forbids  foreign  corporation  to  file  with  Secretary  of  State  copy  of  document 
adopting  name  same  as,  or  deceptively  similar  to,  name  of  any  domestic  corporation,  or 
foreign  corporation  qualified  to  transact  intrastate  business,  or  to  name  under  reser- 
vation unless  it  files  with  Secretary  of  State  court  order  restraining  other  corporation 
from  doing  l)usiness  in  California  under  tliat  name. 

Requires  that  certificates  of  determination  of  preferences,  certificates  concerning 
distribution  of  reduction  surplus,  certificates  of  admendment  of  articles,  certificates  of 
authorization  of  merger  and  con.solidation,  certificates  of  election  to  wind  up  and 
dissolve,  certificates  of  revocation  of  election  to  wind  up  and  dissolve,  and  certificates  of 
winding  up  and  dissolution  be  verified  by  affidavit  of  signers  to  effect  that  contents  are 
true  of  their  own  knowledge,  in  lieu  of  present  requirement  that  signatures  be  acknowl- 
edged, or  certificates  verified  by  oath  of  signers. 

Prohil)its  amendment  of  articles  so  as  to  enable  corporation  to  exist  under  law 
other  than  that  under  which  corporation  exists  or  was  organized,  unless  law  under 
which  corporation  seeks  to  exist  expressly  authorizes  such  amendment.  Forbids  pro- 
vision in  articles  or  by-laws  prohibiting  amendments  authorized  by  statute.  Where 
articles  of  surviving  corporation  are  amended  by  agreement  of  merger,  requires  identi- 
fication of  ])rovisions  amended,  in  same  manner  as  provisions  amended  by  certificate 
of  amendment. 

Makes  provision  now  declaring  authorized  number  of  shares  reduced  by  number 
of  own  shares  acquired,  if  articles  prohibit  their  reissue,  and  requiring  amendment  of 
articles  to  reflect  such  reduction  applicable  also  where  own  shares  arc  acquired  and 
retired  at  option  of  board  of  directors.

Provides  for  merger  of  domestic 
corporation  with  wholly  owne<l  subsidiary  by  filing  of  certificate  of  ownership  with 
Secretary  of  State  after  resolution  adopted  by  majority  of  board  of  directors  of  parent 
corporation,  such  merger  to  permit  parent  to  adopt  name  of  merge<l  subsidiary,  and  to 
require  assumption  of  its  liabilities,  but  not  to  permit  expansion  of  jmwers  of 
parent  nor  to  amend  articles  of  parent  in  any  re.spect  other  than  name. 

Where  certificate  of  election  to  wind  up  and  dissolve  is  executed  by  shareholders 
or  members  (as  alternative  to  execution  by  specified  officers  or  majority  of  directors*, 
requires  execution  by  shareholders  or  members  representing  at  least  .W  percent  of 
voting  power,  rather  than  by  at  least  three  shareholders  or  members  authorized  by 
shareholders  to  sign  it.

process  agent  valid  service  on  corporation. 

Prohibits  charge  or  collection  of  fee  for  filing  statement  of  names  of  officers  and 
location  and  address  of  principal  office,  but  continues  fee  now  prescribed  in  Government 
Code  for  filing  designation  of  process  agent. 

A.B.  1448 — BROWX,  (.lud.)  Amends,  repeals  various  sees.,  Corp.  C,  re  substi- 
tuted service  of  process  on  domestic  and  foreign  corjwrations. 

Authorizes  court  to  order  substituted  service  of  process  against  domestic  corpora-

Repeals  present  exemption  from  such  substituted  service  of  banks,  trust  com- 
panies, insurance  companies,  and  corporations  subject  to  jurisdiction  of  Public 
Utilities  Commission. 

For  substituted  service  on  dissolved  corporations,  requires  court  order  similar 
to  order  for  substituted  service  on  corporations  not  dissolved,  to  be  delivered  to 
Secretary  of  State,  assistant,  or  deputy,  together  with  copy  of  process.  Limits  such 
service  to  corporations  dis.solve<l  on  or  after  August  14,  1929,  those  dissolved  prior 
thereto  to  be  served  as  provided  in  Sec.  411,  C.C.P.  Requires  Secretary  of  State  to  give 
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notice  of  sucli  service  by  forwai  ding  copy  of  process  by  registered  mail,  return  receipt 
requested,  rather  than  merely  by  mail,  to  last  known  principal  office  of  dissolved 
corporation,  rather  than  to  last  known  address.  Requires  defendant  to  appear  within 
.30  days  after  delivery  of  process  to  Secretary  of  State,  rather  than  to  appear  and 
answer  within  30  days  after  Secretary  gives  notice. 

For  substituted  service  on  foreign  corporations,  requires  court  order  similar  to 
order  for  such  service  on  domestic  coi'porations,  to  be  delivered  to  Secretary  of  State, 
assistant,  or  deputy,  together  with  process.  If  corporation  has  qualified  to  do  intrastate 
business,  2  copies  of  order  and  process  to  be  delivered,  otherwise  1,  but  order  to  include 
address  to  which  process  is  to  be  sent.  Secretary  of  State  is  to  give  notice  of  service 
by  prepaid  registered  air  mail,  return  receipt  recjuested,  rather  than  by  telegraph  and 
registered  mail  to  principal  home  office  and  to  principal  California  office,  or,  if  not 
qualified  in  California,  to  address  specified  in  order.  Requires  defendant  to  appear, 
rather  than  to  appear  and  answer,  within  30  days  after  delivery  of  process  to  Secretary 
of  State.  Deletes  provision  that  certificate  of  Secretary  of  State  under  seal  of  such 
8ubstitute<l  service  is  competent  and  sullicient  proof  thereof. 

Adils  provision  that  where  foreign  corporation  has  surrendered  right  to  do 
intrastate  business,  process  against  it  delivered  to  Secretary  of  State,  assistant,  or 
deputy  is  to  be  mailed  in  same  manner  as  to  other  foreign  corporations,  except  that 
it  shall  be  sent  to  address  set  forth  in  certificate  of  surrender.
